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INTRODUCTION, 

In a !ate retreat from the bufinefa of thia 
world, and thofe many little cares with 
which I have too often cumbered myfelf, 
I fell into a contempIatLon of fome of thofe 
hillorical palTages that are recorded in fa- 
cred flory ; ^id more particularly of what 
had paffed betwixt our blelTed Saviour, and 
that vronder of women, and tinners, and 
mourners, Siunt Mary Magdalen. I call 
her Saint, becaufe I did not then, nor do 
now confider her, as when Ihe was polTeft 
with feven devils ; not as when her wanton 
eyes, and diftievelled hair, were designed 
and managed to charm and enfoiire amo- 
rous beholders. But I did then, and do 
now confider her, as after ihe had exprelied 
a vifible and facred fbrrow for her renfuali- 
ties ; as after thofe eyes had wept fuch a 
6ood of penitential tears as did walh, and 
that hair had wiped, and (he mofl pa^on- 
B 2 ately 
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ately kiflcd the feet of hers, and our 
blelTed Jefus. And I do now confider," 
that becaufe flie loved much, not only 
much was forgiven her; but that, befide 
that blefled blefling of having her fins 
pardoned, and the joy of knowing her hj^ 
py condition, Aie alfo had from him a tefti- 
mony, that her alabafter bos of precious 
mntment poured on his bead anA feet, and 
that fpikenard, and thofe fpices that were 
by her dedicated to embahn and preferve 
his facred body, from putrefeftion, (hould 
fo far preferve her own memory, that thefe 
demonflmtions of her fan£tified love, and 
of her officious and generous gratitude, 
fhould be TCcorded and mentioned whera- 
foever his golpel Ihould be read ; intend- 
ing thereby, that as his, fo her name 
Ihould alfo live to fucceeding generatioaa^ 
even till time itfelf Ihall be no more. 

Upon occafion of which fiur example, 
I did lately look, back, and not without 
fome content, (at leaft to myielf,) that I 
have endeavoured to deferve the love, and 
preferve the memory, of my two deceafed 
friends. Dr. Donne, and Sir Henry Wot- 
ton. 
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ton, by declaring the feveral employmenta 
snd various accidents of their lives. And 
though Mr. George Herbert (whofe life 
I now intend to write) were to me a 
ftranger as to hi« perfon, for I have only 
feen him ; yet Itnce he was, and was 
worthy to be, their friend, and very many 
of his have been mine, I judge it may not 
be unacceptable to tbofe that knew any of 
them in their lives, or do now know them 
by mine, or thdr own writings, to fee 
this conjuniftion of them after their deaths; 
without which, many things that con- 
cerned them, and fome things that con- 
cerned the age in which they lived, would 
be left perfect, and loft to pofterity. 

For thefe reafona ! have undertaken it ; 
and if I have prevented any abler perfon, 
I beg pardon of him and my reader. 
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THE LIFE. 

George Herbert was bom the third 

day of April, in the year of our redemp- 
tion 1593. The place of his birth wai 
near to the town of Mont^mery, and in 
that calUe that did then b^ the name of 
that town and county: that caftle was 
then a place of l^te and ftrength, and had 
been fucceffively happy in the^mily of 
the Herberts, who had long pofleCTed it; 
and, with it, a plentiful ellate, and heart* 
as liberal to their poor neighbour ; a 
Sumly, that hath been blell with men of 
remarkable wifdom, and a willingnefs to 
fcrve their country, and, indeed, to do 
good to all mankind; for which they are 
eminent. But alas ! this &mily did in 
the late rebellion fufi*er extremely in their 
eftates ; and the heirs of that caiUe law it 
.laid level with that earth that was too good 
to buiy thofe wretches that were thecaule 
^ it.

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The father of our George was Richard 
Herbert, the fon of Edward Herbert, Knt. 
the fon of Richard Herbert, Knt. the fon of 
the famous Sir Richard Herbert of Cok- 
brook, in the county of Monmouth, Ban- 
neret, who was the youngeft brother of 
that memorable William Herbert^ Earl of 
Pembroke, that lived in the reign df our 
King Edward IV. 

Hia mother was Magdalen Newport, 
the youngeft daughter of Sir Richard, and 
fifter to Sir Francis Newport, of High 
Arkall, in the county of Salop, Knt. and 
grandfather of Francis Lord Newport, now 
Comptroller of his Majelly's Houfeholdi 
a family, that for their loyalty have fuf- 
fered much in. their eliates, and feen the 
ruin of that excellent ftruiture, where their 
anceftore have long lived, and been memo- 
rable for their hoJpitality. 

This mother of George Herbert (of 
whofe perfon, and wifdom, and virtue, I 
intend to g^ve a true account in a feafon- 
able place) waa the happy mother of feven 
fons,and three daughters, which {fae would 
often fay was Job't ftumber, and Job's Sf- 
tribut'um; 
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triiutmi; And as often blefs God, that 
they were neither defeftive in their fhapes, 
or in Uieir reafon i and veiy often reprove 
them that did not praife God for fo great 
a bleffing. I IhalJ give the reader a fhort 
account of their nAmes, and not lay much 
of their fbrtuties. 

Edward, the eldefl, Wa§ firll made 
Knight of the Bath, at tliat glorioiu tima 
1^ our late Prince Henry's being inflalled 
Kni^t of the Garter; and after many 
yean ufeful travel, and the attainment of 
many languages, he was by King James 
fent ambaflkdor refident to the then French 
King, Lewis XIII. Then he continued 
about two yean ; but he could not fubje£t 
himfelf to a compliance with the humours 
of the Duke de Luinea, who was then the 
great and powerM iavourite at Court : fe 
that, upon a compl^nt to our King, he was 
called back into England in feme difplea* 
fore ; but at his return he gave fuch an ho- 
oourabteacoount of his employment, and fy 
jufiified his comportment to the Duke, and 
all the Court, that be was fuddenly fent 
back iqxMi the fame embaffy, from which he 
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Kturaed in the beginning of the reign of 
our good King Charles I, who noade him 
firft Baron of Caftle-Ifland, and notlong af- 
ter of Cherbury in the county of Salop. Ha 
was a man of great learning and reafon, as 
appears by his printed book De Veritate, 
and by his Hiflory of the Reign of King 
Henry VIII. and by feveral other tracts. 

The lecond and third brothers were 
ttichard and William, who ventured th^ 
tives to pnrchafe honour in the wars of 
the Low Countries, and died officers in 
that employment. Charles was the fourth^ 
and died fellow of New Colle^ in Ox- 
ford. Henry was the fixth, who becamo 
a menial fervant to the Crown in the days 
of King James, and haUi continued to b« 
ft) for fifty years ; during all which tima 
he hath been Mailer of the Revels ; a 
place that reqmres a diligent wiidom, with 
which God hath blefled him. The&ventb 
fon was Thomas, who, being made cap- 
tain of a ihip in that fleet with which Sir 
Robert Manfell was fent ag^nft Al^eiB, 
did there ftiew a fortunate and true £ng- 
IHh valour. Of the three fifters I nee4 
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not by more, than that tbey were all mar- 
ried to perfoni of worth, and pUaCifiil 
fortunes ; and lived to be esamples of 
virtue, and to do good in their genera^ 
tions. 

1 now come to jpve my intended ao- 
oount of George, who was the fifth of 
thole feven brothers. 

- George Herbert fpent much t^ lu« 
childhood in a fweet cont^it under tha 
eye and care of bis prudent mother, and 
the tuition of a chapl^, or tutor to hun 
and two of his brothers, in her own &' 
mily, (for flie was then a widow,) wher* 
be continued till about the age of twelv* - 
years; and being at that lime wdl in- 
ftruded in the rules of gran^^, be waa 
not long after ccnnmended to the caie of 
Dr. Neale, who was then Dean of Weft- 
minfter ; and by him to the care of Mr. 
Ireland, who was then chief maAer of that 
Ichool ; where the beauties of his prettjr 
behavicRir and wit {hined and became fo 
eminent and lovely in thb his iimocent 
age, that he feemed to be marked out for 
^ety, and to become the oare of Heaven, 
aod 
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and of a particular good angel to guard 
and gmde him. And thus be continued 
in dmt fchool, dll he came to be perfed: 
in the learned languages, and efpeciallj 
in the Greek tongue, in which he aft^ 
proved an excellent critic. 

About the age of fifteen (he b^ng then 
a king's fcholar) he was eleded out of 
that fchool for Trinity College in Cam- 
bridge, to which place he was tranfplanted 
about the year itfo8 ; and his prudent mo- 
ther well knowing that he might eafily 
lofe or leflen that virtue and innocence* 
which her advice and example had planted 
in his mind, did therefore procure the 
generom and liberal Dr. Nevil, who was 
then Dean gf Canterbury, and Mailer of 
that college, to take him into his particu- 
lar care, and provide him a tutor) which 
he ^d moft gladly undertake, for he knew 
the excellencies of his mother, and how to 
value fuch a IHendfhip. 

This was the method of his education, 
till he was fettled in Cambridge ; where we 
will leave him in his fludy, till I have paid 
my promifed account of his excellent mo- 
ther;

ther; and I will endeavour to make it 
fljort. 

I have told her birth, her marriage, and 
the number of her children, and have 
given fome (hort account of them. I Ihall 
next tell the reader, diat her hufband died 
when OUT George was about the age of 
four years : I am next to tell, that fhe con- 
tinued twdve years a widow; that flie 
dien married happily to a noble gentleman^ 
the brother and heir of the Lord DaDvers, 
Earl of Danby, who did highly value both 
her perfon and the moll excellent endow- 
ments of her mind. 

In this time of her widowhood, flie be- 
iBg defirous to give Edward, her eldell fon, 
fych advantages of learning^ and other 
education, as might fuit his birth and for- 
tune, and thereby make him the mors lit 
for the fervice of hie countty, did, at his 
being of a fit age, remove from Montgo- 
mery Cafile with him, and fome of her 
younger foas, to Oxford ; and having en- 
t«%d Edward into Queen's Collie, and 
provided him a. (it tutor, fhe commended 
him to his care : yet Ihe continued there 
with 
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with him, and itill kept him in ft moderste 
awe of herfelf, and fo much under her 
Own eye, as to fee and converfe with him ■ 
d^y : but flie managed this power over 
him without any fuch nj^d foumefB, as 
might make her company a. torment to 
faer child ; but with fuch a fweetneft 
and compliance with the recreations aad 
pleafures of youth, aa did incline him wil- 
lingly to fpend much of his time in the 
company of his dear and careful mother ; 
which was to lier great content ; Cor flie 
would often Jay, " That as oi^ bodies take 
*• a nourifhment fuitable to the meat on 
" which we feed ; fo our fouls do as infen- 
" fibly take in vice by the esample or con- ' 
" verfation with wicked company:" and 
would therefore as often fay, " That igno- 
" ranee of vice was the beft prefervation 
" of virtue ; and that the very knowledge 
" of wickednefs was as tinder to inflame 
" and kindle fin, and to keep it burning," 
For thefe reafons ihe endeared him to her 
own 'company, and continued with him 
in Oxford four years ; in which time her 
great and hannlels wit, her cheerfid gra- 
vity. 
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fttf, uid her obli^ng behaYiom', guned 
her an acqutuntance and fiiBndfhip witH 
nod of any eminent worth or learning, 
that were at that bme in or near that Uni- 
verity ; and particularly- with Mr. John 
Donne, who then came accidentaliy to 
that place, in diis time of her bdng there. 
It was that John Donne, who was after 
Dr. Donne, and Dean of St. Paul't, Lon^ 
don : and he, at his leaving Oxford, writ 
and left there, in verfe, a chara&er of 
the beauties of her body and mind: of 
the firfi he lays. 



Of the latter he fays. 

In all her words to ereiy hearer fit, 
Ydd may at lerelt, or at council fit. 

The reft of her chara£ter may be read 
in his printed poems, in that El^y which 
bears the name of Tbe Autumnal Beauty, 
For both he and (he were then pail Uie 
meridian of man's life. 

This amity, begun at this time and places 

was not an ami^ that polluted their fouls ; 

but 
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but an amity made up of a chiun of fmt- 
able inclinations and virtues; an amity 
like that of St. Chryfoftom's to bis dear 
and virtuous Olympias ; whom, in his let- 
ters, he calls his Saint : or an amity, in- 
deed, more like that of St. Hierom to his 
Paula; whofe afieiSlion to her was fuch, 
that he turned poet in his old age, and 
then made her epitaph ; " wifhing all 
" his body were turned into tongues, that 
'^ he might declare her jull prailes to pc^- 
" terity," And this amity betwixtherand 
Mr. Donne was begun in a happy time 
for him, he being then near to the fortieth 
ye^ of his £(ge, (which was fome years 
before he entered into facred oi'ders ;) ^ 
time, when his neceffities needed a daily 
fupply for the fupport of his wife, feven 
children, and a family. And in this time 
(he proved one of his moD bountiful bene- 
fa&ors ; and he as grateful an acknovp- 
ledger of it. You may take one teftimony 
for what I have faid of thefe two worthy 
perfons, from this following letter and 
fonnet. 
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" MADAM, 

" Your favours to me are every where ; 
" I ufe them, and hayfi them. I enjoy 
" them at London, and leave them there } 
" and yet find them at Micham. Such 
" riddles as thefe become things inexpref- 
"fible; and'fuch is your goodneft. I 
" was almofl fony to find your fervant 
*' here this day, becaufe I was loth to 
" have any witneik of my not coming 
" home laft night, and indeed of my com- 
" ing this morning. But my not coming 
" was escufable, becaufe eameft bufinefs 
" detained me ; and my coming this day 
" IB by the example of your St. Maiy 
" Magdalen, who rofe early upon Sunday, 
" to feek that which fhe loved moft ; and 
" fo did I. And, irom her and myfelf, I 
" return fuch thanks as are due to one, to 
" whom we owe all the good opinion, that 
" they, whom we need moA, have of us. 
" By this meffenger, and on this good day, 
" I commit the inclofed holy hymns and 
Tonneta (which for the matter, not the 
" workmanftiip, have yet efcaped the fire) 
" to your judgment, and to your protec-

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" tion too, if you think them worthy of 
" it ; and I have appointed this incloJed 
" fonnet to uflier them to your happy 
" band. 

" Your unworthieft fervant,

Thefe hymn* are now lofi td us ; but 
doubtlefs they were fuch, aa they two now 
Gag io heaven. 

There might be more demonftratkmB of 
the ftiendfhip, and the many facred en- 
dearments betwKt thefe two excellent 
perfons, (for I have many of their letters 
in my hand,) and much more might be 
laid of her great prudence and piety : but 
my defign was not to write hers, but the 
life of her fon ; and therefore I (hall only 
tell my reader, that about that very day 
twenty jfiara that this letter was dated, 
and Tent her, I law and heard this Mr. 
John Donne (who was then Dean of St. 
Paul's) weep, and preach her foneral fer- 
mon, in the parifti-ohurch of Chelfea, near 
London, where ihe now refts in her quiet 
grave ; and where we muft now leave her, 
and return to her fon George, whom we 
left in his ftudy in Cambridge. 

And in Cambridge we may find our 
George Herbert's behaviour to be fuch, 
that we may conclude, he confecrated the 
firft-fhuts of his early age to virtue, and a 
ferious ftudy of learning. And that he 
C2 did 
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did lb, thk following letter and fontiet, 

which were, in the firft yearrf his going 

to Cambridge, fent ins Aear mother for a 

new-year's ffSt, may appear to be fome 

teffimony. 

— " But I fear the heat of my late agoc 
" hath dried up thofe fprings, by which 
" fcholars fay the Mufes ufe to take up 
" their habitadons. However, I need not 
" their help to rq)rove the vanity of thofe 
*' many love-poems, that are daily writ, 
" and confecrated to Venus ; nor to be* 
" wail that fo few are writ, that look to- 
" wards God and heaven. For my own 
*• part, my meaning (dear mother) ia, 
*' in thefe fonnets, to declare my refo- 
*' lution to be, that my poor stulities in 
" poetry ffaall be all and ever confecrated 
" to God's glory ; and I beg you to re- 
" ceive this as one teftimony."

This was his refolution at the fending 
tiiis letter to his dear mother ; about which 
dme he wae in the feventeenth year of his 
age ; and as he grew older, fo he grew in 
learning, and mors and more in fiivour 
both with God and man : infomuch that, 
in this morning of that fhort day of his 
C3 life, 
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life, he feemed to be marked out for virtue, 
and to become the care of Heaven ; for 
God fUU kept his foul in fo holy a frame, 
that he may and ought to be a pattern of 
virtue to all pofterity, and efpecially to 
his brethren of the Clergy, of which the 
reader may expert a more esaA account 
in what will follow, 

I need not declare that he was a ftrift 
ftudent, becaufe, that he was fo, there will 
be, many teftimonies in the fiiture part of 
hb Ufb. I {hall therefore only tell, that 
he was made Bachelor of Arts in the 
year 1611 ; Major Fellow of the college, 
March ij, 161^ : and, that in that year 
he was alfo made Mafter of Arts, he being 
then in the 22d year of his age ; during 
all which time, all, or the greateft diver- 
fion from his ftudy, was the praftice of 
muftc, in which he became a great mafter ; 
and of which he would fay, *' That it did 
" relieve his drooping fpirits, compofe his 
" <Mftra6ted thoughts, and r^ed his weaiy 
" foul fo far above earth, that it gave him 
" an eameft of the joys of heaven, before 
" he poffefled them." And it may be 
noted. 
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noted, that, from his firft entrance into the 
ooU^e, the generous Dr. Nevil was a 
cherifiier of his lludies, and fuch a lover 
of his perfon, his behaviour, and the exT 
cellent endowments of his mind, that hs 
took him often into his own company ; by 
which he confirmed his native gentlenefs : 
and if during this time he eiprefled any 
error, it was, that he kept himfelf too much 
retired, and at too great a difiance with 
all his inferiors; and his dothes feemed 
to prove, that he put too great a value on 
hb parts and parentage. 

This may be fome account of his diljm- 
fition, and of the employment of his time, 
lill he was Mailer of Arts, which was 
anno i6i j, and in the year 1619 he was 
chofen Orator for the Univerfty. His two 
precedent Orators were Sir Robert Nanton, 
and Sir Francis NetherfoU. The firil was 
not long after made Secretary of State ; and 
Sir Francis, not very long after his being 
Otator, was made Secretary to ths Lady 
Elizabeth, Queen of Bohemia. In this place 
of Orator our George Herbert continued 
^ght years, and managed it with as be- 
c 4 coming 
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coming and grave and a g^ety, as any 
had ever before or fincc his time. Fbr, 
" He had acquired great learning, and was 
'* blefled with a high fancy, a civil and 
" (harp wit, and with a natural elegance, 
" both in his behaviour, hi» tongue, and 
" his pen." Of all which there might be 
very many particular evidences ; but I will 
limit myfelf to the mention of but three. 

And the firft notable occaiion of {hew- 
ing his litnefs for this employment of 
Orator was manifefted in a letter to King 
James, upon the occaiion of hu fending 
that Univerfity his book, called Bajilicoti 
Doron i and their Oratcw was to acknow- 
ledge this great honour, and return their 
gratitude to his Majefty for fuch a con- 
defcenfion; at the clofe of which letter 
he writ, 

" Quid Vitiunam BodleiaiiamqiK objicis hofpci! ~ 
" Linicui eft DObU Bibliotheca Liber." 

Tins letter was writ in fuch excellent 
L.atin, was fo hill of conceits, and all the 
expreffions fo fuited to the genius of the 
King, that he enquired the Orator's name^ 
and then alked William Earl of Pembroke, 
if 
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if "he knew him ? whofe aafwer waa, 
^' Thut he knew him very well, and that 
" he WAS his kinfiDaD ; but he loved him 
^ more for his learning and virtue, than 
" for that he was of his name and &Lmily. 
At which anfwer the King fmiled, and 
aiked the Earl leave, " that he might love 
" him too, for he took turn to be the jewel 
" of that Univerfity." 

The next occafion he had and took to 
fliew his great abiliuea, was, with thetn, to 
Ihew alfo his great affe^ion to that Church 
m which he received bis baptifm, and of 
which he profefled himfelf a metnlier ; and 
the occalion was this : lliere was one 
Andrew Melvin, a miniiter of the Scotch 
Church, and reflor of St. Andrew's; who, 
by a long and conftant converfe with a 
difcontented part of that Clergy which 
oppofed epifcopacy, became at laft to be 
a chief leader of that fe^on ; and had 
proudly appeared to be fo to King Jamea, 
when he was but King of that nation, who, 
the fecond year after his coronation in 
England, convened a part of the Bilfaopa, 
and other leaned IXvines of his Church* 
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to attend him at Hampton-Court, in order 
to a friendly oonferenee with feme diflent- 
itig brediren, boUi of this, and the Church 
of Scotland : of which Scotch party An- 
drew Melvin was one ; and he being a 
man of learning, and inclined to latirical 
poetry, had fcattcred many malicious^ 
bitter verfea againft onr liturgy, our cere- ' 
monies, and our church-government ; 
which were by fome of that party fo mag- 
nified for the wit, that they were there- 
fore brought into Weftminfter School, 
where Mr. George Herbert then, and often 
after, made fuch anfwera to thejn, and 
tuch refle^on on him and hu kirk, as 
might unb^uile any man that was not too 
deeply pre-engaged in fuch a quarrel.— 
But to return to Mr. Melvin at Hampton- 
Court conference; he there appeared to 
be a man of an unruly wit, of a ftrange 
conlidence, of fo furious a zeal, and of fo 
ungovemed pailions, that his infolence to 
the King, and others at this conference, 
loft him both his re^torihipof St. Andrew's, 
and his liberty too : for his former veries, 
and his prefent reproaches there uTed 
agunft 
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againft the Church and State, caufed him 
to be committed piifoner to the Tower of 
London ; where he remained very angry 
for three yean. At which time of hit 
commitment, he foond the Lady Arabella 
an innocent prifoner there ; and he pleafed 
himfelf much in fending, the next day 
after his commitment, thefe two verfes to 
the g;ood lady ; which I will under-write, 
becaufe they may give the reader a talle 
of his others, which were like thefe.

I ftiall not trouble .my reader with an 
account of his enlargement from that pri> 
fon, or his death ; but tell him, Mr. Her* 
bert's verfts were thought fo worthy to be 
preferved, that Dr. Duport, the learned 
Dean of Peterboroi^h, hath lately col- 
leded and caufed many of them to be 
printed, as an honourable nlbmorial of hia 
friend Mr. George Herbert, and the caufe 
he undertook. 

And in order to my third and lall ob- 

fervation of his' great abilities, it will be 

needlul 
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DcedAil to declare, that about this time 
King James came very often to hunt at 
Newmarket and Royflos, aad was ahnoft 
ai ofcen invited to Cambridge, where his 
entertiunment waa oomedieE fuited to hia 
pkafant humour ; and where Mr. Georg© 
Herbert was to welcome him with grata-* 
ladons, and the appUuf«:s of an Orator | 
which he always performed fo well, that 
he ftiU grew more into the King's i^vour, 
infomuch that be had a particular appoint- 
ment to attend his Majefty at Royfton ; 
where after a difcourfe with him, his Ma- 
jefty declared to his kinfman, the Earl of 
Pembroke, " That he found the Orator's 
" learning and wifdom much above his 
" age or wit," The year following, the 
King appointed to end hie progrefs at 
Cambridge, and to lUy there cerUun days ; 
at which time he was attended by the 
great Secretary of Nature and aJ] learning, 
Sir Francis B3con, (Lord Verulam,) and 
by the ever memorable and learned Dr. 
Andrews, Biftiop of Winchefter, both 
which did at that time be^n a defired 
friendOrip with our Orator. Upon whom, 
the 
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tbe firfl put fuch a value on hU judgment, 
that he ufaaiDy defired hta ^probation be* 
fore he would expofe any of hia books to 
be printed ; and thoi^ht him fo worthy of 
his &iendfhip, that having tratillated many 
of the Prophet David's Plalms into Eng* 
IHh veife, he made George Herbert his pa- 
tron, by a puMic dedicatkm of theon to 
him, as the heft judge t^ divine poetry, 
^id for the learned Bifltt^ it is obfenrable, 
that at that time there fell to be a med^ 
debate betwixt them two about predefii- 
bfttion, and fanGtity of hfe ; of both which 
the Orator did, not long after, fend the Bi- 
fhop fome iafe and ufetul a{^oiifms, in a 
long letter, written in Greek } which let- 
ter was fo remarkable for the language 
and reafon oF it, that, after the reading it, 
the Biftiop put it into his bofom, and iHd 
ofiten ihew it to many fcholars, both of 
tikis and fordign nations ; but did aWays 
return it badt to the (dace where he lirA 
tailed it, and conUaued it lb near bit 
heart till the kft day of his life. 
To thefe I might add the loi^ and en- 
., tire fiiendlhip betwixt him and Sir Henry 
Wotton, 
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Wotton, and Dr. Donne ; but I have prd- 
mifed to contrail myfelf, and Ihall there- 
fore Only add one te(Hinony to what Is aUb 
mentioned in the life of Dr. Donne; 
namely, that a little befinre his ^eath he 
CAufed many feals to be made^ and in them 
to be engraven the figure of Chri4 cruci- 
fied on an anchor, (the emblem of hc^,) 
and of which Dr. Donne would often fay, 
" Crux mibi anchora." — Tliefe feals he 
gave or fent to moll of thole friends on 
which he put a value ; and, at Mr. Her- 
bert's death, thefe verfes were found wrapt 
up with that feal, which was by the Doc- 
tor given to htm : 

When my dear friend could write no more. 
He gave [his feal, and fo gate o'er 

When windi and wktcs rife higheft, I an Can, 
Till anchoi kecpa my faitb, liar me fecDie. 

At this time of b^ng Orator, he had 
learnt to underfiand the Italian, Spanlib, 
and Fren<^ tongues very perfedly ; hop- 
ing, that as his predeceSbrs, fo he might 
ui time attain the place of a Secretary of 
State, he b«ng at titat time very high in 
tlw 
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ibe King's fiivouTf and not meanly valued 
lod lored by the moft eminent and motl 
powerful of the Court Nobility. This, 
tnd the love of a court>converfation, 
mixed with a laudable amlntion to be fome- 
thmg more than he then was, drew btm 
of^ Irom Cambridge^ to attend the King 
wherefoever the Court was, who then gave 
him a finecure, which fell into his Majef- 
ty'g difpolal, I think, by die death of the 
Bifhop of St. Alaph. It was the fame, 
that Queen Elizabeth had fonnerly given 
to her lavourite. Sir Hulip Sidney, and 
(alued to be worth an hundred and twenty 
poimds per atinum. With this, and his 
annuity, and the advantage of his college, 
and of hb oratorfhip, he enjoyed his gen- 
teel humour for clothes, and court-like 
oompany, and leldom looked towards 
Cambridge, unleb the King were there, 
but then he never failed ; and, at other 
times, left the manage of his orator's place 
to his learned friend, Mr. Herbert Thorn- 
dike, who is now Prebend of Wefiminfler. 
1 may not omit to tell, that he had often 
defigned to leave the Univerfity, and de> 
cline 
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dine all fhuly, which he thought did im- 
piur his health } for he had a body apt to 
a confumption, and to fevers, and other 
infirmitieB, which he judged were in- 
creafed by his fhidles ; for he would often 
fey, " He had too thoughtful a wit ; a wit, 
*' like a penknife in too narrow a {heath, 
" too {harp for his body." But his modier 
would by no means allow him to leave the 
Univerfity, or to travel ; and though he 
inclined Very much to both, yet he would 
by no means fatisty his own delires at fa 
dear a rate, as to prove an undutifiil fon to 
fo affectionate a mother ; but did always 
fubmit to her wifdom. And what I have 
now ffud may partly appear in a copy of 
verfes in his printed poems ; it is one of 
thofe that bear the title of " Affliftion ;" 
and it appears to be a pious re{Ie<^ion on 
God's providence, and fome parages of 
his life, in which he fays, 

Whcrcai my birth aiid fpiril raihei took 

T^e way thai Cakes Clie town ; 
Thou didft betrsr me to ■ling'rii^ book, 

And wrap me in a gown. 
I wu entangled in a world of ftiife. 
Before 1 had ibe power to change my life. 
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Tett for I tbrcstcn'd oft tbc {lege to raifc. 
Not timp'iing all mine age ; 

Thou often didft with Hcademic piaifc 
Meli and diflblvc my rage ; 

I took the rweetec'd pill, till I came where 

I coold npt go a.way, nor peiTevere. 

Vet left perchance I (hould too bappy be 

In my anhappinefi, 
Tnraing my purge to food, thon ibiowefl d

In this time of Mr. Herbert's attendance 
and expe^tion of fome good occafion to 
rempve from Cambridge to court, God,

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in whom there is an unfeen chfuti of caules» 
did in a fliort time put an end to the lives 
of two of his moll obli^ng and moll pow- 
erful friends, Lodowick Duke of Rich- 
mond, and James Marquis of Hamilton ; 
and not Jong after him. King James died 
alfo, and with them, all Mr. Herbert's 
court-hopes i fo that he prefently betook 
hinilelf to a retreat from London, to a 
fHend in Kent, where he lived very pri- 
vately, and was fuch a lover of fohtarinefsj 
as was judged to imp^ his health, more 
than his Ihidy had done. In this time of 
letirement, he had many conflicts with 
hinilelf, whether he Ihould return to the 
painted pleafurea of a court -life, or betake 
himlelf to a lludy of divinity, and enter 
into facred orders ? (to which his dear mo- 
ther had often perfuaded him.) Thefe 
were fuch conHifls, as, they only can know, 
that have endured them; for ambitious 
defires^ and the outward glory of this 
world, are not ealily l^ud afide : but at laft 
God inchned him to put on a refolution to 
lerve at his altar. 

He did, at his return to London, acquaint 
a court- I 
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A coUrt'-EHend with his refolotion to enter 
iato Ikcred orders, who periiiaded him to 
aher it, as too mean an employment, and 
too mticb below his Hrdi, and the excel- 
lent abilities and endowments of his mind. 
To whom he replied, " It hath been fbr- 
" merly judged that the domeffic fervanta 
'* of the King of heaven ihould be of the 
" nobleft families on earth. And though 
" the iniquity of the late times have made 
" clergymen meanly valued, and the facred 
" name of prieft contemptible ; yet I will 
** labour to make it honourable, by confe- 
" crating all my learning, and all my poor 
" alHlities, to advance the glory of that 
" God that gave them ; knowing that I 
*' can never do too much for him, that 
" hath done To much for me, as to make 
" me a Chiiftian. And I will labour to be 
*' Uke my Saviour, by making humility 
" lovely in the eyes of all men, and by fbl- 
" lowing the merciful and meek example 
** of my dear Jefus." 

This was then his refolution ; and the 
Cod of conAancy, who intended him for 
a great example of virtue, continued him 
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in it ; for within thtft year he was made 
Deacon, but the day when, or by whom, 
I cannot learn : but that he was about that 
time miide Deacon, is moll certain ; for I 
find by the records of Lincohi, that be was 
made Prebend of Layton Ecclefia, in the 
diocefe of Lincolnj July 15, i6»6, and that 
this prebend was given him by John, 
. then Lord Biihop of that fee. And now 
he had a fit occafion to (hew that piety and 
bounty that was derived from his generous 
mother, and his other memorable ancef- 
tors, and the occalion was this. 

Thb Layton Ecclelia is a villa^^ near to 
Spalden, in the county of Huntingdon, 
' and the greatell part of the parilh-church 
was fallen down, and that of it which Hood 
was fo decayed, fo httle, and fo ufelefs, 
that the parilhiotiere could not meet to per- 
form their duty to God in public prayer 
and pr^fes ) and thus it had been for al- 
mod twenty yean, in which time there 
had been fome f^nt endeavours for a pub- 
lic collection, to enable the parifhioners to 
rebuild it; but with no fuccels, till Mr. 
Herbert undertook it ; and be, by his own 
and

and the C(Hitribution of manj of his kin- 
dred, Mid other noble friends, undertook 
tfae re^edification of it ; and made it fo 
much his whole bufihefs, that he became 
leftlels till he faw it finiihed as it now 
Iknds; being, for the woikmanihip, a 
coltly Mol^c ; for the form, an exaft: crofs ; 
and for the decency and beauty, I am af- 
fured, it is the moft remarkable parilh- 
church that this nation affords. He lived 
to fee it fo wainfcotted, as to be exceeded 
by none; and, by his order, the read- 
ing-pew and pulpit were a little dillant 
from each other, and both of an equ^ 
height ; for he would often fay, " They 
"ftioidd neither have a precedency or 
" priority of the other j but that prayer 
"and preaching, being equally ufeful, 
" might agree like brethr^i, and have an 
" equal honour and eftimation." 

Before I proceed ferther, I muft look 
back to the time of Mr. Herbert's being 
made Prebend, and tell the reader, that 
not long after, his mother being informed 
of his intentions to rebuild that church, 
and apprehending the great trouble and 
- D 3 charge 
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charge that he was like to draw apoii luiih- 
felf, his relations, and friends, before k 
could be Imilfaed, fent for him from Lon- 
don to Chelfea, (where Ae then dwelt,) 
and, at his ctuning, laid, " George, I fent 
" for you, to perfuade you to conunit SI- 
** mony, by giving your patron as good a 
" gift as he has fpven to you ; namely, 
<* that you ^ve him back hia prebend ; 
" for, George, it is not for your weak 
" body, and empty purfe, to undertake to 
" build churches." Of which he defired 
he might have a day's time to confider, 
and then make her an anfwer. And at his 
return to her the next day, when he had firft 
delired her bleffing, and fhe ^ven it him, 
his next requeft was, " That Jhe would at 
** the age of thirty-three years allow him 
*' to become an undutifiil fon ; for he bad 
•' made a vow to God, that, if he were able, 
*' he would rebuild that church." And 
then (hewed her fuch reafons for his refo- 
lution, that (he prefently fubfcribed to be 
one of his bene&ftors ; and undertook to 
folicit William Earl of Pembroke to be- 
come another, who fubfcribed for fifty 
pounds; 
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pounds; and not long after, by a vritty 
and perAialive letter from Mr. Herbert, 
made it 6ttj pounds more. And in thia 
nominadon of fbine of hit benefedorB, 
James Duke of Lenox, and hia brother. 
Sir Hejiry Herbert, ought to be remem- 
bered ; as alfo the bounty of Mr. Nicho- 
las Farrer, and Mr. Arthur Woodnot ; the 
one a gentleman in the neighbourhood of 
Layton, and the other a goldlmith in 
Fofter-Iane, London, ought not to be for- 
gotten ; for the memory of fuch men 
ought to outUve their Uves. Of Mr. Farrer 
I fhall hereafter give an account in a more 
feafonable place; but, before I proceed 
fiirther, I will pve thia {hort account of 
Mr. Arthur Woodnot. 

He was a man, that had confidered over* 
grown eftates do often require more care 
and watchftilnels to preferve than get 
them, and confidered that there be many 
tMcontents, that riches cure not ; and did 
therefore fet limits to himfelf, as to delire 
of wealth. And having attained fo much 
as to be able to (hew fome mercy to the 
poor, and preferve a competence for him- 
D 4 felf. 
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felF, he dedicated the remuning part of 
his life to the fervice of God, and to be 
ufefiil for Ilia friends ; and he proved to be 
(o to Mr. Herbert; for, befide his own 
bounty, he cotle^ed and returned moll 
of the money that was paid for the re- 
building of that church ; he kept all the 
account of the charges, and would often 
go down to Itate them, and fee all the 
workmen paid. When I have faid, that 
this good man was a ufefiii friend to Mr. 
Herbert's fother, and to his mother, and 
continued to he fo to him, till he doled 
his eyes on his death-bed ; I will forbear 
to fey more, till I have the next fair occa- 
fion to mention the holy friendlhip that 
was betwixt him and Mr. Herbert. From 
whom Mr. Woodnot carried to his mother 
this following letter, and delivered it to 
her in a ficknefs, which was not long be- 
fore that which proved to be her laft. 
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JltUtrofMr. Gkosob Hbb«UT tobaMother\ 
in berjictnefi. 



" At my kft parting from you, I was 
" the better content becaufe I was in h.opt 
" I fhould myfelf carry all ficknefs out of 
" your family : but finge I know I did not, 
'• and tiat your fbare continues, or rather 
" increafeth, I wifli eameftly that I were 
" again with you ; and would quickly make 
" good my wifii, but that my employment 
" does 6x me here, it being now but a 
" month to out Commencement : wherein 
" my abfence, by how much it naturally 
" augmenteth fufpicion, by fo much Ihall it 
" make my prayers the more conflant and 
" the more eamefl for you to the God of 
" all confolation. In the mean time, I 
" befeech you to be cheeriul, and comfort 
" yourfelf in the God of all comfort, who ' 
" is not willing to behold any forrow but 
" for fin. — What hath affliiSion grievous 
" in it, more than for a moment ? or why 
" fhould our afflictions here have fo much 
" power or boldnefs as to oppofe the hope 
"of 
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*• of Dur joys hereafter ? — Madam, as the 
** earth is but a pmnt in refped of the 
*' heavens, fo arc earthly troubles compared 
** to heavenly joys t therefore, if either 
f age or ficknefs lead you ta thofe joys, 
^ confider what advantage you have over 
*' youth and health, who are now fo near 
'* thofe true comforts, — Your laft letter 
'' gave me earthly prefennent, and I hope 
" kept heavenly for yourfelf : but would 
" you divide and choofe too ? Our college 
" cufloms allow not that ; and I fliould ac- 
*' count myfelf moft happy, if I might 
*' change with you ; for I have always ob- 
*' ferved the thread of life to he like other 
" threads or flcrins of filk, full of fnarles 
" and encumbrances.- Happy is he, whofe 
" bottom is wound up, and l^d ready for 
" work in the New Jenifalem. — For my- 
" felf, dear mother, I always feared licknefs 
*• more than death, becaufe licknefs hath 
*' made me unable to perform thofe offices 
" for which I came into the world, and 
" muft yet be kept in it ; but you are 
" freed from that fear, who have already 
" abundandy difcharged that part, having 
" both ordered your &mUy, and (6 
" brought 
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"brought up your children, that they 
" have attained to the years of difcretion, 
"and competent m^ntenance. So that 
" now, if they do not well, the &ult can- 
" not be chai;ged on you, whofe example 
" and care of them will jullify you both 
" to the worid and your own conlcience ; 
" inf(»nuch that, whether you turn your 
" thoughts on the life pall, or on the joys 
" that are to come, you have flrong pre- 
" fervaljves againft all difquiet. And tor 
" temporal affliSions, I befeech you con- 
" fider, all that can happen to you eu« 
" either afflictions of eftate, or body, or 
" mind. For thofe of eftate, of what 
" poor regard ought they to be ! fince, if 
*' we had riches, we are commanded to 
"give them away; fo that the bell ufc 
" of them is,, having, not to have them. 
" But perhaps, being above the common 
"people, our credit and elHmation calls 
" on us to hve in a more fplendid Albion : 
"butjOGod! howeafily is thatanfwered, 
" when we confider that the blellingg in 
"the holy Scripture are never given to 
** the rich, but to the poor. I never find 
" fikOed 
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« ' BleflTed be the rich," or ' Bleffea be the 
'f noble }' but, Blejid bt the meek, and, 
« Bleffed bt tbt poor, and, Blejid bt tbe 
" mounurs, for tbey Jball bt comforted.'— 
"And yet, O God I moil carry tbecn- 
" felves fo, as if they not only not defired, 
** but even feared to be blefled.— And fbr 
" afflictions of the body, dear madam, re- 
" member the hdy martyrs of God, how 
" they have been burnt by thoufands, and 
*' have endured fuch other toitures, as the 
" very mention of them might beget 
" amazement ; but their fiery trials have 
" had an end ; and yours (which, pr^ed 
" be God, are lefs) are not like to conti- 
" nuelong. I befeech you, let fuch thoughts 
" as thefe moderate your prefent fear and 
" forrow ; and know, that if any of yours 
*• ftiould prove a GoUah-Uke trouble, yet 
" you may fay with David, That God, it/bo 
" hatb delivered me oat of the. paws of the 
*' lion and hear, v/ill al/o deliver me out of 
" the bands of tbts uncircumci/ed Pbilifline, 
" — L^fUy, for thole affli^ions of the foij ; 
" confider that God intends that to be as 
** a facred temple for himfelf to dwell in, 
" and 
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'' and will Dot allow any room there for 
"Aich an inmate as grief; or allon^ that 
"any Ikdnefs (hall be his competitor. — 
" And, above all, if any care of future 
" things moleft you, remember thofe admi- 
" rable words of the Plahnifl : Ca^ iby care 
** on tie Lord, and he Jball nouri/b thee*. 
" To which join that of St. Peter, CaJHng 
" all your care on the Lord, for be caretb 
"for you ''. What an admirable thing is 
" this, that God puts his (houlder to our 
" burden, and entertains our care Im us, 
" th&t we may the more quietty intend his 
" fervice !-^To conclude, let me commend 
" only one place more to you ; Philip, iv. 
" 4. St. Paul lath there, R^oice itt the Lord 
" always: and again I fay, rejoice. Hedou- 
** bles it to take away the fcruple of thofa 
" that might fey, What, fliall we rejoice 
" in affli&ions ? Yes, I fay again, rejoice ; 
f' fo that it ii not left to us to rejoice, or 
" not rejoice ; but, whatfoever befels us, we 
<* mufi always, at all times, rejoice in the 
" Lord, who taketh care for ua. And it 
** follows in the next verfes ; Let-your mo- 
« P61. It. » 1 Pet. t. 7. 

" dtratiott 
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" deralitm appear to all nun : Tie Lttrd it 
*' at band: Be careful Jar nothing. What 
" can be ffud more comfortably t Trouble 
" not yoUrielves ; God is at hand, to deliver 
*' U8 bora all, or ia all. — Dear madam, 
" pardon my boldnefs, and accept the 
'* good meaning of 

" Your moft obecUeflt fori, 
M"y"»s?°6w. " GEORGE HERBERT." 

About the year 1629, and the thirty- 
fourth of his age, Mr. Herbert was feized 
with a iharp quotidian ague, and thought 
to remove it by the change of air; to 
which end, he went to Woodford in Ef- 
fex, but thither more chiefly to enjoy the 
company of his beloved brother, Sir Henry 
Herbert, and other fnends then of that 
femily. In his houfe he remained about 
twelve months, and there became his own 
phyfi(»an, and cured himfelf of his ague, 
by forbearing drink, and not eating any 
meat, no not mutton, nor a hen, or pi- 
geon, unlefs they were falted ; and by fuch 
A coaftant diet he removed his ague, but 
with inconveniences that were worfe ; for 
.he 
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be brought upon himfelf a cBfpofition to 
rheums, and other weaknefles, and a fup< 
pofed confumption. And it is to be noted, 
that in the fliarpefl of his extmne fits he 
would often fay, " Lord, abate my great 
" sfiBiftion, or increafe my patience ; but 
" Lord, I repine not; I am dumb, Lord, 
" before thee, becaufe thou doeft it." By 
which, and a faodified fubmi(fion to the 
will of God, he Ihewed he was inclinable to 
bear the fweet yoke of Chriftian di&ipline, 
both then and in the latter part of his li&, 
of which there will be many tnie teflimo- 
tiies. 

And now his care was to recover {tool 
his confumtipon by a change from Wood- 
fiMd into fuch an air afi was moft proper 
to that end. And his remove was to 
Oantfey in Wiltfhire, a noble boufe, which 
Aands in a choice air ; the owner of it 
then was the Lord Danvers, Earl of Dan* 
by, who loved Mr. Herbert fo very much^ 
that he allowed him fuch an apartment in 
it, as might beft fuit with his accouimoda- 
ti(m fuid liking. And in this place, by a 
fpare diet, decUning all perplexing fludies. 
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moderate exercife, and a cheerful conver- 
sation, his health was apparently improved 
to a good degree of flrength and cheerful- 
Defs. And then he declared his refolution 
both to many, and to enter into the facred 
orders of priefthood. Thefe had long been 
the defires of his mother, and hb other re- 
lations ; but fbe lived not to fee either, for 
flie died in the year 1627. And though 
he was difobedient to her about Layton 
church, yet, in conibmiity to her will, 
he kept his OrattM^s place till after her 
death, and then prelently declined it; 
and the more wiUingly, that he might be 
liicceeded by his friend Robert Creighton, 
who now u Dr. Creighton, and the worthy 
Biftiop of Wells. 

I Ihall now proceed to his marriage ; in 
order to which, it will be convenient that 
I firft ^ve the reader a (hort view of bis 
perfon, and then an accovint of his wife, 
and of fome circumftances concerning 
both. 

He was for his perfon of a fktm^ in- 
clining towards tallnefe; his body was 
very ftrut, and fo &r from being cumbered 
with 
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mth t06 Educh fle(b, that he was lean to 
an extremity. His aipeA was cheerful, 
Bod hb fpeech and motion did both de- 
clare him a gendeman ; for they were all 
To meek and obli^ng, that they purchafed 
love and refpe^t from all that knew him. 

Th^e, and his other vifible nrtues, begot 
lum much love from a gentleman of a nobis 
fortune, and a neax kiofman to his firieod 
the Earl of Danby; namely, from Mr^ 
Charles Danvers o[ Buaton, in the county 
of Wilts, E£i\. Hiis Mr. Danvers having 
koown him long, and familiarly, did fo 
Uiuch afleft him, that he often and pubr 
licly declared a defire that Mr. Herbert 
would many any of his nine daughters, 
(for he bad fo many,) but tether his daugh- 
t«- Jane tbian any other, becauie Jane was 
hk beloved daughteri And he had often 
J^- the fame to Mr. Herbert himfelf j 
and that if he could like her for a wiics 
and fhe him for a hufband, Jane fhould 
have a double bletling : and Mr. Danvers 
had fo i^ten faid the like to Jane, and fb- 
much commended Mr. Herbert to her, 
that Jane became fo much a Platonic, 
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u to &U in love with Mr. Herb«t tirfi 
feen. 

' TMb was a fidr preparation for a mar- 
tiage ; but, alas 1 her father died before 
Mr. Herbert's retirement to Dantf^ : yet 
fome iiiends to both parties procured 
their meeting; at which time a mutual 
aSedion entend into both their hearts^ 
As a conqueror entess into a furprifed city ; 
and love lutving got fuch poffdlion, go-> 
vemed, and made there fuch laws and 
refolutidns, as ndther party was able to 
refiA; infooiut^ that (he changed her 
name into Heibett die tluid day titer this 
firft intervie'tt'. 

. "Hus halle might in others be ihoi;^^ 
a love-phrenzy,-or worle; but it was ndt^ 
for they had wooed fo like princes, as to 
have feled proxies) fuch as were true 
triends to boUi parties, fuch as well under-^ 
flood Mr. Herbert's and her temper - of 
mind, and alfb their eftates, fo well be-^ 
fore tills inlerwew, that the fuddenneA 
itras juftifiable by the fbidell mles of [hh' 
dencej and the more, becaufe it proved 
fo happy to both parties ; £» the eternal 
■ - 'lover 
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An^ <ff mankind made them happy in 
each other's mutual and equal aSeSJonSf 
and compliance i indeed, fo happy, that 
there never vas any oppofition betwixt 
them, unlefs it were a conteft which (hould 
moftincliiie td a complianc^with theother'a 
defiresi And though this begot, and con- 
&iued in them, fuch a mutual We, and 
joy, atid content, as was nO way defe^ive ) 
yet this mutual content, and love, and joy, 
did receive a d^y augmentation, by fuch 
d^y obUgingnefs tt> each other, as flill 
added fuch new afHtiences to the fonner 
flilnefs of thefe divine fouls, as waa only im- 
[)rovablein heaven, where they now enjoy iti ■ 
. About three months after his marriage^ 
Dr. Curie, who was then reftor of Bemer- 
ton in Wiltftiire, was made Bilhop of Bath 
and Wells, and not long after tranflated to 
Winchefter, and by that means the pre' 
fentation of a clerk to Bemerton did not 
fell to the B^l of Pembroke, (who was the 
Undoubted patron of it,) but to the King, 
by reafon of Dr. Curie's advancement: 
iMt I^iHp, then £ari of Pembroke, (for 
WilUam wst lately d^d,) ' requefted the 
> - B a King 
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King to beflow it upon his kinfinan GeorgQ 
Herbert; and the King find, " Mofl wil- 
" lingly to Mr. Herbert, if it be worth hia 
" acceptance ;" and the Eaii as wtUinglji 
and fuddenly fent it him> without feekingj 
But though Mr. Herbert had formerly put 
(HI a refolution for the clergy ; yet^ at re-i 
ceiving this prefentatjon, the apprehenfion 
of the lall great account, that he was to 
make for the cure of fo many fouls, made 
him UA and pray often, and confider foe 
not left than a. month : in which time ha 
bad fome relblutions to decline both tha 
prieflhood, and that living. And in thit 
time of confidering, " he endured," as ha 
would often lay, " fuch fpiritual conflicts, 
" as none can think, but only thofe that 
" have endured them." 

In the midft of thefe cfmflidfl, his old 
and dear friend, Mr. Arthur Woodnot, 
took a journey to falute him at Bainton, 
(where he then vnm with his wife's fiiends 
and relations,) ani was joytul to be ui 
e^-witne& of his health, and happy mar- 
riage. And after they had rejoiced togc 
tber fome few d^v, they to^ a journ^ 
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to Wilton, the famous feat of the Earls of 
Pembroke; at which time thelQng, the 
Earl, and the whc^e court were there, or 
at SalilbnTy, which ie near to it. And at 
this fime Mr. Herbert prefented his thanks 
to the Eaii, for his prefentation to Bemer- 
ton, but had not yet relblved to accept i^ 
and told him die reafon why; but that 
night, the Earl acquainted Dr. Laud, 
then BiOiop of London, and after Arch- 
bifliop <rf Canterbury, witfi his kinfman's 
iirefolution. And the Bifhop did the next 
day fo convince Mr. Herbert, diat the re- 
felal of it was a fin, diat a tailor was lent 
for to come fpeedily from S^iftury to 
Wilton, to take meafare, jmd make him 
canonical clothes againfl next day ; which 
the tailor did : and Mr. Herbert being fo 
itatuted, went with his prefentation to the 
learned Dr. Davenant, who was then Bi- 
fliop of Salifbury, and he gave him inditu* 
tion immediately, (for Mr. Herbert had 
been made deacon fome years, before,) 
and he was alfo the fame day (which was 
April 26, 1S30,) inducted into the good, 
and more plealant than healthlu], parfon- 
E3 age 
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age oF Bemerton ; wtucb is a mile frcMn 
Saliibuiy. 

I have now brought him to the parfooT- 
age of Bemertotij and to the thirty-fixth 
year of his age, and muft ftop here, and 
befpeak the reader to prepare fbr an almoft 
incredible ftoiy, of the great {im€dty of 
the Ihort reminder of his holy life ; a life 
fo fiill of charity, humility, and all Chriflian 
virtues, that it deferves the eloquence of 
St. Chiyfollom to commend and declare 
it : a life, that if it were related by a pen 
like his, there would then be np need for 
this age to look back into Umes paft ftu- 
the examples of primitive piety ; for they 
might be all found in the life of George 
Herbert. But now, alas 1 who is fit to under- 
take it t I confefs I am not ; and am i)ot 
pleafed with myfelf that I muft ; and pror 
fels myfelf amazed, when I confider how 
few of the clergy lived like him then, and 
how many live fo unlike him now. But 
it becomes not me to cenfure : my defign 
is rather to afliire the reader, that I have 
ufed very great diligence to inform myfelf 
that I mi^bt inform him of ttie trutli <^ 
what 
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ybit follows ; and though I cannpt adom 
it with eloquence, yet I will do it with 

When at his bdu^oa he was fliut into 
Beoierton church, being left there al<Mie to 
toll the bell, (as the law reqwre* hifQ,) h« 
ftwi fo much longer than an ordinary timCj 
before he returned to thofe friends that 
Md expe&iag hiua at the church-door^ 
that his Mend Mr. Woodnot looked in 
At the church -window, and Taw him lie 
pToAiate on the ground before the altar ; , 
at >vhich time and place (as he after told 
Mr. WoodnoX) he fet feme rules to him- 
felf, for the future manage 0^ his life ; and 
then and there made a vpw to labour to 
keep them. 

And the fame night that hp had his inf 
dudion, he faid to Mr. Woodnot, " I now 
'^ look back i^n my afjMring thoughts, 
" and think myfelf more happy than if I 
" had attuned what then I fo ambitioully 
" thirlled for. And I can now behold the 
''court with an impartial eye, and fee 
" plainly that it is made up of fraud, and 
■'f titl^, and flattery, and many other fuch 
;.■• ^4 "empty, 
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" empty, imaginary paintecl pleafurea ; 
" pleafures, that are fo empty, as not to 
*' jatisfy when they are enjoyed. But in 
*' God, and hia fervice, is a fiilnefs of all 
"joy and pleafure, and no ladety. And 
" I will now ufe all my endeavours to 
" bring my relations and dependents to a 
" love and reliance on him, who never &ils 
" thofe that tnift him. But above all, I 
*' will be fure to live well, becaufe the vir- 
" tuous life of a clei^gyinan is the mod 
" powerful eloquence to perfuade all that 
*' iee it to reverence and love, and at leaft • 
" to defire to live like lam. And this I 
" will do, becaufe 1 know we live in an 
" age that hath more need of good ex- 
*' amples than precepts. And I befeech 
" that God, who hath honoured me fo 
'* much as Go call me to ferve him at his 
" altar, that as by his fpecial grace he 
'* hath put into my heart thefe good de- 
" fires and refolutions ; fo he will, by his 
" aniAing grace, give me ghoftly ftrength 
" to bring the fame to good effeft. And 
" I befeech him, that my humble and cha- 
-'* ritable life tsay fo win upon others, as 
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"to hnag glory to my JeAis, whom I 
" have this day taken to be my nufter and 
" governor ; and I am fo proud of hia fer- 
" vice, that I will always obferve, and 
" obey, and do his will ; and always caS 
" him, Jefus my mailer ; and I will alwayi 
" contemn my birth, or any title or dignity 
" that can be conferred upon me, when I 
** ffaidl compare them with my title of be- 
" ing a prieft, and ferving at the altar of 
" Jefus my mafter." 

And that he did fo, may appear in many 
parts of his book of Sacred Poems ; efpe^ 
dally in that which he calls The Odour. 
In which he feems to rejoicein the thought! 
of that word Jejus, and fay, that the add- 
ing thefe words, my mafter, to it, and the 
often repetition of them, feemed to per- 
Ivtme his mind, and leave an oriental fnt' 
giancy in his very breath. And for hit 
unforced choice to fe'rve at God's altar, he 
fcems in another place of his poems, {Tht 
Pearl, Matth. xiii.) to rejtnce and foy^ 
** He knew the ways of learning ; knew 
" what nature does willingly, and what, 
"when it is forced by five; knew the 
*' ways 
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•• ways of honour^ and when' glory ioclinea 
f' the fovi to noble expreffiims ;, knew th« 
" court ; knew the ways of pleaTure, of 
?' love, of wit, of mulic, and upon what 
f terms he declined all thefe for the fervice 
f* of his maAer JefuB ;" and then concludes, 
faying, 

* Thit, dirmsh theft UbTrinths, not my porelii^ wi(, 
V Bpt thf lilk twia, let down from hetven id rof, 
" Did botb conduQ, aad toch mc, haw by it , 

" To climb m thee." ^ 

The third day after he was made xeSi^x 
pf Bemerton, and had changed his fwort} 
and ^k clothes into a canonical coat, he 
^turned fo habited with his friend Mr. 
Wopdpot to 3funton ; and immediately 
after he had feen and fkluted his wife, he 
f^d to her — " You are now a minifler's 
" wife, and muft now fo far forget your 
" Other's houfe, as not to claim a prec&r 
." dence of any of your parishioners ; for 
," you are to know, that a prieft's wife can 
" challenge no precedence or place, l]ut 
" that which (he purcbafes by her oblig<- 
" ing humility ; and I am fure, places fo 
r* purchafed 4° IjeP becQipe them; JVnd 
, ' "let 
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■" let me tdl you, that I am To good a be* 
i' r^d, a» to aflure you that tins U tnith.'f 
And Ihe was fo meek, a wife, as to affura 
turn, it was no vexing news to her, '«n4 
that he Ihould fee her obferve it with a 
cheerful willingnefs. And, indeed, her 
unforced humility, that humility that waa 
in her fo original, as to be bom with heri 
made lier fo happy a; to do fo ; and her 
doing fo begot her an unfi^gned love, and 
i ferviceable rcfpe^ Irom all that converfed 
with her ; and thb love followed her in all 
places, as infeparaUy as fhadows follow 
fubflances in funfliine. 

It was not many days before he returned 
back to Bwnerton, to view the church, 
^d rep^ the chancel; and indeed to 
rebuild almoft tbree parts of his houfe, 
which was Mien down, or decayed, by 
leafon of hia predeceflbr's living at a better 
paribnage-houfe ; namely, at Minal, fix- 
teen or twenty miles from this place. At 
wluch time of Mr. Herbert's coming alone 
to Bemerton, there came to him a poor 0I4 
^oman, with an intent to acquaint hint 
with her neceffitous condition, as alTo 
with 
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i*ith feme troubles of her mind : but after 
rtie had fpoke fome few words to him, fli* 
'wfa ■fiirprifed with a, fear, and that b^ot 
ft fliortnefa of breaHi, (o that her fpiritii 
and fpeech failed her; which he perceiv- 
ing, did fo companionate her, and was fo 
humble, that he took her by the hand, 
aind fwd, " Speak, good mother 5 be riot 
*' afraid to fpeak to me ; for I am a mad 
*' that will hear you with padence ; and 
** wUI r^eve your neceffities too,' if I be 
** able ; and this I will do willingly ; and 
" therefbre, mother, be not afraid to ac- 
" qumnt me with what you defire." After 
which comfortable fpeech, he again took 
her by the hand, made her fit down by 
him, and underflanding fte was of his 
parifli, he told her, '" He would be ac- 
" quwnted with her, and take her into his 
*' care," And having with patience heard 
and underftood her wants, (and it is fome 
relief for a poor body to be but heard with 
patience,) he, like a Chriftian Clergyman, 
comforted her by his meek behaviour and 
counfel ; but becaule that coft him no- 
thing, he reeved her with money too, 
and

and lb fent her home with a cheerful 
heart, pmling God, and praying for him. 
Thus worthy, and (like David's blelTed 
man) thue lowly was Mr. George Herbert 
in bis own eyes, and thus lovely in the eje» 
of others. 

At his return that night to his wife at 
Bainton, he gave her an account of the 
paflages betwixt iiim and the poor woman : 
with which ihe was fo affected, that (he 
went next day to Salifbury, and there 
bought a pair of blankets, and fent them 
as a token of her love to the poor woman i 
and with them a meflage, " That fhe would 
" fee and be acquainted with her, whep 
" her houfe was built at Bemerton." 

There be many fuch palT^es both of 
him and his wife, of which fome &w will 
be related: but I fliall firft tell, that ha 
balled to get the parifli-church repaired ; 
then to beaudly the chapel, (which Hands 
near his houfe,} and that at his own great 
chaige. He then proceeded to rebuild 
the greatelt part of the parfonage-houfef 
which he did alfo very completely, and at 
hit awQ flharge; uid having done this 
good 
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good work, he caufed tliefe vetfeft to'l)^ 
writ upon, or engraven in, the mantle rf 
the chininey irt hts hall.

We will now, by the reader's fai'Our', 
flippofe hibi fixed at Bemerton, and grant 
liim to have feen the church repiured, and 
the chapel belonging to it very decently 
adorned at his own great charge, (which 
JB a real truth ;) and having how fixed 
him there, [ fli^ proceed to give ati ac- 
totint of the reft of his behaviour, both td 
iuB parilhioOers, and thole many othefft 
that knew and converfed with hiiH. ' 

Doubtlefs Mr. Herbert had confidered 
and given rules to hJmfelf for his Chriftiad 
Carriage both to Gbd and man, before hi 
fcntefed into holy orders. And it is not 
Unlike, but that he. renewed thofe refohi^ 
tions at his'proftration before the holy al^- 
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tSr, at his induction into the church of 
Bemerton : but as yet he Was but a dea- 
con, and therefore kmged for the next 
Ember-week, that he might be ordufled 
ptiell, and made capable of adminiftering 
both the facnulietitB. At which time, the 
Rev. Dr. Humphrey Hinchmati, now Lord 
fiilhop of London, (who does not mention 
him but with fome veneration for his fife 
ind excellent learning,) tells me, " Ha 
" laid hib hand On Mr. Herbert's head, and, 
*' aks ! within lefs than three years, leal 
" his Ihoulder to carry his dear fiiend to 
" his grave." 

And that Mr. Herbert might the better 
preferve thofe holy rules which fuch a 
prieU, as he intended to be> ought to ob- 
lerve ; and that lime might not infenfibly 
biot them out of his memory, but that th« 
fiezt year might fhew him his variatiotui 
from this year's refoluUons ; he therefore 
did fet down his rules, then refolved upon, 
m that order as the world now fee» 
them printed in a tittle book, called. Tit 
Country Parjbit ; in which ibme^of his rules 
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The Pirfon'* knowledge. The Parlbn eandcTcend-.

And his behaviour toward God and man 
may be faid to be a praAical comment oij 
thefe, and the other holy ndes fet down 
in that ufefuJ book: a. book To full of 
plain, prudent, and ufeful ndes, that that 
country parfon, that can fpare twelve- 
pence, and yet wants it, is icarce excuf" 
able; becaufe it will both direct him what 
be ought to do, and convince him for not 
having done it. 

At the death of Mr. Herbert, thb book 
fell into the hands of his fi^nd Mr, Wopd- 
not ; and he commended it into the truHy. 
hands of Mr. Barnabas Oly, who puUifhed 
it with a moft confdentious and exoellepti 
preiace ; from which I have had fome of 
thofe truths, that are related in this life 
of Mr. Herbert. The text for his firft, 
fermoa was taken out of Solomon's Pro-, 
verbs. 
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wrtw, BStd the words were, Keep tfy heart 
vnlb all diligem;e. In which firfl lennon 
he gave his parifliionera msny neceflarf, 
holy, fafe rales for the difcharge of a good 
conlcience^ both to God and man; and 
delivered his fennon after a moft Ootid 
manner, both with great teaming and elo- 
quence : bet, at the clofe of this iennon^ 
told them, " Ihat Ihonld not be his con-^ 
" ftant way of preaching ; for fince Al- 
** migfaty God does not intend to lead men 
" to heaven by hard queftlons, he would 
" not therefore -fill their heads with im* 
" necefiary notions ; but that, for thrar 
" lakes, his language and his expreffioas 
" Ihoohl be more plain and pra^ical in his 
" future fermons." And he then made 
it his humble requeft, " That they w'ould 
" be confhuit to the afternoon's fervice, 
" and catechifing :" and fhewed them con- 
vinci&g reafons why he defired it; and 
his obliging example and perfuafions 
brought them to a willing conformity te 
hisdefires. 

The texts for all his fiiture fermons 
{which, God knows, were not many) were 

tOL. ij. F con- 
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conflantly taken out of the Gofpel for the 
day ; and he did as c6nftantly declare why 
the Church did appoint that portxHi of 
Scripture to be that day read) and in 
what mamieir the collect for every Sunday 
does refer to die Gofpd,. or to the E^iftle 
then read to them ; and, that they might 
pray with underftanding, he did ufually 
take occafion to explmn, not only the cul- 
led for every particular Sunday, but the 
reafoDs of all the other colle&s and re- 
fponles in our Church-fervice ; and made 
-it appear to them, that the whole fervice 
of the Church was a reafonable, and 
therefore an acceptable facrifice to God ; 
as namely, that we begin with wnjeffion 
of our/elves to bev'tie, miferabU Jinners ; and 
that we begin fo, becaufe, till we have con- 
JielTed ourfelves to be fuch, we are not ca- 
pable of that mercy which we acknowledge 
we need, and pray for : but having, in the 
prayer of our liord, begged pardon ibr 
thofe fins which we have coniiBfled | and 
hoping, that as the prieft hatb declared 
our abfolution, fo by our public con&0ion, 
and real repentance, we hare olrtuned 
that 
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that {nrdcM) ; tfaen we dare and do pro- 
ceed to b^ of the Lord, /• open our tips, 
ttat oar miMtbs may Jbeutjvrtb bis praift ; 
for till then we are neither able nor wor- 
thy to pr^fe hhn. JBut thb being fup- 
pofed, we are then fit to fay. Glory be it 
the Father, and to the Son, and to the Holy 
Gbofi ; and fit to proceed to a further fer- 
nce of our God, in the collet, and p&lms, 
ind lauds, that follow in the fervice. 

And as to thefe pfalms and lauds, he 
proceeded to inform them why they- were 
fo often, and fome of them daily, repeated 
a our Church-fervice ; namely, the pfalms 
e?e!y month, becaufe they be an hiftorical 
and thankful repetition of mercies paft, 
and fuch a compofition of prayers and 
prufes, as ought to be repeated c^n, and 
pttbHdy ; for witb /uc6 Jacrijices Gad is 
imourai »nd well fleafed. This for the 
plalms. 

And %x the hymns and lauds, appointed 
to be daily repeated or fung after the firil 
wd fecond leflbns are' read to the congre- 
gatKhi; he proceeded to inform them, 
^ it was mofl reafonable, after they have 
»» heard 
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heard the will and g<oodnera of Ood de- 
clared or preached by the prieA in his read' 
ing the two chapters, that it was then a 
(eafonable duty to rire up, and exprefs their 
gratitude to Almighty God, for thofe hia 
mercies to them, and to all mankind ; and 
then to fay with the bteffed Virgin, Thdt 
their fouls do magnify the Lord, and that 
their fpiritt do alfo rejoice in God their 
Saviour : and that it was their duty aUb 
to n^oice with Simeon in hia tbng, and 
&y with him. That their eye* have alfofetK 
their falvation; for they have feen that fel- 
vation which was but prophefied till hs 
time; and he then broke out into thofe 
expreifions of joy that he did fee it ; but 
they hve to fee it daily in the hiflory of it, 
and therefore ought d^ly to rejtrfce, and 
daily to offer up their faciiiices of pratfe to 
their God, for that particular mercy. A 
fenoce, which is now the conftant employ- 
ment of that blefled Vir^, and Simeon, 
and all thofe bleiTed Saints that are poflefled 
of heaven ; and where they are at thit time 
interchangeably aud conliuitly fingin^ 
Holy, holy holy lard God ; glory be to Ood 
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M iigbf and <m earths feau. And he 
tsi^t them, that to do this waa aa ac- 
c^table fervic^ to God, becaafe the pro- 
phet David iays in his Plahns, He thai 
fmifelb the Lord, htntatrelb him. 

He made them to underfiaDd how hap- 
pf they be that areiireed frun the incwn- 
braver of that )aw which our foreEAthen 
groaned under : luujiely, (mm the legal la- 
cnficc% and from the many ceremonies 
of the l^i^oaj law { freed &om circum- 
t^on, aad from the &n& ohfervation of 
the Jewifli Sabbath, and the lil^e, And 
be made t^em )(<)ow, that having received 
b maoy and fo great blefSngs, by being 
bom fince the days of oqr Saviour, it muft 
be an acceptable facrifice to Alniighty 
God, £[)r them to acknowledge thofe 
bkffin^ daily, and Hand up and worlfaip, 
and fay as Zacharias did, Blejfed be the 
Lord (^daflfraeljorbe balb (in our days) 
v^ted tiad redeemed bit people ; and (be 
hath in our days) remembered, andjbeiued 
fiat tmercji, wbicb, bj the mauib of tbe fro- 
fbtU, be promifed to wtr forefalben ; and 
Hat he bath done according to bit baly cove- 
luai made with them. And he made them 
P3 to 
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to underfland that we live to fee and en*- 
joy the benefit of it, in his birth, in lu8 
life, his paffion, his refurre^on, and af- 
cenfion into heaven, where he now fits 
fentible of all our temptationa and infirmi- 
ties ; and where he is at this prefent time 
making interceffion for us, to his and onr 
Father : and ti^erefore they ought daily to 
exprefs thdr public giatulationB, and lay 
daily with Zacharias, Blejfed be tbe Lard 
God of Ifrael, that batb thus vifited and 
tbut redeemed bis people. — Thefe were rome 
of the reafons, by which Mr, Herbert in- 
iiru6led hb congregation for the ufe of the . 
pfalms and the hymns appcnnted to be 
dfuly fung or f^d in the Church-fervice. 

He informed them alfo, when the piieft 
did pray only for the congregation, and 
not for himfelf ; and when they did only 
pray for him ; as namely, after the repeti- 
tion of the Creed, before he proceeds to 
pray the Lord's Prayer, or any of thie «p' 
pointed colleils, the prieft ia direded to 
kneel down, and pray for them, faying, 
Tbe Lord be with you : and when they 
pray for him, fajnng, And witb tby /pint ; 
and then they join together in the followi- 
ing 
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ingcoUeAs: and he afliired ' them, that 
when there is ftich mutual love, and fucb 
joint prayers ofTered for each other, then 
the holy angels look down irom heaven, 
and are ready to carry fuch charitable de- 
firei to God Almighty, and he aa ready to 
receive tbcm; and ^at a Chriltian con- 
gi^tion calling thus upon God with one 
hteait, and one voioe, and in one reverent 
ind humble pofture, look as beautifully aa 
Jerolalem, that is at peace with itfelf'. 

He in&ru&ed them alfo why the prayer 
of our Lord was prayed often in every 
full lervice of tbeChurch ; namely, at the 
conclufion of the feveral parte of that fer- 
rice i. and piayed then, not only becaule 
it was compofed and commanded 1^ our 
Jefus that made it, but as a perfect pattern 
(or our lefs .perfe^ forma of prayer, and 
theiefme litteft to fum up and conclude all 
our imperfe£l petitions. 

He inflru6t»i them alfo, that as by the 
fecmd Commandment we are required not 
to bow down, or worlhtp an idol, or &lfe 
god ; fo, by the contrary rule, we are to 
bow down and kned, or fiand up and 
worship the true God. And he ioIlruSed 
F4 them 
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litem why tbe Church required tiie ^cob- 
gngation to Hand i^ at the r^Mtition oi 
the Creeds; namely, becaufe they did 
theeeby dedare both their tdiedience to 
^le Church, and an aflent to lAiaC fa^ 
into whtcii they had been baptised. And 
he taught them, that in that fliorter Creed, 
or Doxology, fo often repeated daity, they 
alfo flood up to tefbiy thor belief to be, 
liuLt the God that ibey truJUd in tutu tn* 
God, and three ferjvu ; the Father, tbg S«n, 
and the Holy Ghoft ; to whom th^ and the 
frieft gave gloty. And becaufe there bad 
been heretica that had denied fome of 
thofe three perfons to be God; theieliDre 
the congregation fhrad up and hoBouwd 
him, by confeffing and faying, It waafo in 
the beginning, is now foy andjball ever hs/a 
vforld without end. And all gavft iheir 
aflent to this belief, by ftanding up and 
faying, Amen, 

He inlhuded'them alfo what benefit 
they had by the Church's appointiag Ae 
celebiation of holidays, and the excellent 
ufe of them ; namely, that they were fet 
apart for particular commemorstions of 
particular mercies received irom Ahnigb^ 
Godj 

,. . : Coo-jIc 
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Gb4 ; and (as RevooKl Mr^ Hodker ftys) 
1o be tiie landi-marlu to *lifliiigiTifli tiines ) 
for by- them we are taa^at to take notioo 
how time poQes by ua, and that we. ou^it 
MKt to let the yean paft. without a cdo4 
hmUoa of {ffaiJe for thofe manxea- whidh 
thefe day* give ua occafitm tb remeoiber i 
and therefore they were to note that the 
yeas is.appointed to begin the s^tb day of 
March ; a day in which we conuncmorata 
the angel's spearing to the Ueficd Virgiii, 
with the joyjiil tidings ibBXfieJhmdd cm~ 
tnve^and hear a Jim, that Jhould be the Rtt 
dt«m^ of maniind. And ike did To fixt^ 
weeka after this joyful (klutatjon ; namely, 
aX^ our ChriUmaa ; a day in which we coni-< 
laeinontte his Birth with joy and.prufet 
and that e^ht days after ^lis happy birth 
we c^brate his CirctUQafion ; namefy, 
in that which we call New-year's dayi 
and that, upon that day which we caU 
Twd£th-^y, we commemoiate the mani- 
feftatioa of the unfeerchable liches of Je- 
fua to the Gentiles : and that that day ve 
alfo celelxate the memory of his goodneft 
in- fending a Aar to guide the three Wife 
Men 
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Men frcMi the Eafl to Bethlehem, that dMy 
mi^t there woHhip, and prefent hkn mtfa 
tbor ohlations of gold, fr&nkincenfe, and 
myrrh. And he (Mr. Herbert) Laftni^ted 
them, that Jefus was forty days after hn 
Urth prefoited by his blefled mother in 
the Temple ; namely, on that day which 
we call *' The pmificatibn of the bleffisd 
*' Virgaij St. Mary." Ajid he inlfau^ted 
tbem> that by the Lent-laft we imitate 
and commemorate our Saviour's humiHa- 
tton in &lHng forty days ; and that we 
ought to endeavour to be like him in pa- 
riCy : and that on Good Friday we com- 
memoiate and condole his crucifixion ; and 
at Eafter commemorate hiis glorious refiir- 
reSioti. And he taught them, that after 
JefuB had mani&fled himfelf to his difci- 
ples to be lial Cbrifi that wot crucifitdi 
dtad and buried; and by his appearing and 
converfing with his difciples for the fpace 
of forty days after his reforre^ion, he 
then, and not till then, afcended into 
heaven in the iight of thofe dilciples; 
namely, on that day which we call the 
Afcenfion, or Holy Thurfday. And that 
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■we tfam celebrate Ae perfmaance of the 
pranufe which he made to hii difciples 
at or before his ^cenfon ; namely, tbat 
^migb b§ left tbem, jftt he would fend • 
them tbt Holji Gbojl to be thtir Cm^ 
firter; and that he did fo on that day 
which the Church calls Whitfunday.-r~ 
ThuB the Church keeps an hiftorical and 
circular commemoradon of tiBies, ^s they 
p^ by us ; of fuch times as ought to 
incline us to occafional praifes, for the 
particular Ueffings which we do or mig^ 
rec^ve by thofe holy commemoratiooB. 

He made them know &lfo why the 
Chnich bath appointed Ember-weeke ; and 
to know the realbn why the Conunand- 
ments, and the Epiftlea and Gofpels, were 
to be read at the Altar, or Communion Ta- 
ble ; why the prieft was to pray the Litany 
kneeling ; and why to pray fome collects 
ftaoding : and he gave than many ochsr 
obfervations, tit for his pl^ congregation^ 
but not fit for me now to mention ; for I 
nmft 1^ limits to my pen, and not make 
tbat a treatife, which I intended to be a 
much flicHter account than I have made 
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it t — ^but I have dooe^ xrhen I bare toM the 
Rwder, th&t he wSa oontbtnt u catrohifing 
•rary Sunday in Uic aftenioon, aod that 
)»• CAtecU6ng wai after his ftc<md l^bo, 
pad in the pul{HC ; and that he ^ever vx.- 
ccaded his half hour, and va» alwt^ fi> 
h^py as to have an obedtegt aod. a foH 
coagiegadon. 

And to this I nu^ add, that if he vnxt 
at any timo too ze^ous in his fermooa, it 
was in. reproving the indecencies of tiie 
people's behavicur in the time of ^vine 
fervice ; and of thofe miniflers that bnd- 
idled up the church-prayers, without a vi- 
fiUe reverence and afle&ion ; namely, fuch 
as fieemed to fay the I^h^s prayer, or a 
colle&j in a brf^th. But fot himli^, bis 
«uA<Mn waa, to flop bebwixt every cxAleA, 
and ^ve the people time to coalider what 
they had prayed, and ta force their defires 
affe^iooatcly to God, before he etiffiged 
Ihem into new petitjona. 

And by this account of his diligence M 
make his parifluoaerB underAand what 
diey prayed, and why they praifed and 
adwed th»r Creator, I hope I ikM the 
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noreeafily-obtun thenadeT'sbetief totb* 
IbUowiBg account of Mr. Herbert's Own 
praSioe ; which was to appear conftuitly 
with his wife and three nieces (the daugh*- 
ten of a deceafed tiller) and his whole &• 
wily, twice- every d^ at the church-pray- 
ers, in the oha^l which does ^mofl join 
to his parfonage-houfe. And for the tim* 
of his af^iearing, it was ftridly at the ca- 
DOMcal hours of ten and four; and dien 
^ad there he lifted u^ pimi and charitable 
tuuids to God in the miM of the congre- 
gaoon. And he would joy to have fpent 
that time in that place, where the honour 
of his maOer Jefua dwelleth ; and ther^ 
l^ that inward devotion which he Ceftiiieci 
conAantfy by an huml:^ behaviour, and 
vitiUe adoration, he, like Jofboa, brought 
not only hit own koufeboid ibat to/erve tb* 
Lord; but brought moA of hia parifhioR* 
en, and many gentlemen in the neighbour- 
hood, couftuitly to make a part of his con- 
fiR^gatitm twice a day ; and fome trf the 
meaner lint of his p«ri& did fo love and 
Mvennce Mr. Herbert, that they would 
ttt tbtir pkra^ reft when Mr. Herbert'* 
Saints- 
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SainU-bell rung to prayers, that they might 
alfo offer thnr devotions to God with him; 
andwouldtben return back to their plough. 
And bis moll holy life waa fuch, that it 
begot fuch reverence to God, and to him, 
t4iat they thought themfelvei the Iu^>[ner, 
when they carried Mr. Herbert's blefling 
back with them to their labour. Thus pow- 
erful was hbreafon and exampleto perfuade 
others to a pradical piety and devotion. 

And his conitant public prayers did ne- 
ver make him to neglect his own private 
devotions, nor thofe prayers thathe thought 
himfelf bound to perform with hU hnaly, 
which always were a fet form, and not 
long ; and he did always conclude them 
with that colled which the Church hath 
appointed for the day or week. — Tbut be 
made every day's fanBily aftep towards that 
Ungdom, where imparity caimot enter. 
' His chiefeft recreation was mufic, in 
which heavenly art he was a- molt excel- 
lent malier, and did himfelf compel many 
divine hymns and anthems, which he let 
and fung to his lute or viol.: and though 
he was » lover ot retirednefs, yet his love 
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to nmfic was fuch, that he went ufmdfy 
twice eveiy week, on cert^ appointed 
days, to the cathedral church in Salifliury ; 
and at his return would (ky, " That hia 
" time fpent in prayer, and cathedral -mU- 
" fie, elevated his foul, and was his heaven 
" upon earUi." But before his return 
thence to Bemerton, he would ufually fing 
and play his part at an appointed private 
mulic-ineeting ; and, to jultify this pra6tice> 
he would <^ten fay, " Religion does not 
" baniih mirth, but only moderates and 
" fcts rules to it." 

' And as his defire to enjoy bis heaven 
upon earth drew him twice every week 
to Salilbury, fo his wallts thither were the 
occafion of many happy accidents to others; 
of which I will mention fome few. 

In one of his walks to Salifbury, he over- 
took a gentleman, that is Itill living in that 
city ; and in thor walk t<^ether, Mr. Her- 
bm t«ok a iur occafion to talk with him. 
And humbly begged to be exculed, if he 
Alked him fome account of his laith ; and 
liud, " 1 do this the rather, becaufe though 
" you are not of my parilh, yet I receive 
" tithe

" tithe from you by the hand <^ your te> 
" aant ; and, ^, I ana the bolder to do it, 
" becaufe I know there be fome fenDm- 
" hearers that be like thofe fUhcA, that al- 
" wayv live in talt water, and yet arealwayt 
" fiefli." 

' Aiter which exptefllon, Mr. Herbert 
•iked him fome needful quedions, and hav- 
ing received hiB aofwer, gave him iilch 
rules for the trial of hts fincerity, and for 
a pra£lical piety, and in fo loving and meek 
a maimer, that the gentlieman did fo iall in 
love with him, and lus difcourfe, that he 
would often contrive to meet him in his 
walk to Salilbury, or to attend him back 
to fienwiton ; and Hill mentions the name 
of Mr. George Herbert with veneration, 
and Hill pnufeth God for the occafion of 
knowing him. 

In another of his SalUbury walks, he 
met with a n^ghbour minifler ; and after 
Ibme fiiendly dHcourle Ixtwixt them, anil 
{omt condolement for the decay of |nety, 
and too general contempt of the CWgy, 
Mr. Herbert took occaSon to fay, 
. " One cure &r thefe diltempera wooM 
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" be, for the Clei^ themfelves to keep the 
" Ember-weeks ftriftly, and beg of th«r 
** parifliionen to job) with them in fafting' 
" and prayers for a more religious Clergy. ' 
'* And another tnire would be, for them- 
" felves to reftore the great and negle^ed ' 
" duty of catechifing, on which the falva- 
" tion of fo many of the poor and ignorant 
** I&y-peopte does depend; butprinapally, 
** that the Clergy themlelves would be 
" fore to li\« unblameably ; and that the 
" dignified Clergy efpecially, which preach 
** temperance, would avoid furfeiting, and 
" take all occafions to exprefs a vifible 
" huxniUty and charity in their lives ; for 
" this would force a love and an inutation, 
" and an un^gned reverence from all 
" that knew them to be fuch," (And for 
proof of this, we need no other teflimony 
dun the life and death of Dr. Lake, late 
Lord Kfhop of Bath and Wells.) " This, 
iud Mr. Herbert, " would be a cure for 
" die wicke<kiefs and growing atheifm of 
" oar age. And, my dear brother, till 
" this be done by us, and done in eameft,*' 
" let no man exped a reformation of the' 
TOL. II. G "man- 
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** manners of ihc liuty ; for it is hot learii- 
" ing, but this, this only that mafl do it ; 
" and till dten the £uilt muft Ue at our 
". doors." 

- In aiu^er walk to SalJibury, he &w a 
poor man with a poorer horie, that was 
&Ilen under hia load : they were both in 
diftrefij and needed prefent help ; whieh 
Mr. Herbert perceiving, put off his canb- 
nical coat, and hdped the poor man to 
unload, add after to load bis horfe. llie 
poor nuin bl^ed him for it, and he 
blefled the poor man ; and was fo like the 
good Samaritan, that he gave him money 
to refrefli both himfelf and his horfe ; aad 
told him, " That if he loved himfelf, he 
" Ihould be merciful to his beaft." Thus 
he left the poor man : and at hts comii^ to 
hie mulical irieods at Salilbuiy, they began 
to wonder that Mr. George Herbert, wlucll 
ufed to be fo trim and clean, came into 
that company fo foiled and difcompoled i 
Gut he told them the occalion. And when 
one of the company told bim, " He had 
** difparaged himfelf by lb dir^ an em- 
'f ploymeat," hia anfwer was, " That the 
** thought 
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*' thought of what he had done would 
"prove mulic to him at midnight; and 
" that the omillion of it would have up- 
" bruded and made difcord in hia confci- 
" ence, whenfbever be flioutd pafs by that 
** place : for if I be bound to pray for all 
" that be in difhvfs, I am fiire that I am' 
" bound, fo fiu- as it is in my power, to 
" praftife what I pray for. And though 
** I do not wifh for the like occafion every 

" ^y> yet ^ ^^ ^^ y°^» ' would not 

" willingly pafB one day of my life without 
" comfortinga lad fou^ or Shewing mercy; 
** and I prmfe God for this occidion. And 
" now let UB tune our inftnunents." 

Thus, as our blefled Saviour, after his 
refurre£^n, did take occafion to interpret 
the Scripture to Cleopas, and that other 
difdple, which he met with and accomfA- 
nied in their journey to Emmaus ; fo Mr. 
Herbert, in his path toward heaven, <Md 
daily take any iair occafion to inftru£t the 
ignorant, or comfort any that were in af- 
fli£tioD ; and did always (MnRrm his pre- 
cepts, hy ihewing humility and mercy, and 
miniflering grace to the hearer*. 

s 2 And 
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And he was moft happy in hu wtfeV 
unforced compliance with his aStx of cha- 
rity, whom he made his almoner, and paid 
confiantly into her hand a tenth penny of 
what money, he receiYed for tithe, snd' 
gave her power to diJi>ofe that to the poof 
of his parifli, and wjth it a power to dili>ofe 
a tenth part of the corn that came yearly 
into his bam : which truft fhe did moft 
^thfiilly perfbim, and would often offer 
to htm an account of her ftewardfhip, and 
as often b^ an enlargement of hia boun' 
ty ; for ihe i^oiced in the emj^oyment ) 
and this was ufually I^ out by her in 
blankets and Ihoes for fome fucb poor 
people, as flie knew to fland in moft need 
of them. This as to her charity. — And 
forliis own, he fet no limits to it ; nor did 
ever turn hb face ftom any tiat he law iii 
want, but would relieve them ; efpedally 
his poor neighbours; to the meaneft of 
whofe houfes he would go, and inform 
himfelf of their wants, and relieve them 
cheerfully, if they were in difti«(s ; and 
would always praife God, as much for 
bdng willing, as for bdi^ able to do it. 
And 
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And when he was odviled by a friend to 
be more irugaj, beouife he might have 
children, his anfwer was, " He would not 
" fee the danger of want £o &r off; but 
"being the Scripture does fo commend 
" charity, as to tell us that charity is the 
" top of Oiriltian virtues, the covering of 
" fins, the fiilfiUing of the law, the life of 
" halh ; and that charity hath a pnnnife 
" of the bleffings of this life, and of a 
" reward in that life which is to come t 
" bdng thefa and more excdient things 
" are in Scripture fpokei) of thee, O Cha- 
" rity, and that, being all my ridies and 
" chuTch-due« are a dtodaU from thee, 
" O my God } make me, O my God, fo fer 
" to tmfl thy pnmufe, as to return them 
" back to thee ; and by thy grace I will 
" do fo, in di&ibuting them to any of thy 
" poor members that are in dillrels, or do 
" but beu- the image of Jefus iny mailer. 
" Sir," fiud he to his friend, •' my wife hath 
" a OMiipetent muntepance fecured her 
" after my death ; and therefore, as this is 
" my prayer, (b this my refolutioQ Hiall, by 
ff Ood's grace, be unalterable." 

03 This 
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• This may be fome account of the excel- 
lencies of the aSive part of his life ; and 
thus he condDued, till a coafumption fo 
weakened him, as to confine him to his 
boufe, or to the chapel, which does almofl 
join to it ; in whit^ he continued to read 
prayers conflantly twice every day, though 
he were very weak : in one of which times 
of hie reading, his wife obferved him to 
read in piun, and told him fo, and that h 
waAed his fpirits, and weakened him ; and 
ht; confefled it did, but faid, " his life 
" could not be better fpent, than in the 
" fervice of his mailer Jefus, who had done 
" and fullered fo much for him. But," 
laid he, " I will not be wilftil ; for though 
" my fpirit be willing, yet I find my flefli 
" is weak ; and therefore Mr. Boflock 
" Ihall be appointed to read prayers for 
" me to-morrow ; and I will now be only 
" a hearer of them, till this mortal IfaaU 
" put on immortality." And Mr. Boftock 
did the next day undertake and continue 
this happy employment, till Mr. Herbert's 
death. This Mr. Bollock was a leEutied 
Uid virtuous man, an old friend of Mr; 
Her- 
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Herbeit's, arid then his curaDe to the 
cborch of FulfloD, ^hioh is a mile frnm 
Bentoton, to which church Bemerton ii 
but a chapel of eafe. And thii Mr. Bofw 
lock did alfo oonfiantly fupply the church- 
fervice for Mr. Herbert in that chapel, 
when the mufic-meeting at Salilbury 
caufed his Rbfcnce from it. 

About one month before his death, his 
friend Mr. Farrer, (for an account of 
whom I am 1^ promife indebted to the 
reader, and intend to make him fudden 
payment,) hearing erf Mr. Herbert's fick- 
nefs, lent Mr. Edmund Duncon (who b 
now reftor of Friar Bamet in the county 
of Middiefex) from his houle of Gidden 
Hall, which is near to Huntingdon, to fee 
Mr. Herbert, and to aflUre him, he wanted 
not his daily prayers for his recovery ; and 
Mr. Duncon was to return back to Gidden, 
with an account of Mr. Herbert's condi- 
tion. Mr. Duncon found him weak, and 
at that time lying on his bed, or on a pal- 
let! but at his feeing Mr. Duncon, be 
-raufed himMf vigoroufly, faluted him, and 
o 4 with 
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with fome eameftoeffl enquired the baldi 
of hia brother Fairer; of which Mr. IXin- 
con fatislied him : and after fome difcourfe 
of Mr. Farrer's holy life, and the manner 
of his conflant ferving God, he iaid to Mr. 
Duncon, " Sir, I fee by your habit that 
" you are a piiefl, and I defire you to pray 
*' with me :" wluch being granted, Mr. 
;Duncon aiked him, " What (wayers ?" 
To which Mr. Herbert's anfwer was, " 0, 
*' Sir, the prayers of my mother, the 
*' Church of t^gland : no other prayers 
" are equal to ^em. But at this time, I 
** beg of you to pmy only the Litany, for I 
" am weak and faint :" and Mr. Duncon 
did fo. After which, and fome other dif- 
courfe of Mr. Farrer, Mrs. Herbert pro- 
vided Mr. Duncon a plain fupper, aad a 
clean lodging, and he betook* himfelf to 
rell. This Mr. Duncon tells me ; and tells 
me, that, at his firil view of Mr. Herbert, 
he faw majeHy and humility fo reconciled 
in his looks and behaviour, as b^;ot in him 
an awiul reverence for his perfos ; and 
fays, " hb difcourfe was fo pious, and his 
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" motioo lb gented and meek, thot, after 
*' almofi forty years, yet they remiun flUl 
" frefli in lu8 metnoty." 

Tfie next moming Mr. Duncon left hinif 
and betook himfelf to a journey to Bath, 
but with a promife to return back to bim 
widiin five days ; and be did io : but before 
I fhall lay any thing of what difcourfe then 
feU betwixt them two, I will pay my pro- 
oufed account of Mr. Faner, 

Mr, f^cholas Farrer (who got the repu- 
tatkm of b^g called " Saint Nicbolas" at 
the age of fix years) was bom in London, 
ind doubtlefs had good education in his 
youth ; but certunly was at an early age 
nude Fellow of Clare-hall in Cambridge { 
where he continued to be enunent for his 
[uety, temperance, and learning. About 
the twenty-fixth year of hie age he betook 
himfelf to travel ; in which he added to 
his Latin and Greek, a perfeft knowledge 
of all the languages fpoken in the wellem 
parts of our ChriftiaD world ; and under- 
ftood weU the princi[des of their religion, 
lad of their manner, and the realbns of 
their worfhip. In this hia travel be met 
with 
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with many perfuafions to oome into & 
communion with that church which calb 
itfelf Catholic ; but he returned from his 
travds as he went,' eminent for his obedi- 
ence to his mother, the Church of &ig- 
land. In his abfence ftx)m England, Mr. 
Farrer's father (who was a merchant) al- 
lowed him a liberal maintenance ; and, not 
long after his rettum into England, Mr. Far- 
rer had, by the death of his father, or an 
'dder brother, or both, an eftate left him, 
that enabled him to purchafe land to the 
value of Cour or five hundred pounds a year; 
the greateft part of which land was at little 
Gidden, four or fix miles from Hunting- 
don, and about eighteen from Cambridge ; 
which place he chofe for the privacy of it, 
and for the hall, which bad the parilh- 
church or chapel belonging and adjcMning 
near to it ; for Mr, Fairer having feen the 
manners and vanities of the world, and 
found them to be, as Mr. Herbert fays, 
" a nothing between two difties," did 
fo contemn it, that he refolved to (pend 
. the rettiainder of his life in mortifications, 
and in devotion, and charity, and to bb 
always 
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alw:^ prepared for deadi. And hb life 
WW ipent llins t 

He and his family, which were lUce ■ 
little college, and about thirty in number, 
did moft of them keep Lent and all E^bn- 
weeks ftriftly, both in fafting and ufing 
all thoie nvntificatiQns and prayers that 
the Church hatb appointed to be then 
ufed J and he and they did the like con- 
fiantly on Fridays, and on the vigils or 
eves appointed to be Killed before the 
Sunts' days : and this fhigality and ablti* 
nence turned to the relief of the poort 
but this was but a part of his chari^l 
none but God and he knew the refl. 

This family, which I have (aid to be in 
number about thirty, were a part of them 
his kindred, and the reft chofen to be of a 
temper lit to be moulded into a devout 
life ; and all of them were for their difpo- 
StionB fisrmceable and quiet, and hiHible, 
and free from fcandal. Having thus fitted 
himfelf for his family, he did, about the 
year 16-^0, betakehimfelftoaconflantand 
methodical fervice of God ; and it was in 
titismaoner: — He,beingaccompaniedwith 
moll 
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inoft otioA family, did himfelf nfe to read 
the common prayers (for he waa a E>ea- 
con) every day, at the appointed hours of 
tea and four, in the parilh-cburch, which 
was very near his hoole, and which he had 
both repaired and adorned ; for it was fai- 
len into a great ruin, by reafon of a depo- 
pulation of the village before Mr. Farrei 
bought the manor. And he did alio con- 
flantly read the matins eveiy morning at 
the hour of fix, either in the church, or in 
an oratory, which was within his own 
houfe. And many of the &mily did tlwre 
continue with him after the prayers were 
ended, and there they fpent fomehours in 
tinging hymns, or anthems, fometimes in 
the church, and often to an organ in the 
oratory. And there they fometimes be- 
took themfelves to meditate, or to pray pri- 
vately, or to read a part of the New Te^- 
ment»to themfelves, or to continue tbdr 
praying or reading the Plahns ; and in cafe 
the P&lms were not alwa3rs read in the 
day, then Mr. Farrer, and others of the 
oongt^egation, did at night, at the ring of 
«wBtch-b^ repair to the church or ora* 
toiy. 
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tary, and there betake themfelvea to prqr- 

ers,aiidlaiuliQgGod,andreadingtheP&lin« 
that had not been read in the day : and 
when thefe, or any part of the congn^- 
tion, grew' weary or &int> the watch-bell 
was rung, fometimes before and fcune' 
times after nudnight} and then another 
put of the fiUBily rofe, and inuntakied tha 
watch, fometimes by praying, or fing^ng 
lauds to God, <« rea<tii)g the PJaUos : and 
when after fome hoUrs they aUb grew 
weary or faint, then they rang the w^xh- 
bdl, and were alio relieved by fome of tha 
tbrmer, or by a tiew part of tiie lb(»ety» 
which continued their devoUons (as hath 
been mentioned) until morning. And it 
it to be noted, that is thia continued ferv- 
iag of God, the P&lter, or whole Book of 
Pbbns, was in every four and twenty hourf 
Juog or read over, from the firit to the laft 
icrfe ; and this was done as conftantly as 
die fwi rmis his circle every day about the 
wnU, and then begins again the lanM 
infiant that it ended. 

Thm dad Mr. Farter and bia hi^ipy &- 

Du^ ferve God day and night. Tbos 

did 
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did they always behave theoirehnes u in 
his prefence. And they did always eat 
and drink 1^ the ftrideft rules of tefflpe- 
ranee ; eat and drink fo as to be ready to 
rife at midnight, or at the call of a watdi- 
bell, and perform theu" devotions to God. 
And it is fit to tell the reader, that many 
of the Clergy, that were more inclined 
to pradical piety and devotion, than to 
doubtAil and needlefs difputaUons, did 
often come to (Sdden Hall, and tnake 
themfelves a part of that hi^ipy Ibciety, 
and flay a week or more, and then join 
with Mr. Farrer and the &ioily in thefe 
devotions, and aiHft and eafe him or them 
in their watch by night. And thefe various 
devotions had never le& than two ctf the do- 
ineftic family in the night ; and the watch 
was always k^t in the church, or oratory, 
uniefa in extreme cold winter nights^ and 
then it was maintuned in a parlour, whidt 
had a fire in it ; and the parlour waa fitted 
ibr that puipofe. And this conrfe of pie^, 
and great liberality to his poor neighbours, 
Mr. Farrer m^nt^ned till his death, wtdch 
was in the year 1639. 

Mr. 
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' Mr. Farrer's and Mr. Hcirbeit'ff devout 
lives were bo^ fo noted, that the general 
report of their lkn£tity gave theA occafion 
to tcnew that fl^ht acqu^tance which 
was begun at thdr being oontempoiaries 
in Cambridge ; and this new holy iriend- 
Oiip was long maint^ed without any 
intenfew, but only by loving and endear- 
ing letters. And one telHmony of their 
IHendfhip and pious defigos may appear 
by Mri Farrer's conunending the Confi- 
deratioas of John Valdeffo (a book which he 
had met' with in hii travels, and tr^iflated 
out of Spuiifli into Engliih,} to be eXa- 
mined and cenfured by Mr. Herbal be- 
fore it was made public ; which excellent 
book Mr. Herbert did read, and return 
back with many marginal notes, as they 
be now printed with it ; and with them, 
Mr. Herbert's afiedionate letter to Mr. 
fairer. 

This John Valdeflb was a Spaniard, and 
ins for his learning and virtue much va- 
lued, and loved by the great Emperor 

Cliaries the fifth, whom Valdeflb had 
Mowed as a cavaUer aH the time of 
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his long and dangerous wan : and when 
Valdeflo gre* old, and grew weary both 
of war and the world, he took lus fair a^ 
portimitjr to declare to the Emperor, that 
his refolutjon was to decline his M^efty's 
fervice, and betake himfelf to a quiet and 
coqtemplative life, " becaufe tbue oug^t 
*' to be a vacancy of time betwixt fighting 
" and dying." The Emperor had himfelf, 
for the fame or other like reafons, put 
on the fame refolution': but Gf>d and him- 
felf did, till then, only know them ; and 
he did therefore defire Valdeflo to confider 
well of what he had faid, and to keep his 
purpofe within his own breaft, till they 
' two might have a fecond oj^rtunity of a 
fiiendly difcourfe; which ValdeSb pro- 
mifed to do. 
. In the mean time the Emperor appcHttts 
privately a day Cor him and Valdeflo to 
meet again ; and, after a pious and Iree dif- 
courfe, they both agreed on a certun day 
to receive the blefled lacrament puUicly ; 
and appointed an eloquent and devout 
fnar to preach a fermon of " contempt of 
** the world," and of the bappineft and be- 
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Beit (^ a qiuet add contemplatift Kfe{ 
wliich the ftiar did moft aSe^ionateljr. 
After which fennon, the £mperor took 
occafioQ to deckre openly, " That the 
" {iiieacher had begot in him a refolutioit 
" to lay down his dignities, and to fiwfake 
" the wtjrid, and betake hiinfelf to a mo- 
'' oaftical life." And he pretended he had 
perfuaded John ValdelTo to do the lilcei 
hut this ifl moft ceitaii^, that after the 
EmpesoT had called his Ion Phihp out of 
England, and refigned to -him all his king^ 
Amds, that then the Emperor and John 
Voldeflb did perfbiin their refoluuons. 

This account of John ValdelTo I received 
(ram a iriend, that had it &om the mouth 
of Mr. Farrcr. And the reader may not^ 
that in this retirement John Valdeflb writ 
his Hundred and Ten Confiderations, and 
many other treadfes of Worth, which want 
a feoood Mr. Fairer to procure and tranf- 
late them. 

Afcer this account of Mr.. PVrrer and 
John Valdellb, I proceed tq my account of 
Mr. Herbert, and Mr, Duncon, who^ ac- 
cordmg to hi* promife, returned from the

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Bath the fifth day, dud then found Mr: 
Herbert much rt^akaf than he left huu ; 
tind therefore their difcourfe could not be 
long : btit at Mr. Duncon's parting with 
him, Mr. Herbert fpoke to this purpofe: 
" Sir, I pray give my brother Fanef an 
" account ofthe decaying condition of my 
" body, and tell htm I beg him to continue 
" his daily prayers for me : and let him 
** know, that I have confidoed, Ibal Ood 
" only is <wbat be tvould he ; and that I 
" am, by his grace, become now fo like 
** him, OS to be pleafed whh what pleafeth 
" him : and tell him, that I do fwt r^ne, 
" but am pleafed with my want of health ; 
*' and tell him, my heart is fixed on that 
*' place where true joy is only to be found ) 
*' and that I long to be tbere^ and do 
*< wait kr my appointed change with hope 
" and patience/' Having faid this, he 
did, with fo fweet a humility as feemed to 
exalt him, bow down to Mr. Duncon, 
and, with a thoughthiland contented look, 
fay to him, " Sir, I pray deliver this little 
*' book to my dear brother Farrer, mi 
f tell him, he fb&ll find in it a picture of 
"the 
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"the' many fpiritual conflifts that have' 
" pafled betwixt God and my foul, before 
'* I could fubjeft mine to the will of Jefus 
" my mafter j in whofe fervice I have now 
" fotibd perfeA freedom. Defire him' to 
" read it ; and tbenj if he can think it may 
" tiim to the advantage of any dejeded 
" pfaol- foul, let it be made public ; if not,- 
" let him bum it ; fdr I and it are lefs than' 
" theleaft of God'smercies." Thus mean' 
ly did this humble man think of this ^'■ 
cellent book, which now bears the name 
of The Temple ; or. Sacred Poems and Pri- 
vate E/acalatiotu ; of which Mr. Fairer 
would fay, "There was in It die piAure 
" of a divine foul in every page ;' ftnd that 
"the whole book was fuch a harmony of 
" holy pafBons, as woiild enrich the world 
" with pleafure and piety." And it ap- 
pears to have done fo; for there have been' 
more than twenty thouJimd of them fold 
fince the firft impreflion. 

And this ought to be noted, that when 

Mr. Fairer lent this book to Cambridge 

to be licebfed for the prefs, the Vioe-f 

. B a Chancellor 
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Chancellcn- would by no means allow thc' 
two fo much notfd veriea, 

Keligiou ftaodt a tiptoe id our. Iind, 
Rody 10 pals to the Amencan ftiaad, 

to be p-inted ; and Mr. Fairer woiJd by 
tw means allow the book to be printed 
Mid want them. But after fome time, 
and fome arguments for and againfl their 
being made public, the Vice-Chancellor 
feid, ** I knew Mr. Herbert w^ and 
" know that he had many heavenly fpecn- 
" latfons, and was a divine poet ; but I 
"' hope the world wiU not take him to be 
*' an infpired prophet, and ■ therefore I 
" licenfe Uie wh<^ bo(^/' So that it 
came to be printed without the diminu- 
tion or addition of a iyllable, flnce it was 
deUvered into the hands of Mr. I>uncon, 
lave only that Mr. Farrcr hath added that 
excellent pre&ce that is printed before it. 
At the tinie of Mr. Duncon's leav- 
ing Mr. Herbert, (which was about three 
weeks befor^ hb death,) his old and dear 
friend Mr. Woodnot came from London . 
to Bemerton, and never left him till he ! 
had ' 
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bad feen bim draw his laft breath, and 
clofed his eyes on his deadi-bed. In thfs 
time of his decay, he was often vifited and 
prayed for by all the clergy that lived near 
to hitn, efpeciaHy by his friends die Bi- 
fhop and Prebends of the cathedrkl church 
in Salilbury | but by' none more devoutly 
than his wife, bis three nieces, (then a 
part of his femily,) and Mr. Woodnot, who 
were the fad witneffes of his dwly decay j 
to whom he would often fpeak to this 
purpofe J ■*' I now look back upon the 
" [^eaJures of my Hfe paft, and fee the 
" content I have taken in beauty, in wit, 
" in mufic, and pleafant converfation, are 
" now all paft by me like a dream, or as 
" a ihadow that returns not, and are now 
" all become dead to me, or I to them ; 
** and I fee that as my &ther and genera- 
" tion hath done before me, fo I alfo fliall 
"now foddenly (with Job) make my bed 
" alfo in the dari ; and I praife God I am 
*' prepared for it ; and I praife him that I 
" am not to learn patience now I ftand in 
" fuch need of it ; and that I have prac- 
H3 "tifed 
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« tifed {nortification, and endeavoured to 
'^ die daily, that I might not die eternally; 
" and n^ hope ii, that I (hall fliortJy 
'* leave this vajley of tears, and be free 
" from all fevers and pain; and, which w)]l 
** be a more happy condition, I fliall bo 
" free from fin, and all the temptationi 
" and anxieties that attend it : and this 
" being pafi, I fliall dwell in the New Jet 
" rufkletn ; dwell there with men ma^e 
" perfeA ; dwpU wliere thefe eyes fliall 
" fee my Mafler and Saviour Jefus ; and 
" with him fee my dear mother, and all 
" my relaUons and fnends. But I muA 
'* die, or not come to that happy place. 
" And diis is iqy coqtent, that I am going 
" daily towards it ; and that every day 
" which I Ijave Jived hath taken a part 
** of my appointed time fronj nie ; and 
" that I fliall live the lefs time, for bav' 
" ing lived ^bis and the day paft." ThefG) 
and the like expreflions, which he uttered 
often, may be faid to be hb enjoyment of 
heaven before he enjoyed it. The punday 
before his death^ he rofe fuddenly from lus 
bed 
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bed or couch, called for one of his indru* 
msats, took it into his hand, apd I^id, 

My God, my God,

And havfijg tuned it, he played snd fnag t 

The Sondiyi of nun'* life, 
Tlueided ugeUier on time'* ftring.

Bkffingi ue plenliful uid lib, 
Hon pleoiUiil tbu hope

Thus he continued meditating, and pray- 
ing, and rejoicing, till the day of his death; 
and on tWt day laid to Mr. Woodnot, 
" My dear friend, I am foiry I have no- 
" thing to prefent to my meraifiil God but 
" Gn and mifery ; but the firft is pardoned, 
" and a few houn will now put a period' 
"to the latter) for I (hall fuddenly go 
" hence, and be no more feen." Upon 
wluch ezpre^n, Mr. ^Woodnot took oc- 
H 4 caSon 
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eafibn to remember bun of the ri'ei6fymg 
Layjon church, and his many »&s of mer- 
cy. To which be made anfwer, &ying, 
" They be good works, if they be fpiinkled 
" with the blood of Chrift, and not other- 
" wife," After this difcourfe he became 
more reftlefs, and his foul feemed to be 
weary of her earthly tabernacle;' a^d this 
uneafinefs became fo vifible, that bis wife, 
his three nieces, and Mr. Woodnot, flood 
conftantly about his bed, beholding him 
with forrow, and an unwilUngneb to lofe 
the fight of him, wl;iom they could not 
hope to fee much longer. Ab they Hood 
thus beholding him, bis wife obferved him 
to breathe f^ntly, and with much tcouUe, 
and obferved him to &11 into a Jiidden ago- 
ny; which fo furprifed her, that llie feU 
mto a fudden palGon, and requited of tum 
to know how he did. To wluch his anfwer 
was, " That he had pafTed a conflid wUh his 
"laft enemy, and had overcome him by 
'* the merits of bis mailer Jefufi," AAcr 
which anfWer, he looked up, and &w his 
wife and nieces weeping to an extrem^, 
uid charged them, " if they loved hon. 
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"to withdraw into the next room, and 
^ there pray every oae alone for hjai ; for 
*' nothing but their lamentations eoalA 
" make his death wicomfortable." To 
which requ'eil their fighs and tears wo4ild 
not fufier them to make any repiy; but they 
^idded him a fad obe^Mce, leaving only 
with him Mr. Woodnot and Mr. Bo^ock, 
Immedifttdy afiter they had left him, he 
feid to Mr. Boftock, " Vray, Sir, open that 
" door, then Jook into that cabinet, in 
" which you may eafily find my h.fi will, 
** and give it into n^ hand :" which being 
done, Mr. Herbert ddivered it into the 
b^id of Mr. Woodnot, and £iid, " My 
*' old fnend, 1 here deliver you my lalt 
" will, in which you will find that I have 
" made you my fole executor for the good 
" of my wife and nieces ; at)d I deGi« you 
*' to Ifaew kindneft to them, as they Aiall 
" need it : I do not de6re you to be juft j, 
" for I know you will be fo ftM- your own 
" fake; but I charge you, by the religion 
" of our fiiendihip, to be careftJ of them," 
And having obtained Mr, Woodoot's prof 
mile to be fO) he QaAf " I am now ready 
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'* to die." After ivluch words, he iaaJe, 
" Lord, ft>r&ke iqe not now my ftrengdi 
'f feUeth me ; but gruit me mercy for the 
f merits of my Jefus. And nov. Lord— 
^f Lord, now rec^ve my fool," . And wth 
thtrie word* he breathed forth his dims 
foul, without any apparent difturbance, 
Mr, Woodnot and Mr. Boflock attending 
hM laA breath, apd clofing hia eyes. 

Thus he lived, and thua he died, like 4 
faint, unfpotted of the world, full of aliqs- 
de^B, fiill of humility, and all the exam- 
ples of a virtuous li& ; which I cannot 
conclude better, than yvith t^is borrowed 
oljfervadon : 

-■ — An muft to their cold gnmi 
pat the religkiui aflioDi of the juA 
Smdl fwect in deUh, and bloflbm in (he daft. 

Mr. George Herbert's have done fo to 
this, and will doubtlefs do fo to fucceeding 
generatjoTis.— I have but this to lay more 
of him; thatif Andrew Melvin died before 
him, then Geoig? Herbert died without an 
enemy. I with (if God lliaU be fo {Sealed) 
that I may be fo hi4>py as to die like him, 
I2. Wa. 
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1 HERB is a debt jufHy due to the me? 
mory of Mr. Eterbcrt's virtuous wife; a 
part of which I wU) endeavour to pay, by 
a very {faort account of the TtmainAer of 
her life, which fhaU- follow. 

She continued his difoocfolate widow 
about fix yeara, bemouiin^ herfelf, and 
compl^ning, that ibe had loll the delist 
of her eyes ; but more that Ihe had lol^ 
the fpiiitual guide for her poor foul ; and 
would often. fay, " O that I had, like holy 
" Mary, the mother of Jeliis, treafured up 
" all bis firings in my heart 1 But fince 
" 1 have not bfen able to do that, I wilj 
" labour to live like him, that wh«r$ he 
" BOW is, I may be a]fo." And flie would 
often fay, (as the prophet David for his 
Ion Abfalom,) " that I had died for 
" him !" Thus (he continued mourning, 
till time and converfation bad fp moderated 
her forrows, that ftje became the happy wife 
of 
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of Sir Robert Cook, of Highham, in the 
county of <3ouQBAK,iUM^t, And though 
he put a high value on tiie excellent ac- 
complilhnients of her mind and bodyi 
and was lb like Mr.' Herbert, as tiot to 
govern like a mafler, but as an fiflfedionate 
faulband j yet ihe woiJd even to him oftea 
take occalion to mention the name of 
Mr. George Herbert, and lay, " that name 
** muft five in her memory till ftie put off 
*' mortality." By Sir Robert (he had oaly 
one child, a daughter;, whofe parts and 
plentiful eftate make her happy in thia 
world, and her well ufing of them gives a 
f^r teftimony that Ihe will be fo in that 
which is to come, 

Mrs. Herbert was the wife of Sir Robert 
dght years, and lived his widow about 
fifteen ; all which time (he took a }^- 
fure in mentioning and commending the 
excellencies of Mr, George Herbert. She 
died in the year 1663, and lie* buried at 
Highnam ; Mr. Herbert in his own church, 
under the altar, and covered with a grave- 
ftone without any iii(cription. 

This 
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This Lady Cook had preferved many of 
Mr. Herbert's private writings, which fhe 
intended to make public ; but they and 
Hi^nam Houle were burnt together, by 
tbe late rebels, and To loft to pofterity.

I think I am modefl, I wrong both myfelf, 
and alfo the confidence my fiiends have in 
me : wherefore I will open my cafe unto 
you, which I think deferves the reading 
at the leafi ; and it is this ; I want books 
extremely. You know. Sir, how I am now 
fetting foot into divinity, to lay the plat- 
form of my future life : and (hall I then be 
f^n always to borrow books, and build on 
another's foundation ? What tradefman is 
there, who wUl (et up without his tools ? 
Pardon my boldnefs, Sir ; it is a mofi: ferious 
cafe ; nor can 1 write coldly in that, where- 
in confilleth the making good of my 
former education, of obeying that Spirit 
1 3 which 
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which hath guided me hitherto, and of 
achieving my (I dare fay) holy ends; 
This aJfo is aggravated, in that I appre- 
hend what my fneadt would have been 
forward to &y, if I had taken ill courfes ; 
" Follow your book, and you fliatl want 
*' nothing." You know, Sir, it is their 
ordinary fpeech > and now let them make 
it good ; for fince I hope I have not de- 
ceived their expe^tion, let them not de- 
ceive mine. But perhaps they- will fey, 
" You are lickly ; you mud not ftudy too 
*' hard." It is true (God knows) I am weak, 
yet not fo, but that every day I may ftep 
one ftep towards my journey's end : and I 
love my friends fo well, as that, if all things 
proved not well, I had rather the feult 
jhould lie on me, than on them.

Out of 
Lent aUb, twice a week, on Fridays and 
Saturdaye, I muft do fo, which yet fomev 
times I &A. Sometimes alfo I ride to 
Newmarket, and thei'e lie a day or two 
for frefh tar : all which tend to avoiding of 
coftlier matters, if I ihould fall abfolutely 
fick. I proteft and vow, I even ftudy thrift, 
and yet I am fcarce able with much ado to 
make one half year's allowance Ihake hands 
with the other. And yet if a book of four 
er five Ihillings come in ipy way, I buy 
it, though I fail for it ; yea, fometimes of 
ten (hillings. But, alas, Sir, what is that 
to thofe infinite volumes of divinity, which 
yat every day fwel], and grow bigger?

fider but thefe three thipgs: Firft, the 
bulk of divinity : Secondly, the time when 
I defire this ; (which is now, when I muft 
lay the foundation of my whole life :)

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PREFACE. 

1 DARE nntber thinkj nor aflure the 
reader, thatl have committed no milUk.es 'm 
this relation of the life of Dr. Sanderfon ; 
but am fure there is none that are either 
wtlfiil, or veiy material. I confefs, it was 
worthy the employment of feme perfoa 
of more learning and greater abihttes than 
1 can pretend to ; and I have not a little 
wondered that none have yet been fo 
grateful to him and poAerity, aa to mtder- 
take it. For it may be noted, that our 
Saviour hath had fuch care, that, for Mary 
Magdalen's kindnefs to him, her name 
lliould never be forgotten. And doubtlefi 
I>r. Sanderfon's meek and innocent life, 
his great and ufehil learning, might there- 
fore challenge the like endeavours to pre- 
ferve his memory: and it is to me a 
wonder, that it has been already fifteen 
years ne^ed:ed. But, in faying this, my 
meaning is not to upbnud others, (I am 
Sai 
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&r from that,) but excufe myfetf^ or beg 
pardon for daring to- attempt it. This 
being premifed, I defire to tell the reader, 
that in this relation I have been fo bold, 
as to parapbrafe and fay what I think he 
(whom I had the happinefs to know well) 
would have f^d upon the fame Occaflons : 
and if I have erred in this kind, and can- 
not now beg pardon of him that loved 
me ; yet I do of my reader, irom whom 
I defire the fame fevour. 

And though my age might have pro- 
cured me a writ of eafe, and that lecured 
me ^m all furtber trouble in this kind ; 
yet I met with fuch perfuafions to he^n, 
and fo many willing informers fince, and 
from them, and others, fuch helps and en- 
couragements to proceed, that when I 
found myfdf faint, and weary of the 
burthen with which I had loaden myfelf, 
and ready to lay it down ; yet time and 
new nrength hath at lafl brought it to be 
what it now is, and prefented to tbe 
reader, and with it this defire ; that he will 
take notice, that Dr. Sanderfon did in his 
will or lafi fi<^iiefB advertife^ that after hi» 
death 
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dedth nothing of his might be printed ; 
becaufe ^'that might be Ikid to be hit, 
" which indeed was not ;" and ajfo for 
that " he might have changed his opinion 
" lince be firft writ iti" And though 
thefe reafons ought to be regarded, yet 
regarded lOi as he refolves in that caTe of 
eenfcience concerning rsSh tows; that 
there may appear very good facond rea- 
fons why we may forbear to perform 
th«n. However, fw his laid resfons, 
they ought to be read aS we do apocry- 
phal Scripture ; to ext^ain, but not oblige 
us to fo firm a belief of what is here pre- 
fented as his. 

. And I have this to fay more ; that as, in 
my queries for writing Dr. Sanderfoc's 
IMe, I met with thefe little trada annexed ; 
fo in my former queries for my informa- 
tion to write the Life of venerable Mr. 
Hooker, I met with a fermon, wUch I alfo 
believe was really his, and hen prefmted 
as his to the reader'. It is affirmed, (and

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I have met with reafon to believe it,) that 
there be fome artilb, that do cert^nly 
know an original pifture from a copy, 
and in what age of the world, and by 
whom drawn. And if fb, then I hope it 
may he as fafely affirmed, that what is 
here prefented for theirs is fo like their 
temper of mind, thur f>ther writings, the 
times when, and the occafions upon which, 
they were writ, that all readers may lafely 
conclude, they could be writ by none but 
venerable Mr. Hooker, and the humbls 
and learned Dr. Sanderfon. 

And lalUy, I am now glad that I have 
c(dle£bed thefe memoirs, which lay fcat- 
tered, and contra&ed them into a nar- 
rower compafs ; and if I have, by the plea-' 
laot toil of doing fo, ^ther pleated or pro- 
fited any man, I have attained what I de- 
figned when I lirll undertook it. But I fe- 
rioufly wifli, both few the reader's and Dr. 
Sanderfon's take, that pofleri^ had known 
his great learning and virtue by a bAter 
pen ; by fuch a pen, as could have made 
his life as immortal, as his learning and 
merits ought to be.

THE LIFE. 

Dr. ROBERT SAKDERSON, the kte 
learned Kfliop of Lincoln, wbofe lafe I in- 
tend tt> write with all truth and equal plain- 
nefa, was bom the 19th day of September 
in the year erf our redemption 1587. The 
place of hie birth was Rotheram in the 
county (rf York ; a town of good note, and 
the more for that Hwrnas Rotheram, fome^ 
time Archlnfhop of that fee, waa bom in it; 
a man whofe great wifdom, and bounty, 
and {an&ity of life, have made it the more 
memorable ; as indeed it ought alio to be, 
for being the Inrth-place of our Robert 
Sanderfon. And the reader will be of my 
bdief, if this bumble relation of his life can 
hold any proportion with his great piety^ 
hia ufeful learning, and his many other 
extraordinary endowments. 

He was the fecond and youngeft Ton of 

Robert Sanderfon of Gildiwait-hall, ia the 

lud parifli and couaty, E^q. by Elizabeth, 

one of the daughters of Richard Can*, ai 

Butter- 
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Butteithn'ate>hall, in the parifli of Ecclef- 
field, in the faid county of York, Gentle- 
man. 

This Robert Sanderfon the father was 
liefcenSed from a, numerous, andent, and 
honourable &mlly of his own name : for 
the fearch of which truth, I refer my 
Teader, that inclines to it, to Dr. Thoro- 
ton's Hj/loryaftbeAnHquitiesofNottitigbaw*- 
JHre^ and other records ; not thinking it 
oeceflary here to eng^e him into a fearch 
for bare titles, which are noted to have 
in them nothing of reality : for titles not 
Acquired, but derived only, do but (hew us 
who of our ancefton have, and how they 
have achieved that honour which thm 
defcendantB cMm, and may not be worthy 
to enjoy. For if thofe titles defcend xa 
perfons that degenerate into vice, and 
break off the continued line of learning, 
at valour, or that virtue that acqiured 
them, they deftroy the very foundation 
upon which that honour was built; and 
all the mbbifh of their vises ought to M 
heavy on fuch dilhonoUrable heads ; ought 
to fUl fe heavyj as to degrade them of 
thar

their tides, and bloft th«r memories with 
rqnoach and fbame. 

But our Robert Sanderfoo lived worthy 
of his name and fiunily : of wluch one 
telUmony may be, that Gilbert, called the 
Great Earl of Shrewfbury, thought him 
not miwortby to be joined with him as a 
god&ther to Gilbert SheI<lon, the late 
Lord Ari^bilhop of Canterbury ; to whofe 
merits and memory pofterity (the Clergy 
efpccially} ought to pay a reverence. 

But I return to my intended relation ot~ 
Robert the fon, who b^^ in his youth 
to make the laws of God, and obedience 
to his parents, the rules of his life ; Teem- 
ing even then to dedicate himfelf, and alt 
his ftudies, to piety and virtue. 

^^d as he was inclined to this by that 
native goodnefs, with which the wife Dif- 
pofer of all hearts had endowed his ; fo 
this calm, this quiet and happy temper 
of mind (his being mild, and averfe to 
oppofitions) made the whole courfe of hit 
life eafy and grateful both to himfelf 
and others ; and this ble£fed temper was 
maintained and improved by his prudent 
VOL. II. I. father's 
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father's good example; and by freqm^t 
converfing with him, and fcattering fliort 
apophthegms and little pleatuit (iories, and 
making ufeful applications of them, lui 
ion was in his intancy taught to abhor 
vanity and vice as monfters> and to difcern 
the lovelinefa of wifdom and virtue ; and 
by thefe means, and God's concurring 
grace, hia knowledge was fo augmented, 
and his native goodnefs fo conHrmed, that 
all became fo habitual, as it was not eafy 
to determine whether nature or education 
were bis teachers. 

And here let me tell the reader, that 
thefe early beginnings of virtue were \y} 
God's allifting grace blefled with what St. 
Paul feemed to beg for his Phihppians; 
namely, That be, that bad begun a gdbd 
work in tbem, would ^ni/b it \ And Al- 
mighty God did : for his whole life was fo 
regular and innocent, that he might have 
faid at liis death (and with truth and com- 
fort) what the fame St. Paul faid after to 
the lame Philippians, when he advifed them 
to walk as tbey bad bimfor an example *.

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And this goodnefs, of which 1 have 
fyoken, feemed to increafe as his yean 
did ; and with his goodnefs his learning; 
the foundation of which was laid in thft 
grammar-fchool of Rotherham — (that be- 
ing one of thofe three that were founded 
and liberally endowed by the faid great and 
good Biftop of that name.)— And in thil 
time of his being a fcholar there, he was 
obferved to ufe an unwearied diligence to 
attain learning, and to have a ferioufnefs 
beyond his age, uid with it a more than 
common modefty ; and to be of To calm 
and obliging a behaviour, that the mater 
and whole number of fcholars loved htm,^ 
as one man. 

And in this love and amity he continued 
at that fchool till about the thirteenth 
year of his age ; at which time his bther 
defigned to improve his grammar learning, 
by removing him from Rotherham to one 
of the more noted fchools of £ton or 
Wefttmnfter ; and after a year's ftay there, 
then to remove him thence to Oxford, 
fiat, as he went with him, he called on an 
(4d iriend, a tmaifter of noted learning, 
i>3 and 
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and told him his intentions j and he, after 
many qiteftions with his foh, recdved fuch 
anfwers irdin him, that he afliired hb fa- 
ther, his fon was fo [ierfe& a. grammamo, 
that he had laid a good foundation to bmid 
kny or all the arts upon ; and therefore 
advifed him to Shorten hb journey, and 
leave him at Oxford. And hu fetber did 
fo; 

His fother teft him there to the fole caie 
and manage of Dtj Kjlbie> who was then 
Rector of lincoln College. Aod he, afler 
fome timcj and trial of hb manners and 
bamingt thought fit to enter him of that 
coU^e, and after to matriculate him 'in 
the Univerfity, which he did the lil of 
July, 1605 ; but he was not chofen Fellow 
till the 3d of May, 1606 } at which time 
he had taken hb degree of Bachelor of 
Arts : at the taking of which d^ree, his 
tutor told the Redor, " That hb pupil 
'< Sanderfon had a metaphyseal brain, 
" and a matchlefs memory ; and that he 
" thought he bad improved, or made the 
" laft fo by an art of bis own invention.*' 
And all tike future empbyments of his 
life 
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Hie proved that his tutor wu not nu£- 
taken. 

Imuflhere flop my reader, and tell him, 
th^ this Dr. Eiltne wa> a man of fo great 
learning and wifdom, and fo excellent a 
cridc in the Hebrew tongue^ that he was 
made Profeflbr of it in this Univerfity ; and 
was alfo fo perfeA a Grecian, that he wat 
by King Jamea ^tpointed to be one of the 
tranflatofB of the Bible : and that this Doc- 
tor and Mr. Sanderfon had frequent dif- 
courfes, and loved as &ther ani fon. The 
Dodor was to ride a journey into Derby- 
fhire, EUid took Mr. Sanderfon to bear him 
company : and they going together on a 
Sunday with the Doftor'a friend to that 
pariih -church where they then were, 
found the young preacher to have no more 
difcretion, than to walle a great part of 
the hour allotted for his fermon in excep- 
tions agiunft the late tranflation of feveral 
words, (not expeding fuch a hearer as Dr. 
Kitbie,} and fliewed three reafons vi'hy a 
particular word fhould have been other- 
wife tranflated. When Evening Prayer 
■was ended, the preacher was invited to 
1-3 the 
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the Doftor's friend's houfe ; where, after 
fome other conference, the Doftor toU 
him, " He might have preached more 
*' ufefiJ doftrine, and not filled his aadi- 
" tors' ears with needlefs exceptions againft 
" the late trandation : and for that word, 
" for which he offered to that poor con- 
** grcgation three reafons why it ought 
" to have been tranflated a§ he feidj he 
" and others had conlidered all them, 
" and found thirteen more contideraUe 
" reafons why it was translated as now 
" printed :" and told him, " If his friend," 
then attending him, " (hould prove guilty 
** of fuch indifcretion, he fhould forfeit bis 
" fiivour." To which Mr. Sanderfon fiud, 
" He hoped he fhould not." And the 
p-eacher was fo ingenuous as to lay, " He 
" would not juftiiy himfelf." ^d fo 1 
return to Oxford. 

, In the year 1608, (July the ilth,) Mr. 
Sanderfon was completed Mailer of Arts. 
I am not ignorant, that for the attaining 
thefe dignities the time was Ihorter than 
was then, or is now required : but either 
lu8 birth, or the well performance trf fome 
extra- 
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extraordiniuy exerdfe, or fome other me« 
lit, made him fo : and the reader b re- 
qoefted to beheve that it was the laft ; and 
requelled to believe alfo, that, if I be mif- 
taken in the time, the coUege-records hava 
mifinfbnned me. But I hope they have 
not. 

In that year of 1608, he was (Novem- 
ber the 7th) by his collie chofen Reader 
of Logic in the houfe; which he per- 
formed fo well, that he was chofen again 
the 6th of November, 1609. In the year 
1613, he was chofen Sub-Rei5toT of the 
coUege, and the like for the year 1614, 
and chofe again to the.fame dignity and 
tnift for the year 1616. 

In all which time and employments, his 
abilities and behaviour were fuch, as pro- 
cured him both love and reverence from 
the whole fociety ; there being no excep- 
tion ag^nll him for any faults, but a for- 
Tow for the infirmities of his being too 
timorous and balhful^ both which were, 
God knows, fo connatural, as they never 
left him. And I know not whether his 
lovers ought to wi(h they hrd ; for they 
L 4 proved 
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proved fb like tiie nuUcal moiftnre m 
man's body, that they preferved the life 
of virtue in his Ibol, which by God's affift- 
ing grace never left him, till this life put 
on immortality. Of which he^py in- 
finnities (if they may be fo caUed) more 
hereafter. 

In the year 1614, he flood to be eleded 
one of the Proftors for the Univerfi^. 
And it was not to fatisfy any ambition of 
his own, but to comply with the defire of 
the Re£tor and whole Ibciety, of which he 
was a member ; who had not had a Proc- 
tor chofen out of their college for the 
fpace of fixty years; (namely, not from 
the year 1554 unto his (landing ;]. and 
they perfuaded him, that if he would but 
Hand for ProAor, his merits were fo gene- 
rally known, and he fo well beloved, that 
it was but appearing, and he would inbl- 
Hbly cany it agdnft any oppofers; and 
told him, " That he would by that means 
" recover a right 0/ reputation that was 
« feemingly dead to his college." By 
thefe and other like perTualionB he yielded 
up his own reafon to theirs, and appeared 
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to fbnd tot ProAor. Bat that ele£tioa 
was carried on by fo fud^en and fecret, 
snd-by fo pow^^ a faction, Uiat he nufied 
it. Which when be underilood, be pro-, 
feflcd feriouOy to his friends, " Utat if ho 
" were troubled at the dH^^intment, 
" it was for theirs, and not for his owi) 
" fidw ; for he «aa &r troin any dpfire of 
" fuch an eni[doyinent, as mud be ma- 
" oaged with charge and trouble, and was 
" too ofually nwarded with hard cenfuret, 
" or hatred, or both." 

In the year following he was eameftly 
perfuaded by Dr. Obie and others, to re-t 
new the lo^c le&ures, which be had read 
Ibme years pall in his coU^;e ; and, that 
done, to methodize and print them, for 
the eafe uid public good of pofterity, 
But though he had an averfenefs to appear 
publicly in print; yet, after many ferioua 
fblicitatioDS, and fome fecond thoughta-of 
tws own, be 1^ a^e his modefty, and 
promtfed he would ; and he did fo in that 
year of 16)5. And the book proved aa 
his friends feemed to prophefy, that is, of 
great and ^neral ufe, whether we refpe& 
the 
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the Art of the AutliOT. For Icupc may be 

iaid to be an " art of right reaibning ;" an 
art that undeceives men who take falTehood 
for truth ; enables men to pafs a true 
judgment, and dete£L thofe &llacies which 
in feme men's underfiandings ufurp the 
place of right reafon. And how great a 
mafter our Author was in this Eut, will 
qiuckly appear from that cleamefe of me- 
thod, argument, and demonllration, which 
is fo coniJMCuous in all his other writit^. 
He, who had attained to fo great »t d«[- 
terity in the ule of Teaf(»i himfelf, was 
bell qualified to [H-efcribe rules and direc- 
tions 'for the inftru^Uon of others. And 
I am the more fatislied of the excel- 
lency and uTefulnefs of this iiis firil public 
undertaking, by hearing that moft tuton 
m both Univertities teach Dr. Sanderf(»i's 
Xog^ to their pupils, as a foundation upon 
which they are to build their future ftudiet 
in Philofophy. And, for a fiirther confir; 
mation of my belief, the reader may doec, 
that, fince his Book of Logic was firfl 
printed, there has not been lefs than tm 
thousand fold : and that it is like to con- 
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dntte both to dilcorer tmth, and to clear 
and confirm the reafon of the unborn 
worid. 

It mil eafily be believed that his fonner 
ftanding for a Proctor's place, and being 
di£i.ppointed, mull prove much difpleafiug 
to a man of his great wifdom and modefiy, 
and create in him an averfenela to run a 
fecond hasard of his credit and content : 
and yet he was afliired by Dr. Kilbie, and 
the fellows of his own coUe^, and mofi 
of thofe that had oppofed him in the former 
election, that his Book of Logic had pur- 
chafed fijT him fuch a belief of his learning 
and prudence, and his behaviour at the for- 
mer election had got for him fo great andfo 
general a love, that all his former oppofers 
repented what they bad done ; and there- 
fore perfuaded him to venture to Aand a 
fecond time. And, upon tfaefe and other 
like encouragements, he did agsun, but not 
without an inward unwillingnels, yield up 
fais ovm reafon to theirs, and promifed to 
(land. And he did To ; and was the loth 
of April, i6i6, chofen Senior Pro^r for 
the year following ; Mr. Chartes Crooke 
of 
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oF Chrifl Church b«ng then chofen the 
JunicM-. 

In this year of his brang Pro£tor there 
happened many memorable accidents; 
namely, Dr. Robert Abbot, Mafter of Bal- 
lipl College, and Re^us Profeffor of Diw- 
nity, (who being ele^xd or confecrated 
Btlhop of Sanunfome months before,) was 
folemnly cohduded out of Oxford towards 
fais dioceie, by the heads of all houfei, 
and the chief of all the Univeriity. And 
Dr. Prideaux fucceeded him in the Profef- 
ibrihip, in which he continued till the 
year 1643, (being then eleded Bifliop of 
Worcefter,) and thea our now Proftor, 
Mr. Sanderfon, fucceeded him in the Re- 
gius Profeflbrfhip. 

And in this year Dr. Arthur Lake (then 
Warden of New College) was advanced to 
the Bifliopric of Bath and Wells : a man 
of whom I take myfelf bound in juQice to 
lay, that he made the great truft com- 
nutted to bim, the chief care and whole 
bufinefs of his life. And one teitimony of 
this truth may be, that he fate ufually with 
lu8 Chancellor in his coufiftory, and at leaft 
advifed. 
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advifed, if not affifled, in moA fentences for 
the punilhing of fuch ofiendera as de- 
feived churgh-cenfurea. And it may be 
noted, that, after a fentence for penance 
was pronounced, be did veiy warily or 
never allow of any commutation for the 
oSencej but did ufually fee the fentence for 
penance cKcuted; and then as ufually 
preached a fennon of mortification and 
repentance, and did fo apply them to the 
offenders, that then Hood before him, as 
begot in them then a devout contrition, 
and at leafl refolutions to amend their lives : 
uid having done that, he would take 
them -(though never fo poor) to dinner 
with him, and ufe ihem friendly, and dif- 
mifs them with his blefling and perfua- 
fions to a virtuous life, and beg them to 
believe him. And his humility and cha- 
rity, and othtx Chriftian excellencies, were 
all like this. Of all which the reader may 
inform himfelf in his life, truly writ, and 
printed before his Sermons. 

And in this year alfo, the very prudent 

and very wife Lord Elfoiere, who was fo 

very long Lord Cha'ucellor of England, 

and 
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and then of Oxford, refigning up the laft, 
the Right Honourable, and as magnificent, 
William Herbert, Earl of Pembroke, was 
chofe to fucceed bun. 

And in this year our late King Cbarie* 
the Flrft (then Prince of Wales) came 
bfinourably attended to Oxford ; and hav- 
ing deliberately vtfited the Univerfity, ibo 
Schools, Colleges, and Libraries, he and 
his attendants were enteit^ned with cere- 
monies and feafting fiUtable to their dignity 
and merits. 

And this year King James fent letters to 
the Univerfity for the regulating their Ihi- 
dies ; efpecially of the young divines ; ad- 
vifing they ihonld not rely on modem 
fums and fyftems, but fiudy tbe Fathers 
and Councils, and the more primitive 
learning. And this advice was occaficmad 
by the indifcreet in£ncnces made by very 
many preachers out of Mr, Calvin's doc- 
trine concerning Predsft'tnafwm, Vniverfai 
Redemption, tbe Irrefiflibility of Gwfs grvei, 
and of fome other knotty points depend- 
ing upon thefe ; points which many think 
were not, but by interpreters forced to be, 
Mr. 
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Mr. Calvin's meaning; of the truth or 
wifehood of which I pretend not to have 
sn ability to judge ; my meaning in this 
relation being only to acquaint the reader 
with the occafion of the King's letter. 

It may be cAiierved, that the various ac- 
(ndents of this year did afford our Pro£t(^ 
large and laudable matter to relate and 
difcourfe upon : and that though his of- 
fice feemed, according to flatute and cuf- 
totn, to require him to do fo at his leaving 
it; yet he chofe rather to pafs them over 
with fome very fliort obfervationa, and pre- 
fent the governors, and his other hearers^ 
with rules to keep up difcipline and order 
in the Univerfity ; which at that time was, 
either by defective ftatutes, or want of the 
due execution of thofe that were good, 
grown to be extremely^rregular. And in 
this year alfo the magiflerial part of the 
Pro£tor required more diligence, and was 
more difficult to be managed than former- 
ly, by realbn of a multiplicity of new fta- 
tutes, which begot much conhiGon ; fome, 
of which ftatutes were then, and others 
fuddenly after, put into a ufefiil execution. 
And 
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Alid tiiou^ thefe flatutea wete not then 
made fo perfe^y ufeful aa they were de- 
figned, till Archbifhop laud's time ; (who 
afUfted in the forming and promoting 
them;) yet our prefent PFo£t:ormade them 
aa effectual as difcretion and diligence 
could do : of which one example may 
feem worthy the nodng; namely, that if 
in hb night-walk he met with iiregular 
fcholars ^feat from their colleges at 
univerfity hours, or difordered by diink, 
or in fcandalous company, he did not ufe 
his power of punifhing to an extremity; 
but did ufually take their names, and a pro- 
mife to appear before him unfent for ne^t 
morning : and when they did, convinced 
them, with fuch obli^jignefs, and reafon 
added to it, that they parted Irom him with 
fuch refolutions, a^ the man after God's- 
own heart was pofl*efred with, when he 
lud. There it mercy with thee, and therefore 
tboujbalt be feared'. And by this, and a 
like behaviom' to all men, he was fo h^py 
OS to lay down this dangerous employ-

mmt, as but very few, if any, have done, 
even without an enemy. 

After his fpeech waa ended, and he re- 
tired with a. friend into a convenient pri- 
vacy, he looked upon his iriend with. ft 
more than common cheerfulnelB,and fpak« 
to him to this purpofe: " I look back 
" npon my Jate emplojnnent wUh fom« 
" content to mjdelf, and a great thankiiil- 
" nefa .to Ahnighty God, that he hath ■ 
" made me of a temper not f^t to provoke - 
" the meaneft of mankind, but rather to 
" pafs by infinnidea, if noted ; and in thi» 
" employment I have had (God knows) 
" many occaCons to do both. And when 
" I confider how many of a cwitrary tem- 
" per are by fudden and fmal^ occafions 
" tran^Kirted and hurried by anger to . 
" commit fuch errors, as they in that paf- 
" fion could not forefee, and will in their 
" more calm and deliberate thoughts ap- 
" braid, and require repentance : and con- 
" lider, that though repentance fecures us 
" from the puniihment of uiy fin, yet how 
" much more c<Hiifbrteb}e it is to be inno- 
" cent, than need pardon : and confider,

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And now, having g^ven dils secount (tf 
his'behaviour, and the confidBraiile acts* 
dents in his pro&orihip, I fffoceed to tdl 
my reader, that, this buiy employnient be- 
ing ended, he preached bis femon for his 
degree of Bachelor in Divinity in aa ele- 
gant Latin, and as remarkable for the mat- 
ter, as hath been preachedin that Unlver- 
fity fince that day. And having well per- 
formed bis other eaeroifes fit»- that degree, 
he took it ^e nine and twentieth of May 
following, having been ordained Deacon 
and Priflft in the year 1611, by John King, 
then Bifliopof London, who had not long 
before been Dean of Chrift-Church, and 
then knew him fo well, that he becams 
his moil affedionate friend. And in this 
year, bdng then about tiie 29th c£ hii 
age, he took from the Unhrerfity a IJcencs 
to preaeh. 

In the year ifiiS he was l^ &t Nicho- 
las Sanderfon, Lord Vifcoont Caftleton, 
prefentcd to the n&ory of Wlbberton, 
not &ir from Bi^on, in the county of lic- 
Qoln, a Uving of very good vahie ; but it 
lay in fo low and wet a part of tlut couii- 
tiy, 
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try, M was inconfiftent with bis health. 
And heahh beihg (next to a good cook 
fcience) the ^^ateft of Ood'a blsffingi in 
this life, and requiring therefore of every 
tnan a care and diligence to preftnt it, he^ 
apprehending a danger of lofing it, if b« 
continued at Wibberton a fecond. winter, 
did therefote r«fign it back into the band* 
of his worthy kinfimkn and patron, about 
one year after his donatio^ <tf it to him. ^ 
And about this Ikue of bis relignatJoB 
he was prefented to the reftory of Booth- 
by Pannet in the fame county of Lincohi ; 
a town which has been made &iilOus, and 
muft tontinue to be ftanovM, beoaufe Dr^ 
SenderfoB, the humble and learned ]>. 
fionderfon, was more than forty years par- 
Saa of Boothby Puinel, and irom thesce 
dated all or mdft of his matchlefs writ- 
ings- 

' To this hving (which was of lefs value, 
but a purer air thaa Wibberton) he was 
pnrimted by Thomas Harrington, of the

conflaat endeavonra to bring up tfaofe 
little images of themfelves, fo as to maks 
^bim as happy as all thofe cares and en- 
deavours can make them : he having oon£- 
dered all this, the hopes of fuch happinels 
tunied his f^t purpofe into a pc^ttive re- 
folution to tnarry. And he was fo hi^py 
an to obt^ Anne, the daughter of Henry- 
Nelfon, Bachelor in Divinity, then Redor 
of Haugham in the county of liocoln, a 
man of noted worth and learning. And 
tlie Giver of all good things was fo good 
to him, as to give him fuch a wife as was 
liiitable to hts own defires ; -a wife, that 
made his life happy by being always con- 
tent when he was cheerfiil ; that divided 
her joys with him, and abated of his for- 
row, by bearing a part of that burden ; a 
wife, that demonftrated her affedion by a 
cheerM obedience to all his defires, dur- 
ing the whole courfe of his life ; and at 
his death too, foe ihe outlived him. 

And 
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And ilbtbis Boothby I^oinel he mthet 
foimd 9r mada. hia porifliionen peaceable, 
and complying with him in the decent 
andFregukr fervice of God. And thus hit 
pmfh, bis patron, and he lived together 
ia a Toligious kyre, and a contented quiet- 
ne&; he not troubling their thoughtal 
by preaching high and ofelefs notaons, 
but fuch plvn truths as were necefiary to 
be known, believed, and pradifed, in or- 
der to their falvatton. And their aflent to 
what he taught was tedified by fuch a 
confonnky to his dodrine, as declared 
they b^ieved and loved him. For he 
woidd often fay, " That, without the laA, 
" the mofl evident truths (heard as irom 
" an enemy, or aa enl liver) either iu<e not, 
" or are at lealt the left, effedual ; and 
" do ofually ra^er harden than convince 
" the hearer." 

And this excellent man did not think 
hia du^ dilcharged by only reading the- 
church-prayers, catechifing, preaching, 
and adminitering the facramentt feafon- 
ahly; but thought (if the Law or th» 
Canons may feem to ei^oin no more, yet) 
that

and pny, and not load himfelf with for* 
row; for he would go to hii landkird next 
morning ; iad if his landlord would not 
•bate what he de<u«d, he and a friend 
would pajr it for him. 

To the landlord he went the next iay ; 
and in a conference the DoStor pECfented 
to him the lad condition of his poor 
deje^d tenant^ telling him how much 
God is pleafed when men compedBooale 
the poor : and told him, that thou^ God 
loves facrilice, yet he loves mercy lb nmcfa 
better, that he is pleafed when called " the 
** God of mercy." And told him, the 
riches he was poflefied of were given him 
by that God of mercy, who would not he 
plealed, if he, that had G> much given, 
yea, and tVwgiven him too, Ibould prove 
like the rich fteward in the Gfrfpel, Ibat 
loot bis fellow /ervant by tbe tbroat to mah 
inm pay tbe utmofifartb'mg. This he tiM 
him : and told him, that the law of this 
nation (1^ which law he claims his rent) 
does not undertake to nak& men hon^ 
or menu^ ; but does what it can to re- 
ftrain men firom being dilbon^ or onnm- 
cifulj 
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dfblv and yet was defe^ve in botih : and 
that taking any rent from his poor tenant, 
for what God fufiered him not to enjoy, 
though the law allowed hun to do To, yet 
if he did fo, he was too like that rich Rew- 
ard which he had mentioned to faim ; and 
toU him that riches fo'gotteo, and added 
to his great eflate, would, as Job ia^ 
prove like gravel inbit Uetb, would in time 
(b corrode his confcienoe, or become fo 
naufeons when he lay upon his death-bed, 
that he would then labour to vomit it up, 
and not be able: and therefore a^vifed 
him, being very rich, to make friendB of 
his unrighteous Mamvton, before that evil 
day come upon him ; but however, neither 
&r his own iake, nor for God's fake, to 
tak& any rent of his poor, deje&ed, lad te- 
nant; f<c»' that were to gain a temporal, 
and lofe his eternal happinefs. Theft and 
other liich reafons were urged with Jo 
grave and fo compaffianate an eameftnds, 
that the landlord forgave his tenant the 
whde reaC. 

The reader- will eafily beUere that Dr. 
Sanderfon, who was himlelf fo meek and

S« .«ountiy minifter, that was of fiioh 
Bri|y<#nd fo excellent i$, all. os^fticgll 
ieamiog, that he defired bis Majetly would 
t- ., makfl 
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makehmihMCSiaplnp. The Eii^ granted 
it mofl willingly, and gave the Bifliop 
charge to baflen it ; for he longed to 
difcourfe with a. man tiiat had dedicated 
his ftudies to that ufHiil part of leamii^. 
The Bifhop forgot not t^e King's defire, 
and Mr. Sanderfon was made his Ch^I^ 
in Ordinary in November following, 1651. 
And when they became known to each 
other, the King tUd put many cafes of 
confcience to him, and received from him 
fadi deliberate, lafe, and clear folutions, 
OS gave him great content in converting 
-with him: io that, at the end of his 
month's attendance, the King told him, 
" he fTiould long for the next November ; 
** for he refolved to have a more inward 
" acquaintance with him, when that 
*' month and he returned." And when 
the month and he did return, the good 
King was never abfent from his femioiis, 
and would ufually fay, " I cany my eais 
*' to hear other preachers ; but I carry my 
" confcience to hear Mr. Sanderfon, and to 
" aSt accordingly." And this ou^t not 
to be conceded from {wfierity, that the 
King 
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King thought what he fpake j lor he took 
him to be his advifer in that quiet part of 
his life, and he proved to be his comforter 
in thofe days of his affliction, when he 
apprehended hlmfelf to be in danger of 
death or depoGng. Of which more here- 
after. 

In the firft ParHament of this good King, 
(which was 1625,) he was chofen to be a 
clerk of the convocation for the diocefe of 
lincoln; which I here mention, becaufe 
about that time did arife, many difputes 
about predeftinationj and the many critical 
points that depend upon or are interwoven 
in it ; occafioned, as was f^d, by a difqiu- 
fition of new principles of Mr. Calvin's, 
though others fay they were before his time. 
But of thefe Dr. Sanderfon then drew up, 
for his own fatisfaSion, fuch a fcheme (he 
c^ed it Pax Ecclejla) as then gave him- 
(elf, and hath lince given others, fuch la- 
tisfaftion, that it (till remains to be of 
great cftimatjon among the mod learned. 
He was alfo chofen clerk of all the con- 
vocations during that good King's reign-. 
Which I - here tell my reader, becaufe I

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(hall hereafter have occafion to mention 
that convocation in 164P, the unhappy 
Long Parliammt, and fome debates of the 
predelHnatioh points, as they: have been 
fince diaritably handled betwixt hitu, the 
learned Dr. Hammond, and Dr... Pierce, 
the now reverend Dean of Saliftuiy.. 

In the year 1636, his Majefty, then in 
his progrefs, took a fair'occalion to v^t 
Oxford, and to take an entert^meat fi» 
two days for hitnfelf and. honourable at- 
tendants ; which the reader ought to be- 
lieve was fujtable to their digniues. But 
this is mentioned, beoaufe at the. King's 
eoming thither Dr. Sanderfon did attend 
him, and was then (the jifl of AuguH) 
created Do£tor of Divinity ; which ho- 
nour had an addition to it, hj having 
many of the ni^ulity of this nation then 
made Doctors and Mailers of Arts with 
bim : fome of whofe names fliall be re- 
corded and live with hisj and: none Ihall 
outlive it. Firft, Dr. Curie and Dr. Wxen, 
who were then Bifhops of Winten and of 
Norwich, (and bad formerly taken thw 
degrees in Cambiidge,) vrere with him 
cieated 
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created Db^re of Divinity in his Umver- 
£^. So was Meric, the fon of the learned 
Ilaac Calaubon ; and Prince Rupert, who 
IHll lives, the then Duke of Loiox, Earl 
of Hereford, Earl of Effex, of Befkfhire, 
and very many others of noble birth (too 
many to be named) were then created 
Mafiers of Arts. 

Some years before the unh^py Long 
Parliament, this nation bang then happy 
and in peace, (though inwardly fick of be- 
ing well,) namely tn the year 1659, a dif- 
contented party of the Scots Church were 
zealoufly relUefft for another refbrmalioo 
of their kirk-govemment ; and to that 
end created a new. Covenant, for the gene- 
ral taking of which they pretended to pe- 
tition the King for his aflent, and that he 
would enjoin the taking of it by all of 
that nation. But this petiticm was not to 
be prefented to him by a committee of 
eight or ten men of their fraternity; but 
by fo many thoufands, and they fo armed, 
as feemed to force an afTent to what they 
feemed to requeft ; fo that though forbid^ 
den by the King, yet they entered £ng- 
N 2 landj 
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land, and in thdr heat of ze&l todc mid 
plundered Newcaftle, where the Kirig wm 
forced to meet them with an army : but 
upon a treaty, and fome conceffions, be 
fent them back> (though not fo rich as 
they intended, yet,) for that dme withoitf 
bloodlhed. Bat^ oh ! this peaee» and this 
Covenant, were but the forerunners of war, 
and the many mifeiies that followed : for 
in the year following there were fo many 
chofen into the Long Parliament, that were 
of a conjund council with thefe very zea* 
lous and aa fa6tidua reformers, as b^ot 
fuch a confulion by the feveral deliree and 
dcfigna in many of the members of that 
Parliament, and at lafl in the very common 
people of this nadon, that they were fo \o& 
by contrary defigns, fears, and confufioDS, 
as to believe the Scots and their Covenant 
'Would reftore them to their former tran' 
quilltty. And to that end the Prefbyterian 
party of thb nation did again, in the year 
1643, invite the Scotch Covenanters back 
into England : and hither they came march- 
ing with it gloriouHy upon their pikes and 
in their h^s, with tlius motto } For. tit 
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erown and coveitant of both kingdoms. Thu 
r faw, and fufTered by it. But when I look 
Iback upon the rum of ^nrilies, the blood- 
shed, the decay of common honetiy, and 
how the former piety and plain-dealing 
of this now finful nation is turned into 
cruelty and cunning, I praife God that he 
prevented me from being of that party 
which helped to bring m this Covenant, 
and thole fad confufions that have fol- 
lowed it. And I have been the bolder to 
fay this of myfelf, becaufe, in a fad dif- 
courfe with Dr. Sanderfon, I heard him 
make the like grateful acknowledgment. 
This digrefiion is intended for the bet- 
ter information of the reader in what wall 
follow concerning Dr. Sat^derfon. And 
firft, that the ^Covenanters of this nation, 
and their party in Parliament, made many 
exceptions againft the Common Prayer 
and ceremonies of the Church, and feemed 
reftlefa for a reformation : and though their 
deGres feemed not reafonable to the King 
and the learned Dr. Laud, then Archbilhop 
of Canterbury ; yet, to quiet their confrf- , 
ences, and prevent future confufion, they 
H3 di<C 
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did, in the year i64i,defireI>T. Sanderfon 
to call two more of the convocation to 
advife with him, and that he would then 
draw up fome fuch faie alterations as he 
thought fit in the fervice-book, and abate 
(bme of the ceremonies that were leaft 
material, fot Satisfying their confciences : 
and to this end they did meet together 
privately twice a week _at the Dean of 
Weftmiofl^-'s houfe, for the fpace of three 
months or more. But not long after that 
rime, when Dr. Sanderfon had made the 
reformation ready for a view, the Church 
and State were both Mien into fuch a 
oonfiifion, that Dr. Sanderfon's model for 
reformation, became then ufelefs. Neverr 
thelefs, his reputation was fuch, that he 
was, in the year 1642, propofed by both 
Houfes of Parliament to the King, then in 
Oxford, to be one of their trutlees for tht 
fettling of church-affairs, and was allowed 
of by the King to be fo : but that treatf 
came to nothing. 

In the year 1643, the two Houfes of 
Parliament took upOn them to make an 
orttinance, and call an aflembly of di- 
vines, 
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vines, to (]ebate and fetde'fome church- 
controverfies, of which many were very 
unfit to judge : in which Dr. Sanderfon 
was alfo named ; but did not appear ; I 
Aippofe for the fame reafon that many 
other worthy and learned men did for- 
bear, the fummons wanting the King's 
authority. And here I muft look back, 
and tell the reader, that in the year 1641, 
he was (July 21) named by a more \ui'- 
doubted authority to a more noble em- 
ployment, which was to be Profeflbr Re- 
gius of Divinity in Oxford : but thou^ 
knowledge be fwd to puff up, yet hb mo- 
defty and too mean an opinion of his great 
abihries, and fome other real or pretended 
reafons, (exprefTed in his fpeeoh, when he 
firft appeared in the ctuur, and fince 
printed,) kept him- from Altering into i^ 
till Oaober, 1646. 

He did for about a year's time continue 
to read his matchlefs le£lures, which were 
firH de JuramenlOf a point very difficult, and 
at that time very dangerous to be handled 
as it ought to be. But this learned man, 
ts he was eminently fiimi(hed with abili- 
H4 ties 
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tie§ to fatisfy the confciences of men upon 
that important liibje^ ; (b he wanted not 
courage to aflert the true obligadon of 
oaths in a degenerate age, when men had 
made peijuty a main part of their religion. 
How much the learned world ftands ob- 
liged to him for thefe and his following 
lectures de Con/cientia, I fhall not attempt 
to declare, as being veiy fenfible that the 
beft pens mufl needs fall Ihort in the com- 
mendation of them : fo that I fhall only 
add, that they continue to this day, and 
will do for ever, as a complete ftandard 
tor the refolution of the moft material 
doubts in cafuiAical divinity. And there- 
fore I proceed to tell the reader, that 
about the time of his reading thofe lec- 
tures, (the King being then prifoner m 
the Ifle of Wig^t,) the Parliament had 
fent the Covenant, the Negative Oath, and 
I know not what more, to be taken by 
the Do&or of the Chair, and all heads of 
houfes : and aU other inferior fcholars, of 
what degree foever, were all to take thefe 
oaths by a fixed day ; and thofe that did 
pot, to abandon their College, and the 
Uni- 
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Univcrfity too, within twenty-finlr hours 
after the beating of a drum ; for if they 
reniained longer, they were to be pro- 
ceeded againft a« fpies. 

Dr. Laud, then Archbifhop of Canter- 
bury, the Earl of StrafTord, and many 
others, had been formerly murdered by 
this wicked Parliament ; but the King yet 
was not : and the Univerfity had yet fome 
taint hopes that in a treaty then in beings 
or pretended to be fuddenly, there might 
be fuch an agreement made between King 
and Parliament^ that the Dtllentera in the 
Univerfity might both preferve their con* 
fciences and fubfiAence which they then 
enjoyed by their Colleges. 

And being poQefled of this millaken 
hope, that the Parliament were not yet 
grown lb mercilefs as not to allow mani- 
feft reafon for their not fubmitting to the 
enjoined oaths, the Uoiverlity appointed 
twenty delegates to meet, conlider, and 
draw up a maniieAo to the Parliament, 
why they could not take thofe oaths but 
by violation of their confciences : and 
of thefe delegates Dr. Sheldon, (late 
Ajch- 
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AiehlnAop of Canterbiuy>) Dr. Wim- 
iRoni, Dr. Sanderibn, Dr. MoAcy, (now 
ffiftop of Winchefler,) and that moft 
boned and as judicious civil lawyer. Dr. 
Zonch^wereapatt; the Tell I cannot now 
name : but Uie whole number of the dele- 
gates requefted Dr. Zouch to draw up tfaa 
law parti ^i^d fpve it W Dr. Sandnfon ; 
and he was reqnefted to methodiKe and add 
what referred to reafon and confct^ice, 
and put it into form. HeyieldtMl to their 
defirea, and did lb. And then afiter th^ 
had been read in a fiill convocation, and 
allowed of, they were printed in Latin, 
that the Parliament's proceedings and die 
Univerfity's fuSerings might be manifefted 
to all nations ; and the impofers of tfaefe 
oaths mig^t repent, or anfwer them : but 
dtey were paft the firft ; and for the latter, 
I might fwear tbey neither can, nor ever 
will. And thefe Realbns were alfo fud- 
denly turned into Enghfh by Dr. Sander- 
fon, that thofe of thefe three kingdoms 
might the better judge of the loyal party's 
fofferings *.

About 
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Aboul this time die Indepaidents (who 
were diea grown to be the moft poweHiil 
part of the army) had taken the JCing from 
a dole to a more large imprifonmeiit ; aad, 
by th^r own pretences to fiherty of con- 
fdence, were obliged to allow fomewhat; 
of that to the King, who had ia the year 
16415 'font for Dr. Sanderlbn, Dr. Ham-, 
mond. Dr. Sheldon, (the late Archbilbop 
of Canterbury,) and Dr. Morley, (the now 
Bilhop of Wincheder,) to attend him, in 
order to advifc with them, how fiir he 
might with a good conlcience comply with 
the propotkls of the Parliament for a peace 
in Church and State : hut theTe, having 
been then denied him by the Preibyterian 
Parliam«it, were now allowed him by 
thofe in prefent power. And as thofe 
other DivineB, fo Dr. Sanderfon gave his 
attendance on his Majefty alfo in th« 
Ifle of Wight, preached there before 
him, and had in that attendance many, 
both public and private, conferences with 
him, to his Majefly's great fetisfadUon. 
At which time he deflred Dr. Sanderfon, 
that being the Parliament had propofed 
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to him the abolifliing of EfMfcopal Goreni'' 
ment in the Church, as inconliftent with 
monarchy, tfiat he woiild cbofider of it, 
tnd declare his judgment. Me undertook 
to do lb, and did it ; but it mig^t not be 
pnnted till our King's happy relloration, 
and then it was. And at Dr. Swderfon's 
taking bis leave of his Majefty in his lafl 
attendance on him, the King requefted him 
•* to betake himfelf to the writing cafes of 
*f con&ience for the good of pofterity." 
To which his anfwer was, " That he was 
" now grown old, and unfit to write cafes 
** of confcience." But the King was fo 
bold with him as to fay, " It was the 
" lim[^ft anfwer he ever heard from Dr. 
*( Sanderfon ; for no young man was fit to 
f be a judge, or write cafes of conlci- 
" ence." And let me here take occafion 
to tell the reader this truth, not commonly 
known ; that in one of thef« conferences 
tlus conicientious King told Dr. Sander- 
fon, or one of them that then waited with 
him, *' that the remembrance of two errors 
" did much afiUA him, which were, his 
« afleot to the Earl of Strafford's death, 
"and

" attd the abolifhlng Epifcopacy in Scot- 
" land ; and that if God ever reftcucd him 
" to be in a peaceable polTeilioD of his 
" eFown,he would demonflrate his repent- 
" ance by a public confellion and a volun- 
" tary penance, (I think barefoot) IriMn the 
" Tower of London, or Whitehall, to St. 
'* Paul's Church, and defire the people ta 
" intercede with God for his pardooi" I 
am fure one of them told it me, lives ftill> 
and will witnefs it. And it ought to be 
obferved, that Dr. Sanderfon's lectures lU 
Juramento were fo approved and valued by 
the King, that In this time of his imprifon- 
ment and folitude he tranflated them into 
exaft Englifh, defiring Dr. Juxon, (men 
Bi(hop of London,) Dr. Hammond, and 
Sir Thomas Herbert, (who then attended 
- him,) to compare them with the oiiginalj 
The laft ftill lives, and has declared it, with 
fome other of that King's excellencies, in 
a letter under bis own hajid, which was 
lately (hewed me by Sir William Dugdale^ 
King at Anns. The book was deligned 
to be put iiito the King's library at St. 
James's; but, I doubt, not now to be foimd 
... there. 
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them. I thought the honour of the an- 
thor and the traaflator to be both fo much 
concerned in this relatitm, that it ought 
not to be concealed lirom the reader, and 
it is therefore here inferted. 

I now return to Dr. Sandoibn in tint 
chmr in Oxford ; where they that complied 
Qot in taking the Covenant, Negative Oath, 
and Pariiament Ordinance for church-dif- 
cipline and worthip, were under a fad and 
daily apprehenfioh of expulfion : for the 
vi£tDTs were daily expected, and both city 
and univerfity fidl of foldiera, and a par- 
ty of PreJbytenan divines, that were at 
greedy and ready to poffefs, as the igno- 
rant' and ill-natured vifitors were to ejeft 
the DilTenterB out of their collies and 
livelihoods : but, notwithfUnding, Dr. San- 
dorfon did ftill continue to read - his lec- 
ture, and did, to the very feces c^ thofe 
Prefbjrterian divines and foldiers^ Bead 
with fo much reafon> and widt a calm 
fortitude make fuch applications, as, if 
they were not, they ought to havebeea 
afluimed, and begged pardon of God and 
turn, and forbonie to do what followed. 
But 
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But thfifi thrinng finnera «reic~ hanlBned; 
snd:as'thenfitors expelkdthe ortliadox, 
theyi, without fcmpte or Hume, poflefled 
themfeJres irf their cdOega; (o that, with 
the. reft,. Dc. SanderfoD was (la Junej 
16^) fbreed' to pack up and be ^oe; 
ui4thanlt God he was not itnpnfbnedj u 
Dt^ Sheldoa, Dr. HieninOTid, and odben 
then were. 

I iiiiift ndvr again look back to Oxfordy 
ami tell my reader, that the year before 
this expulfisR^ when the Univerfity had 
denied this fubfcription, and apprehended 
the danger of that vifitatkm which fol- 
lowed, they lent Dr. Motley, then Canon 
of ChriA-Church, (now. Lord BiOiop of 
WincbeOer), and others, to pedtion the 
Parlianient for recaiUng the injundlion, or 
» mitigation of i^ or accqjt of their rea^ 
fons why they coi^d not take, the oath» 
opined thent; and. thepetition was bjr 
Parjiameat refemsd to a committee -to hear 
and report the reafons to the Houfe, and 
a day &t for hearing them. This done^ 
Dr. Morley and the reA went, to inform 
and foe oounfety to plead their caufe on 
the

though tbis was done with grext'^MroA,' 
and aholdnefa equal to the jafHoe of Mi* 
caufe ; yet the .efie^ ot*' it waa, -but CliAt 
he and the reft appearing with him wefc" 
fo fortunate, as to retiun to Oxford mth--" 
oiit CQuiauUnent.. This was fome 4bw 
days.bafore the visitors and moic^ fiddlfll* ' 
were Sant 4own to drive Ae XHflentMBvMt' - 
of the Univerlity. And one that. was, M 
this time of Dr. Morl^'s pleading,')!* ' 
powerful man in the Padiament, and irf ' 
that committee, obferving Dr. Morley*s" 
behaviour and leafcn, and taqulnng «£' 
hkn. 
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huB^ mti he t nag s good report of bur 
wvslsy was therefore willing to afford 
him a peculiar . favour ; and, that he 
nug^t exptefB it, Tent for me that relate 
this Aory, and knew Dr. Moriey well, and 
told me, " he had fuch a love for Dr. 
" Morley, that -knowing he would not 
" take the oaths, and muft therefore be 
'* ejected hb ctdlege, and leave Oxford; 
" he defired I would therefore write to 
" him to ride out of Oxford, when the 
" Vifitors came into it, wid not return till 
" they left it, and he lliould be fure then 
" to return in fafety ; and that he Ihould, 
" without uking any oath or other molef- 
" tatioD, enjoy his Canon's place in his 
" colljege." I did receive this intended 
kindncfs with a fudden gladnefs, becaufe 
I was fure the party had a power, and aa 
fure he meant to perform it, and did there- 
fore write the Dodor word : and his an- 
fwer was, " that I muft not fiiil to return 
" my friend (who dill Uvea) his humble 
" and undi0embled thanks, though he 
« could not accept of lus intended kind- 
" nefti for when the Dean, Dr. Gardner, 
vol. II. o " Dr. 
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^ Dr. P^ne, Dr. Hanunond, Dr. Sander- 
'* {on, and all the reft of the c<Jl^;e, were 
" turned oiit, except Dr. Wall, he fliouU 
*■' take it to be, if not a fin, yet a Ihame, 
^' to be left bel^d with him only." Dr. 
Walt I knew, and will fpeak nothing of 
him, for be is dead. 

It may be eatily imagined, with what 
aji^ful willingneb thefe felf-loving re- 
formers took pod*eflioo of all vacant pre- 
ferments, and wi^ what reluAance others 
parted with their beloved colleges and fub- 
li^ence: but their confcienees were dearer 
than their fubliiience, and out they went j 
tbe reformers polTelling them without fliame 
or fcruple : where I will leave thefe fcru- 
ple-mongerE, and make an account of the 
then prefent afiairs of Ivjndon, to be the 
next emjJoyment of my reader's patience. 

And in London all the BUhops' houfes 
were turned to be prifons, and they filled 
with Divines, that would not take the 
Covenant, or forbear reading Common 
Prayer, or that were accufed for (otae 
faults like thefe. For it may be noted, 
that about this time the Puiiameat let out 
apro- 
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a pntSat^iaiidn to encourage all laymen 
that bud' occafioii to complin of their 
mitiiilera for being troubtefome or fcan- 
dalous-, 01- that confonned not to orders 
of Parliament, to make their complaint to 
a oommittee for that pnrpofe; and the 
minifter, though a hundred railes firom 
London, fhouM appear there, and give 
fatis&£tion, or be fetjueflered ; (and you 
may be fore no parifh could want a co- 
vetous, or maUcious, or crofi-grained com- 
plunant ;} by which means all prifons in 
London, and in fome other places, be- 
came the fad habitations of Conforming 
Divines. 

And about this time the Kfliop of 
Canterbury having been by an unknown 
law condemned to die, and the execution 
fufpended for fome days, many of the 
malicious citizens, tearing his pardon, fbut 
up Uieir {hops, profeffirig not to open 
them till jufHce was executed. Tliis ma-' 
lice and madnefs is fcarce credible ; but I 
faw it. 

The Bilhops had been voted out of the 

Houfe of Parliament, and fome i:q>on that

the Revelation. And though he -Was 
grofaly miftaken in other things, yet, 
"beeaufe he had made the Churches of Ge- 
neva and Scotland, which had no Bi&opB, 
to b* PMladelphia in the Apocalypfe, the 
angel that God loved; and the power of 
Preliicjr to be Aotichrift, the e«l angel, 
which the Houfe of Commons had now 
fo fpewed up, as never to recover their 
dignity; therefore did thofe Coveiuinten 
approve and applaud Mr. Brightman for 
difcovering and fwetelUng the Biftiops' 
downfel; fo that they both railed at then, 
and rejoiced to buy good pennyworAsof 
th^ land, which their iriends oS t}it 
Houfe of Commons did afford them as a 
reward of their diligent affiftance to p«ll 
them down. 
And the ffiftiops' power being nown- 
cated, 
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cstsd> the comown pe<^le were mftde lb 
happy, as every puiih nught choofa tbuT 
own minlfter, and tell him when h( did, 
and when he did not, freach true doc- 
trine: aad by tlw«Bnd like means fevera) 
chuichea had fevend teaohen, that prayed 

*nA .[«%ached for and agunft one another ; 

■awl :$}ng3gsd their hearen to contend 
fanojiAy.iffc truths which they underltood 
not; Ibme of which I fliall mention in 
the difooorfe that follows. 

■ ' I have heard of two men, that in tiietr 
dileourfe mtdertook. to give a chara^^er of 
a third pej-fon; and one concluded he 
was a very honeA man, " for he was be- 
" h<Jden to him ;" and the other, t}iat be 
was not, " for he was not beholden to 
'' turn." And fomething like this waa in 
the defigns both of the Covenanters and 
Independents, the laft of which v^ere 
now grown both as numerwa and .as 

. powerful a^ the former : for thaugh they 
differed much iq mai^ principles, and 
preached ag^nft each other, one makiag 
it a fign of being in the Hate of £race, if 
wo were but zeojou^ for tbe Qovenant } 
o 3 and 
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■nd the other, that we ought to buy and 
fell by a meafure, and to allow the lame 
liberty of conference to others, which we 
by Scripture claim to ourfelves; md there- 
fore not to force any to fwear the Core- 
aant coDtrary to their confcjcau^s, and 
lofe both their livings and liberties too. 
Though thefe differed thus in their cfmclu*. 
Soils, yet they both agreed in their prac- 
tice to preach down Common Prayer, 
and get into the bell DequefleTed livings; 
and, whoever became of the true ownen, 
th^r wives and children, yet to continue 
ifi them, without the leaA Icruple of con- 
fcienpe. 

They alfo made other limnge obferva- 
tions of ElleSion, Reprobation, and Free 
Will, and the other points dependent upon 
thefe ; fuch as the wifeft of the common 
pec^e were not fit to judge of: I am fun 
I am not ; though 1 muft mention fame of 
them hi(k>rically in a more proper place, 
when I have brought my reader with me 
to Dr. Sanderfon at Boothby Pannel. 

And in the way thither I muft tell him, 

that a veiy Covenanter, aad a Scot too, 

that 
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that oaiiie into England with this unlnppy 
Covenant, was got into a good fequeftered 
living by the help of a Prefbyterian perifh, 
which lud got the true owner out. And 
this Scotch Pretbytenan, being well'fettled 
in this good living, began to refonn tho 
church-yard, by cutting down a large 
yew-tree, and feme other trees that were 
an ornament to the place, artd very often 
a fhelter to the parifliioderB ; who except- 
ing againft him for Co doing, were an- 
iWred, " That the trees were his, and it 
" was lawfiil for every man to ufe his own 
" as he, and not as they, thought fit." I 
have heard, (but do not affirm it,) that no 
a^ion lies ag^ft him that is fo wicked 
as to (leal the winding-lheet of a dead 
body after it is buried ; and have heard' 
the reafon to be, becaufe none were fup- 
pofed to be fo void of humanity; and that 
fuch a law would vilify that nation that 
woold but fuppofe lb vile a man to be bom 
in it ; nor would one fuppofe any man to 
do what this Covenanter did. And whe- 
ther there were any law againfl him, I 
o 4 know 
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tUrhthg oXit'their legal miniftef. 
. "We have now overtaken Dr. Sanderfbii 
at Boothbjr paiifli , where he hoped to hive 
enjoyed himfelf, though iii' a ''^66r', yet in 
a quiet and defired pritalCJ^;" bnt It proWMl 
otherwiTe; for all comers of the nation ^i^^ 
filled with Covenanters, conftifion, 'commit- 
tee-men, and (c^diers, ferving each other 
to their feveral ends, of revenge, or po^r, 
or profit; and thefe committee-men Und 
fotdiers were moft of them fo'poflefled 
with this Covenant, that they becam* like 
tiiofe that were infe£ted with that dread- 
ful plague of Athens ; the plague of 
which plague was, that they by it becath^ 
tnaliciouOy reftlefa to get into compftny, 
and to joy, (fo the Hiftorian ' faith,) when 
they had infe6led others, even thofe of 
their mod beloved or neareft friends or 
reladons : and though there might be 
fome of thefe Covenanters that were be- 
guiled, and meant well; yet fuch were 
the generality of them, and temper of the 
■ TbucTdidca. 
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tiioefv.fhat,yq^ipay be fiire Dr. Swnder- 
fon, who though quiet and hannlefs, jet 
an eminent diflenter from them, could not 
live peaceably ; nor did be ; for the fol- 
dJer^ would appear, and vifibly difturb 
^im in the cburcb when he read prayers, 
pre^endinK to advife him how God was 
to be ferv«d moft acceptably s which he 
Qot approving, but continuing to obferve 
order and decent behaviour in reading the 
chorch-fervice, tb^ forced his book from 
him, and tore it, expecting extemporary 
prayers. 

At this time be was advifed by a Parlia- 
pient man of power and note, that loved 
and valued him much, not to be ftrift in 
reading all the Common Prayer, but make 
iome Uttb vaiiation, efpecially if the fol- 
diers came to watch him; for then it 
might not be in the power of him and his 
other friends to fecure him from taking 
the Covenant, or fequeftration : for which 
reafone he did vary fomewhat from the 
ihi& rules of the Rubric, I will let down 
the very words of confelHon which he 
ofed, as I have it under his own band ; 
and 
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and tefi the ireader, that all his other vKm-> 
tiona 'Wdw aa little, and mtKli liks to this. 

HIS COKFESSION. 

" O Ahiughty God '»nd n»naful Fa- 
" ther, we thy anworthy-fcffrants do wi6i 
" fhame and brrow cbnfefs, that we have 
" all our life long gone sftray orA of tlqr 
" ways Uke loft ftieop ; and that, by fol- 
" lowing too mnch the vain devices and 
" deHres oi oiir own hearts, we have 
''grievoufly offended againft thy bcdy 
" laws, both in thought, word, and deed ; 
" we have many times left undone thofe 
" good duties, which we might and pnght 
" to have doqe ; and we have many times 
" done thofe evils, when we m^ht have 
" avoided them, which we ought not to 
** have done. We confefs, O Lord, that 
" there b no health at all, nor hdp in any 
" creature to relieve us j but all our hope 
" is in thy mercy, whofe jultice we have 
"• by our fins fo far provoked. Have mercy 
" therefore upon us, O Lord, have mercy. 
" upon UB miferable otfenden : fparc ut^ 
" good God, who confefs our faulta, that 
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*' We peiUi Bot } but* according to thjr 
"gracious promiles declared uiUo man- 
" kind ia Chrift Jefua our Lord, refloi* 
" us upon our true repentance into thjr 
" grace and Wour. And grant, O moft 
" merciful fether, for his fake, that we 
" henceforth ftudy to ferve and pleafa 
" thee by kading a godly, rigljteorus, and 
" a fober life, to the glory of thy holy 
" name, aqd the eternal ccunfort of onr

In thefe difturbances of taring his fer- 
nce-book, a neighbour came on a Sundays 
after the evening-fervice was ended, to 
vifit and condole with hini for the affront 
offered by the foldiers. To whom h^ 
fpake with a compofed patience, and faid; 
" God hath reftored me to my delired 
" privacy, with my wife and children} 
" where I hoped to have met with quiet- 
" nefs, and it proves not fo : but I wiU 
" labour to be pleafed, becaufe God, on 
" whom I depend, fees it is not fit for me 
" to be qiuet. I priufe him, that he h^th 
" by 



•^^ rfhipnreck of a good confcienoe ta Hwu» 
" tain me in a place of great r^mtalM 
*' and profit i uid though my coBditm 
*' be fuch, diat I need the h&, yvtl fub- 
** mtt; for God did not' fend ln« ^itoithw 
" worid to do my own, but (sSer hh> wi^ 
f* and I will obey it." Tlius by a Aibfiine 
depending on his wife, andipowerfiiJ,'an4 
pitiful Creator, he did eheerittUy fiitmiit 
to what God hod appointed, jufiifyii^ 
the «ruth of that do^ne which -he b«d 
preached. 
About this time that, excellent bcxA-it^ 

iThe King's Meditations in int SQlitutUvBt 
printed, and made public ; and Dr. San* 
derfon wa^ fuch a tover of the Author, 
and fo defirous that the whole woiU 
fltould fee the chara&er of him in Shtt 
book, and fometliing of the canfe.'fifr 

rsehich they fuffered, that he deigned Ho 

.turn it into Latio : but when he hfti^-dtwe 
balf of it mofl excellently, his Irinidsfil'' 
Earle prevented him, l^ appearing to )me 
done the whole very w^ before hind ' 

, ('it3x»tthis.tiittebiid^ati&«isAfti(!' 
mate 
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csiacitd M^of fc canvet&tion an^ raft -\idth 
bi^-fdnfoiaefday*) anddid fix And haT!* 
ing' fennetly: perfoaded bint to tniftnlii^ 
emfettent' m^nory, and not read, bututrjr 
tolfpetak a fenacm as he had wriC it? Dr. 
Sanderfoo became fo compliant, ai to pro^ 
mife. he- would. And to that endithey 
two went early the Sunday toUowing-ce 
a ne^bour minyito, and requeAsd to 
exchange a fermon ; and tfaey did fo. 
And at Dr. Sandetfon'a gmng into th* 
pulpit, he gave hia fennon (which was fL 
«ery ihort one)into the hand of Dr. Ham- 
eamnd, intending to preach it aa it was 
^«ntt : but before he had jMvached a third 
.part, Dr. Hammond (looking on his fer- 
-'mon as written) obferved him to be out, 
Uld fo loft as to the matter, that he i^ 
beoone afraid for lum ; for it was dilbcrd- 
ible to mwiy of the pl^ auditory. But 
'<when he had ended this fliort fennon, as 
(bey two walked homeward. Dr. Sandet- 
ifiRi &id with much eameftaefs, "Good 
" Doctor, give me my fenson j and know, 
*rriluit neither you, nor any man living, 
.;. " Oiall 
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" {bail ever perfuade me to preach agns 
*f without my books." To wUdi dte 
reply was, *' Good DoStm, be not- angry; 
*' for if I ever perfuade you to preach 
'* again witbcmt book, I will give you 
'f leave to bum all chofe that I am mafter 
« of." 

I^irt of the ocoafion of Dr. Hammond'! 
vifit was at tbw ume to difcourie Dr.' 
Sanderfon about fome opinions, in vHiich, 
if they did not then, they had (kmbtlefa 
dUfered formerly} it was about tfat^e 
knotty points, which are by the learned 
called the Qumquarticular Coninverfy ; of 
which I Ihall proceed, not to ^ve any judg- 
ment, (I pretend not to that,} but fome 
Ihort hillorical account which iball follow. 
There had been, fince the unhappy 
Covenant was brought anil fo generally 
taken in England, a liberty given or taken 
by aiany preachers (thofe of London efpe- 
^lly) to preach and be too pofilSve in the 
poinU of Univerfal Redemption, Predefti- 
nation, and thofe other depending, upon 
ijiefe." Some of which preached, " TTiat 
<• aU Bien were, before they came into 
"this 
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<' ^sworid, fo preddKnated to falvation' 
" or datnnaUon, that it waa not in their 
" power to fin fo, as to k4e the firA, nor 
" by their mofi diligent endeavour to 
"avoid the latter." Others, "That it 
" was not fo ; becaufe then God could 
" not be f^d to grieve For the death of a 
■< fiooer, when he himfelf bad made him 
" fo hy an inevitable- decree, before ho 
" had fo much as a being in this world ;" 
affinniBg therefore, " that mui had fome 
" power left htm to do the will of God, 
" becaufe he was advifed to work out his 
" falvation with fear and trembling ;" 
maintaining, " that it is mod certain, 
"every man can do what he can to be 
" laved ; and that he that does what he 
" can to be laved, (halt never be damned.'' 
And yet many that afBrmed this would 
coofefs, *' That that grace, which is but 
f' a perfuafive offer, and left to us to re- 
** ceive or refufe, is not that grace which 
" tball bring men to heaven." Which 
tmths, or untruths, or both, be they 
which they will, did upon thefe or the 
like occafions come to be 'learched into, 
and 
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KiiA clMrkabljr debattd bcAWfatt Br. Sut- 
detfon, I>. H^mnond, itnd Dr.' Kerce, 
(the now Beverend Dean of SaMiury,) of 
which I fliall proceed txt ff<m Some ac- 
count, but hiie&f. 

In the year 1648, the fifty-two London 
imnifters (then a ftatemity 6f Stoh Ccd- 
Jege in that city) had in a printed decla- 
ration afperfed Dr. Hammond mofl hd- 
noiilly, for that he had' in his PraSical 
Catednfm affirmed, *' that our Saviour died 
** for the fins of all mankind." To jnf- 
tify which truth, he prefently makes t 
charitable reply (as it is now printed in 
his works.) After which there wen 
many letters pafled betwixt the faid Dr. 
Hammond, Dr. Sanderfon, and Dr. Pierc^ 
concerning God's grace and decrees. Dr. 
Sanderfon was with much unmllingnd* 
drawn into this debate ; for he declared 
it would prove uneafy to him, wbo in hii 
judgment of God's decrees differed with 
Dr. Hammond, (whom he reverenced 
and lovpd dearly,) and would not there* 
fore engage him into a controverfy, of 
which be could never hope to iee an end; 
but

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Dr. Sanderfon'sj'Tays, " God can reconcile 
" his own oontradi^lions,' and therefore 
" adviles all men, as the ApoClle does, to 
•' ftudy mortiilcation, and be wife to fo- 
"briety." And Jet ne add .&rther, tiut 
if thefe fifty-two MiniHere of Sioa Col- 
lege were dte ocoa£on of the.debates in 
thefe letters, they have, I think, been 
tbeoccafion of giving an end to the i^iia- 
quarlicular Controverjjf ; for none have fioce 
undertaken to f^ more ; but feem to be 
fo wile, as to be content to be ignorant of 
the reft, till t^y come to that place, 
where the fecrete of all hearts ihall be laid 
open. And let me here tell the reader aUb, 
that if the reft of mankind would, a» Dr. 
Sanderfon, not conceal their aiti&ntlaan of 
judgment, but confefs'it to the honour of 
God and themfelves, then our saAea 
would become freer &om perdaacioua dif- 
putes, and hdler of recantations. 

I cannot lead my reader to- Dr. Ham- 
mond uid Dr. Sanderfon where we left 
them at Boothby Pannel, till I hove 
looked back to Uie Long Pailiament, the 
Society-of Covenanters in Sioa -Ctdlego, 
and 
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tad dioftitiAcn>JcatteTe(l ap and down in 
LondonpaAd given fome account of their 
proeeedings and ufage of the kte learned 
Dr. -.I^ud, then Archbiihop of Canter- 
bory^ And though I wUl forbear to men- 
tion die iit^nftice of- his death, and the 
barhatous ufage of him, both then and 
bofore it ; yet my defire is, that what fol- 
lows may be noted, becaufe it does now, 
or may hereafter, concern us ; namely, that 
in his lall lad fermon on the fcaffoid at his 
death, he having freely pardoned all hi> 
eneniies, and humbly begged of God to 
pardon them, and befoughl thofe prefent 
to pardon and pray for him ; yet he feem- 
ed to accufe the magifirates of the city, 
for fu&ring a fort of wretched people, 
that could not know why he was con- 
demned, to go vifiUy up end down to 
gather hands to a petition, " that the 
" Parliament would ha(len his execu- 
" tion." And having declared how un- 
jaffly he • thought hjm£^ to be con- 
demned, and aocufed for endeavouring to 
bring io Popery, (for that was one of the 
accn^tidns for which he died,) he declared 
p 2 witlj 
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ifith fadnefs, '< that Hte fewral ie€a ani 
'* drviftons then in England" (whlcb In 
had laboured to prevent) ** were Wlc *o 
** bring the Pope a fe ^««ter hweft, 
•* than he could ever have expeSed vrith'- 
"out them." And faid, " lliefc fefti 
" and divUions introduce pro^eneft un- 
** der the cloak of an imaginary rdi- 
" pon *" and *' that we have loft the fab- 
" Hance of religion by changing it Bits 
" opinion ; and that by thefe means tfaa 
" Church, which all the Jefuits' machtna- 
" tions could not ruin, was fallen into ap- 
** parent danger by thofe which were hi* 
•• accufers," To this purpofe he fpoke 
at his death : ibr this, and more of which, 
ihe reader may view his laft fad lennon 
on the fcaffold. And it is here mention- 
ed, becaufe his dear friend Dr. Sanderfoa 
feemsto demondrate the fame in hiatwa 
]XTge and remarkable prefaces before liis 
two volumes of fermons ; and feenos alfo 
with much forrew to fay the fame again m 
hts laft will, made when he apprehended 
hunfelf to be very near his death. And 
thefe Covraanteia ought to teke notioe-of 

It, 
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it, aad td remember, that, hf the tuts 
wicked war b^^ by them, Dr, Saii- 
dcifon was eje&ed out of the Profeflbr's 
ch^ in Oxford ; and that if he had conti- 
nued ia it, -(for he lived fourteen yean 
after,) both the learned of thb and otber 
naooas had been made happy by many 
niiiwrk:able cafes of coafcience. To ra- 
ddnally fUted, and fo briefly, fo clearly, 
and fo ooann(»ngly detennined, that pof- 
terity might have joyed and boafted, that 
Dr. Sanderfon was bom in this nation, for 
the e»fe and benefit of all the learned that 
fliall be bom after him : but this benefit 
18' fo like time pafi, chat they are both ir- 
tccoverably loA. 

I fhoidd now return to Boothby Pannd, 
where we left Dr. Hammond and Dr. San- 
derfon together; but neither can be found 
there ; for the firft was in his journey to ' 
Ixtndon, and the fecond feized upon the 
day after his friend's departure, and car- 
rinl prifoner to Lincoln, then a garrilon 
of the Parliament's. For the pretended 
reafon of wbiidi oamniitment, I Ihall give 
this,foUo«iiig acfXMint. 

P3 there 
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There was one Mr. Clarke, Ae rohnfter 
of Alington, a town not mioy miles iTom 
Boothby Pannel, who was an active man 
for the Parliament and Covenant; one 
that, when Belvoir Caftle (then k gftni- 
fon for the Parliament) was token by a 
party of the King's foldiers, was takui in 
it, and made a prifoner of war in Newai^, 
then a ganifon of the King's ; a man h 
a£Uve and ufeful for his party, that they 
became fomuch concerned fbrhisenlaige- 
ment, that the committee of Uncoln fent 
a troop of horfe to feize and bring Dr. 
Sanderlbn a prilbner to that garrifon; and 
they did fo. And there he had the b«p- 
pinefs to meet with many, that knew him 
fo well as to treat him kindly ; but told 
him, " He muft continue their prifmier, 
" till he fhould purchafe his own mlarge- 
" ment by procuring an exchange for Mr. 
** Clarke, then prifoner in the King'sgar- 
" rifon of Newark." There were many 
reafons ^ven by the DoAor of the injuf- 
tice of his imprifonment, and the inequal- 
ity of the exchange ; but all were un^Eec- 
tual; for done it muft be, or he cootiniK 
apri- 
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a prifoner. And in tuue done it was, upon 
the following conditions. 

Firft, that Dr. Sanderfon and Mr. Clarke 
b^ng" exchanged (hould live undilhirbed 
at their own pariflies; and if either were 
injured by the foldiers of the contrary 
party, the other, having notice of it, ihould 
proence him a redrefs, by having fatiB&c- 
^n made for his lofs, or for any other in- 
jury ; or if not, he to be ufed in the fkme 
kand by the other party. Neverthelefs, 
Dr. Sanderlbn could neitha* live lafe nor 
quietly, being fevcral times plundered, and 
ODce wounded in three places; but he, 
apprehending the remedy might turn to a 
tQore intoIeraUe burden by impatience 
or ccHnpIaining, forbore both ; and pof- 
lefled his foul in a ccmteqted quietnefs, 
wi^ut the leaft repining, But though 
be oould not enjoy the faiety he expeded 
by this exchange, yet, by his Providence 
that con bring good out of enl, it turned 
fo much to his advantage, that whereas 
iua living had been fequellered from the 
year 1644, and continued to be fo till this 
-time of his imprifonment, he, by the art!- 
P4 • clea 
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«le8 of Wttr in this exctiu^ far Mr. 
CUrke, procured his fequeftntion' to be 
recdled) uid l^ that fneans enjoyed a 
poor but contetiGed fubTiftence fw hinfel^ 
vrify, and children, till the happy reAoA- 
tion of our King and Chureb. 

In this time of his pdor but oontenlol 
privacy of 1^, his cafullHo^ learning, 
peaceful moderation » and fincerity, became 
fo remarkable, that there were many that 
applied themfelves to him for refolutioa in 
cafes of conibietice ; fome known to tuia, 
many not ; fome requiring fatisft&ion if 
Conference, others by letters j fo many> 
that his life became almoli as reftlefi u 
their minds ; yet he denied no man : and 
if it be a truth which holy Mr. Herbert 
fiiys, " That all worldly joys feem lef«, 
" when compared with Ihewing mercy or 
** doing kindnelTes ;" then doubUefB Dr. 
Sanderibn might have boalled for reliev- 
ing fo many refUefs and wounded conf(^- 
ences ; which, as Sok)mon fays, " are a 
'''burden that none can bear," thov^ 
their fortitude may fulkin their other in- 
firmities: and if woids cannot expreft the 
joy 
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joy- of a confiAcnce rdjeved fiom toA 
relllefa agoMiet ; then Dr.Sarxlerfon might 
rejoice that fa-amay were by hia^ fo cl»r'- 
ly and coolcientioully iatiified ; for he <le- 
nied none, and woold often |>riifa Qod for 
that ability, and as often for the . occafion, 
tuwl dutOodhadinotinedbishearttO'do 
it to the meaneft of any of Aofc poor 
but {trecioas fouls, for which hit Skviour 
-K>uchiafed to be cracilkd.

the wofU,iiaght fee it^ that it might udt 

deceive 
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deceive Coma patrons,, who think they 
ha.ve (^(^larged that great and dangerous 
tiuA, hoth to God and man, if they take 
no money for a living, though it may be 
parted with for other ends.le&juftifiable. 
And in this time of his retirement, vthen 
the common people were amaaed' aai 
grown g^y by the many &i&hood8 and 
DuTapiJications of truths frequMitly vrat- 
ed in Jermons; when they wrefted the 
Scripture by chaileng^g God to be of 
their party, and called upon him ioith^ 
prayers to patronize thw Jacrilegeand 
zealous frenzies ; In tlus time he did fo 
compafficmate the generality of this milW 
nation, that though the times threatened 
danger, yet he then hazarded his'ikfety 
by writing the large and bold preface now 
extant before hblaft twenty fermona; (liril 
printed in the year 1655 ;) in which there 
was fuch ftrength of re^on, with lb pow- 
erful and clear convincing applicatioDS 
made to the NoBconformifls, as beiif 
read by one of thofe diflenting lM«t|uen, 
who was poflefiied with fuch a fpint of 
Gtmtradi&ion, as being nuther abla to de- 
fend 
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ftnd his error^ nor yield to trutii manjfeft^ 
(tes ficmfcience having llept long andi^n- 
-«tiy in & good feqneAered living,) wm yet 
'Bt the reading of it fo awakened, that 
aften a 'tortt6& with the reafon he had met, 
wiA the' danage-'he was to fuftain if he 
eonlknted'lo it, (and being flill nnwilUng 
to-be ib convinced, aa to lofe hy being 
orer-reafoned,) he went in hafte to the 
tKMkfelier of whom it waa bought, threat- 
ened him, iuid told him in anger, " he 
' ** had fold a book in which there was Mfe 
*' dinnil7 ; and that the preface had up- 
j" braided the Parliament, and many godly 
" mimfters of that party, for unjiift deal- 
" ing." To which his reply was, (it was 
Tim. Garthwaite,) " That it was not his 
" trade to judge of true or falfe divinity, 
" but to print and fell books ; and yet if 
" he, or any friend of his, would write an 
*' anfwer to it, and own it by fetting his 
** name to it, he would print the anfwer, 
" and promote the feUing of it." 

About the time of his printing this 

excellent preface, I met him accidentally 

in London, in &d coloured clothes, aod, 

God 
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0«d knows, for fiont bdng ooAIy. ' Ibft 
^we of our meetiDg was near to littlv 
Brituu, wbere he had beeo -to buy a 
book) which be then bad in his hand. W« 
had no indinatKHi to part pref^Mly^ ani 
therefijre turned to fiand in a conuir tmr 
der a penthoule, (for it began bD ttm^ 
-and imme^iatedy the wind lofe, and th« 
nin increafed fa much, that both beoan« 
Jb inconvenient, as to force m into a 
deanly houfe, where we had bread, che«f^ 
ale, and a. fire, for our money. This min 
and wind were fo obliging to lue, «• to 
force onr Aay there for at leail an heur, 
to my great content and advantage} for 
in that time be made to me many ufefol 
obfervatious with much cleamefs and oon- 
.fiuentiouB Ireedom. I fhall relate a port 
of them, in hope they may alfo turn to the 
advantt^ of my reader. He feemed to 
.lament, that the Parliament had taken 
upon them to abolidi our litui^, to the 
fcandal of fo many devout and learned 
.men, and the difgrace of thofe-maay ivar- 
^rs, who bad fcaled the truth «nd afe of 
jt.with thai Uood: and that no minifler 
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was now thought godly that ifid>n«t' de- 
cry it, and at leaft pretend to make bet- 
ter pniyen ex Umpire : and that the^, and 
only th«y, that could do ie, prayed- fcy 
the Spirit, at>d wefe godly; thoij^>iit 
then- fermcMn tkey ^puted, fmd «videnC- 
\j oontradiAed each oAer in -Aeir pra/- 
er». And as he did diflike this, fe be did 
moft bighty commend the Common Pray 
w of tfee Church, faying, "the CoUe^ 
" were tfae me^ paflionate, proper, and 
" tnoft elegant e^iprellions that any lan- 
** guage ever aflbrded ; and tbat there 
** -was in then Aich piety, and ^at fo in- 
"'terwQvien with inftruQ;i0nB, that they 
*' taught ■xn to 'know the power, the wiP 
*' dom, the majefty, and mercy of Godj 
*' and much of our duty both to him and 
"our neighbbur; and that a congrega^ 
" tion, behaving themfelves reverentlyt 
" and putdng'Up to God tbefe joint and 
*' known de^s for pardon of fins, and 
•* praiies for mercies received, eould not 
"■b«Btbemore.|tleafiDgto God, than thoA 
" nrw, unprenaeditated expreflieiis, M 
" which 
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^' wMeh Tnany of the heiarers' could abt 
'* fey. Amen."- - i' u 

And he then commended to me the'fre- 
quent afe of the Pfalter, or PfidinB of Da- 
rid ; fpeaking to this parpofe : " That 
'-' they were the treafury of ChiiHian cOtii- 
** fort, fitted for alt perfons and all necef'' 
*' fities ; able to raifo' the foul from d6* 
"jedion by the frequent - mention of 
*' God's roerdes to Tq>ent8nt liBnera ; to 
" ftir up h(Jy defirea ; to increafe joy-; tj» 
" moderate forrow ; to nouiilh hope, tnA 
♦* teach U9 patience, by waiting God's lei- 
" fure ; to beget a truft in the mercy, 
" power, and providence of our Creator'} 
•* and to caufe arefignation of ourfeWeaO* 
" his will } and then, and not till then, to 
** believe ourielves happy." This he fiud 
the liturgy and Pfalms taught u&; and 
that by the frequent ule of the laft tiiey 
would not only prove to be our fouls' c<Mn- 
fort, but would become fo habitual, as to 
transform them into the image of hia -foul 
that compofed tbem. After this manner 
he exprefled himfelf concerning the £J- 
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turgy and P&lms ; and feemed to lament 
that this, which was the devotion of the 
store primitive .times, (hould in comokon 
pulpits be turned into needlcfs debaten 
a^taut Free-will, Ele&ion, and Repraba- 
tioB, of which, and many like queftions, 
we may be fafely igaorant, becaufe Al* 
mighty God. intends not to lead a» to 
heaven by hard queAions, but by meek- 
nefs and charity, and a frequent pra^Uce 
of devotion. 

And he feemed to lament very mu^h, 
that, by the means oi irregular and iodif- 
creet preaching, the generality of the na- 
tion were poiTefled with fuch dangerooi 
mifiakes, as to think, " they might be re- 
" li^oua lirfl, and then jull and merciful ; 
" that they might fell their confciences, 
" and yet have fomething left that waa 
'* worth keeping ; that they might be 
" fpre they were eleited, though their 
" lives were vifibly fcandalous ; that to bo 
" cunning was to be wife ; that to be rich 
" y/BjH to be happy, though their wealth 
« was got without juftice or mercy ; that 
" to be bufy in things they undeHlood 
" not. 
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** not, vnft rio *n." Thefe and the !&«. 
ntflakei he lamented tnach> and befougM 
God to rMiove them, and reftore us W 
tfiat humilky, linoerity, and finj^e-beart- 
edneft, with which this nation was bleffed, 
before the unhappy Covenant was brought 
into the natioa, and every man preached 
and prayed what feemed befl in his own 
eyes. And be then f^d to me, " That 
^ the way to reAore thk nation to a more 
" meek and chriftian temper, waa to have 
** the body of divinity {or fo much of it 
" as was needful to be known) to be put 
** into fifty-two homilies or fcrmons, of 
« fuch a length as not to exceed a third 
" or fourth part of an hour's reading ; and 

V thefe need^ points to be made fo clear 

V and ]datn, that thofe of a mean capaci- 
*' ty might know what was neceffary to 
" be beieved, and what God requires to 
*' be done ; and then fome applications of 
" trial iuid convi&ion : and thefe to be 
*' read every Sunday of the year, as in&l- 
*' liUy as the blood circulates the body ; 
*' and then as certainly begua again, and 
*' continued the year following : and that 

'* tbif 
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" this being done, it might probably abate 
"the inordinate. defire of knowing what 
*' we need not, and praAifing what we 
" know, and ought to do." This was the 
eameft defire of this prudent man. And 
that Dr. Sanderfon had undertaken it! 
For then in all probability it would have 
proved efFeftual. 

At this happy time of enjoying his 
company and thb difcourfe, he exprelTed 
a forrow by faying to me, " O that I had 
" gone chapl^n to that excellently ac- 
" complifhed gentleman, your friend. Sir 
"Henry Wotton! which was once in- 
" tended, when he firft went Ambaflador 
" to the ftate of Venice : for by that 
*' employment I had been forced into a 
" neceflity of converting, not with him 
" only, but with feveral men of feveral 
" nations ; and might thereby have kept 
*' tnyfelf from my nnmanly baflifulnefs, 
" which has proved veiy troubiefoine, and 
" not lefs inconvenient to me; and which 
" I now fear is become fo balutual as 
*• never to leave me ; and by that means 
** I might alfo have known, or at leaft 
a " have 
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" havAthad.the lati>ia£UoD of feeing, «ne

I here enlarge into ft ftirAer chttmSctl^-i^ 
his perfon and temper. Ae firft^ that' he 
was moderately taD^ hk behaviour had 
in it much of a pimn comelinefs, atiSftny 
Httle, yet enough, of ceremony or <ioBrt- 
fliip; his looks and motion manifefied 
afFabtlity and mildnefs, and yet he had with 
thefe a calm, but fo matchlefs a fortitude, 
as fecured him from complying with any 
of thofe many Parliament injunctions, thai 
interfered with a doubtiul confcience. His 
learning was methodical and exa£t, his 
wifdom ufeful, his integrity vifible, and 
his whole life fo unfpotted, that all ought 
to be preferved as copies for poflerity to 
write after; the Clergy efpecially, who 
with impure hands ought not to oSfer (t- 
crifice to that God, whofe pure eyes A- 
hor iniquity. 

There was in his fermons no improper 
rhetoric, nor fuch perplexed divifions, 
as may be faid to be like too much 
light, that fo dazzles the eyes, that ^ 
fight becomes lofs perfcd: bm t*»ere 
was therein no want of ufeful matter, 
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nor wafle of words;, and yet luch clear 
diflin£UoD8 as difpelled'^ confufed no- 
tions, and made his hearers depart both 
'wiier, 4nd more confirmed in virtuous re- 
fblutJons. 

His memory was fo matchlefs and firm, 
as it was only overcome by bis bafliful- 
nefs J for he alone, or to a friend, couM 
repeat all the Odes of Horace, all Tully's 
Offices, and much of Juvenal and Perfius, 
without book ; and would {a,j, " the re- 
" petition of ope of the Odes of Horace 
" to himfelf was to him fuch mufic, as a 
" lefloQ.on the viol was to others, when 
"■.^iffij. played it to themtelvesor friends." 
And <^>OMgh he was bleft with a clearer 
judgn^iit (ban other men ; yet he waa 
fo <U&n;iiUul of it, that he did over-confider 
of ts^^e^jueapes, and would fo delay 
and re-confider what to determine, that 
though none ever determined better, yet, 
when the bell tolled fc»- him to appear and 
read im divinity le&ures in Oxford, and 
all tlie fcbc^ars attended to heai him, he 
had not then, or not tiU then, refolved

ed Bifhop of Lincoln) 50I. and with it a 
requeftandpromife. The requeH was, That 
he would review the Ledures deCatfciGitia, 
which he had read when he was DoAcm* 
of the chair in Oxford, and print them for 
the good of pofterity ; (and this Dr. San- 
derfon did ia the year 1659.) And the [m>- 
mife was. That he would pay him thatj or 
a greater fum if deliied, during his life, to 
enable him to pay an amanuenfis, to eafe 
him irom the trouble of writing what he 
fhould concave or dictate. For the faax 
particular account of which, I refer my 
reader to a letter writ by the l^d Dr.Bar- 
k>w> 
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low, ndilcb I have annexed to the end of. 
this relation. 

Towards the end of this year 1659, when . 
the many mixt fe^B, and their creators 
and mercilefg proteSoi^, had led or driven 
each other into a whirlpool of contufion ; 
when amazement and fear had feized them, 
aad tbear accu£ng confeiences gave them 
an inwaxd and fearful intelligence, that 
the gpd which they had long ferved was. 
npw ready to pay them fuch. wages, as he 
does always reward witches with tor their 
obeying hjm ; when thefe wretches were 
come to forefee an end of their cruel reign, 
by our King's return, and fuch fufiferers 
as Dr. Sandetfon (and with him many of 
the oppreffed Clergy and others) could 
forefee the cloud of their afiliSions would 
be dUperfed by- it ; then, in the beginning 
of the year following, the King was by 
God reftored to us, aad we to oar known 
laws and liberties, and a general joy and- 
peacctfeemed to breathe through the three 
nations. Then were the fufTering Clergy 
freed from their fequeftration, reftored to 
their. revcBuea, and to a lib^ty to adore,, 
prafe. 
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praife, and pray to Godwin (iidi onlsr as 
their confctences and oaths had fiuninrl^ 
obliged them. And the reader will m&y 
believe diat Dr. Sanderfok'aiid'hisdgc&td 
fiunlly rejoiced bo . fee this day, and be df 
this number. it 

It oL^ht to^ be conlidered (-ndiich I hsK 
often beard or read) that in the primitwe 
times men of learning and virtue were 
u&ally fought for, and foliated to ac- 
cept of ^tfccpal government, and ofiHeB 
re&^ed it. For they confcientiouftjr con* 
fidered, that the office of a Bilhop was 
made up of labour and care ; that tbe^ 
were trufted to be God's almoners of thfe 
Cbarch's revenue, and double thar-eRHC 
for the poor; to live Ifai^tly tbemielvec, 
and ufe aB diligence to fee that their bf 
mily, officers^ and dergy did fo; and ibot 
the account of -that ftewardlhip mufl tt 
the b& dreadfiil day be made to tlft 
Seaniber of all hearts: and that inKtiti 
piimitive timee they . were thereferor^ 
morcius to undertake it. Itrmaynat-fafe 
faid, that Dr. Sanderfon was-accAm^iwd 
w^ thefii^ and all the other, rqpiifitesfgto 
quired 
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Itfafiage flfifbrsntytiiTee ytaXB^ftir he w«k 
fe xddjat did King's reUun)J'ew«r JbhIU 
to be pardoned by God or maSy than are 
a{^i^iitbi othcmin tl>efedaytj:iDxvbich> 
God knows, we &11 fo fbort of that vffi> 
^:tefan&ityatidzeal to God's glory, which 
was apparent in the days oF prinutive 
Ckviftianity. This is meMioned by way 
of'prepamtixHi to what I fliall fay more of 
Or. Sanderfon ; and namely, that* at the 
j^i&g's return, Dr. Sheldon, the late pm- 
diht Bi&op of Canterbury, (than whon 
none knevr, v^ued, or loved Dr. Ssnder' 
fen : store ' or better,) was by hii Majofiy 
made a chief trufiee to commendlohini & 
tasii to fupply the then vacant biflu^jrics. 
An&- Dr. Sheldon knew none fitter than 
I>fl. SandAiion, and therefore hnmfaly ^'^ 
fired the King that he would nominate 
li^rand, thaCdone^ hedid as^umUy ds» 
«ie!:0r.Saoderfon that he would; for God's 
had tbeCbtuvh'fi lake, take that'diaige 
and care upon him. Dr. Sanderfon 1iad> if 
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iiM«ii'unwi]lingn^, oertfunly'nofOi' mkiit 
■«fii to\indertake h; and would okai.SKf, 
** he h&d not led himfclf, but hi> iileBd 
'* vould now lead him into a tcmptatibn, 
" whiohbeluid daily- pr»y«da£ain&) aaA 
" befought God, if be did undertsko- k, 
** fo to sffift him with bis grace, that llfae 
** example of hie life, bis cares and en- 
" deavouTB, might promote bia gioiy, and 
" help forward the falvation of others." 

This I have ni«ntioned as a happy- pre* 
paistion to his bilbopric ; and am next to 
tell, that be was confecrated Kibop of 
Lincoln at Wellminfler the 98th of 0&»- 
ber, 1660. 

' There was about this time a Christian 
care taken, that thofe whofe conicienoti 
were, as they lud, tender, and could sdt 
comply viith the fervice and ceremonies flf 
the Church, might have fatis&dion fgm 
by a finendly debate betwixt a feled nunr 
ber of them, and fame like numbeF «f 
thofe that bad been fu&nrs for-'tte 
Church fervice and ceremonies, and now 
refWned to hberty ; of which JaAr<fiMie 
wcr«'then preferred to power and ^gni^ 
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in the Chnrch. And eCthefe BUIiop San- 
deribn was one, and then chafe to be a 
moderator in that debate : and he per- 
formed his truft with much mildnefe, pa- 
tience, andreafon; but all proved ineSec- 
tual : for there be fome prepofiieffions like 
jealouiies, which, though caufeleft, yet 
cannot be removed by reafona as apparent 
as demonftration can make any truth. The 
place «pp(»nted for this debate waa the 
Savoy in the Strand : and the points de- 
bated were, I think, many; fome affinned 
te be truth «icl reafon, feme denied to be 
either ; and thefe debates being then in 
words, proved to be fo loofe and perplexed, 
as fatisfied neither party. For fomstime 
that which had been affirmed wra imme- 
diately forgot or dented, and fo no iatif- 
fitdton given to either party. But that 
the debate might become more ufefol, it 
was therefore refolved, that the day Ixdlow- 
iag the defirea and reafons of the Noncon- 
formifts (hould be given in writing, and 
they in writing receive anfwers from the 
eoMformlng party. And though I neither

Having uififted the more upon the two 
fiift articlea, that concern Religion and the 
Church, and wherein ouifelves have a man 
proper concernment; we fhall need to infill 
the left upon thofe that follow, contendng our- 
felves with a few (the moll obrious) of thc^ 
many great, and (as we conceive) joft <zc«p- 
tioni that lie there againft. 

1. In the tbiid article, we are not ^tisfied 
that our endeavour to preferve and defend the 
King's Majeffy'g peribn and authority is fo li- 
mited, as there it is, by that additicm, /n the 
frefervMUm and drfence rf the true rtligiaK and 
Ubertits i^lht hngdom. Forafmuch as, 

1. No fucb limitation of our duty in that 
behalf is to be found, either in the oaths 
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of Supremacy and AUeg^ocej. (wl>i<^'> i^ 
^pifl would refufe to take with fych a 
linulation,) no| in the Protdlatton, dot in 
the Word rf God. 
.2. Our .endeavour to prefcrve the rights and 
pririleges of Parliaments, and the libertieB 
of the kingdoms, is required to be fwora 
of ui Id the fame article, without the like 
or any other limitation added thereunto. 

3. Such limitation leavetb the duty of the 
Allied at to much loofeoeft, and the 
I^tj of the King at fo great nncertaintf, 
ihat wheulbever the people thai] have a 

. mind to withdraw their obedience, the^ 
cannot want a pretence from the lame 
for fo doing. 

4. After we fhould, by the very laft thing 
we did, (viz. fwearing with fuch a limita^ 
tion,) have made ourlelves guilty of an 
fidaial and real diminution (as we con- 
ceive) of his Majef^'s juft power and 
greatnefg ; the obteilatioD would . feem 

. vety unfeafonable (at the leafl) with the

3. That the High Court of Parliament is the 
fupreme judicatoty, we hare been told it 
is by virtue of the King's right of prelld- 
ing there, he being the fufrmtt Judgi •, 
and tiie memben of both Houfes his 
council : which being fo, the reafon of 
difference is plain between that and other 
judicatories in fundiy refpe&s. 

I. The Judges in other courts are deputed

prtdentation thereof fignified under hii 
G^tSeal. 
a. Ihe Judges in iaienor courts, becauTe 
they are to ad all in his naioe, and by 
hi> authority, do therefore take oaths of 
fidelity for the right exerdiii^ of judica- 
ture iu their feveral places. ; fitting there, 
not by any proper tntereft of their own, 
but only in right of the Kit%, whqfe 
Judges they are, and therefore they are 
called the King's Judges and his Miniflos. 
But in the Hi^ Owt of I^liameut, the 
Lorda aod Commons fit there in coundl 
mditbe Kii^ w fupreme Jtu^, for the 
good of the whole realm ; and thereftae 
they are oot called the Kin^s Jud^, but 
the King's Council ; and they have their 
feveral proper rights and interelb peculiar 
and diAinft both between themfelvea, and 
frtsn that of the Kii^'aj by reaibn where- 
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of they become £fiin3 ordtrt ■, or, as of 
late times they have been ftyled, (in this 
fenfe, we ccmceiTe,) ihm di/inS eJUta \ 
£>ch of which being fuppofed to be the 
befl confeirgton of their own proper in- 
tetefl, if the power of xnj one eflata 
Ihould be prefumed to I>e virtually prefent 
in the other two, that eflate muil needi 
be inevitably liable to lufl^ in the proper 
interefts thereof; which might qoickly 
prove deAnidive to the whole kingdom, 
the fafety and profperit^ of the vAxAe 
confifting in the confervation of the jufi 
rights and proper interefts of the main 
pam, viz. the King, Lords, and Com- 
mons, inviolate and entire.
